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In humanity there are different strata of quality. The 
claration that all men are born free and equal is 
isurd, unless it may mean that all are born equal before 
the law. It is a patent fact that one possesses native 
lent while another does not; that one is capable of 
ising to hights which another cannot attain; that 
one exerts a widespread influence, while the field covered 
by the influence of another is decidedly limited. In 
this latter regard it is character prin- 
cipally which makes the difference, 
and if this character is backed by 
liscipline of the mind the difference 
still more prominent. 

In this day and generation it is 
customary for the historian to laud 
especially the man who has arisen 
from humble and unpromising be- 
sinnings. The student has thus be- 
come aeeustomed to regard early ob- 
stacles as an absolute essential to 
later success and the feeling has be- 
come more widespread than perhaps 
is appreciated that a real handicap 
rests on him who was not born in a 
log cabin and studied by the aid of a 
tallow dip; who trod not the tow path 
in boyhood or early manhood or did 
not acquire his rudimentary education 
between the blows of an ax at the 
trunk of a tree, or made. his first ap- 
pearanee in this vale of tears amid 
some similarly inauspicious surround- 
ings or unpromising environment. 

In the light of the recorded careers 

men of note the proposition ad- 
anced by the historian seems to be 
fairly justified. Early privation seems 
iave been an almost essential ele- 
n in their stimulation toward 
her things. Add to the possession 
is stimulation industry and am- 
for erudition and a keen de- 
nation for advancement, and suc- 

f that better kind that is not 
sured by dollars and cents is al- 
ost inevitable. So also is the more 
material success. A marked specific

known, His name is synonymous with 
sterling character, and it may be an 
inspiration to young men, especially 
to the young men who possess little 
of the world’s goods, to learn that 


his early accomplishments were ac- 
quired when held in the grip of grind- 
Ing poverty. It may be a further inspiration to them 
to study the mental characteristics of the man, his cheer- 
fulness of spirit and his uniform courtesy to all with 
Whether natural or ac- 
quired, his regard for the amenities of life is decidedly 
marked, 


whom he comes in contact. 


John W. Barry was born in Belvidere, Lll., in 1857, 
and after having lived in several towns in that state 
meved to Peoria, where he attended the normal school, 
Working for his board. It was his ambition to become 
a teacher, and it must accrue to the misfortune of many 
& pupil that his life was not devoted to teaching. On 
one occasion there was a gathering in Nebraska of a 
dozen or more of his former pupils ufter they had grown 


to manhood and womanhood, all of whom describe the 
influence the teaching of Mr. Barry had had on their 
lives. So far as the writer is aware Mr. Barry is ignorant 
of this event, but when informed that the testimony of 
each was that this influence had made them better men 
and women, had inspired them to lives which otherwise 
they might not have led, it must bea source of pride to 
him. 

In the school room he was a character builder and 


the pupil’s friend. When he was principal of the

a school in which fourteen teachers 





school in Fairbury 
were employed—he paid the board of a boy who other- 
wise would have been unable to remain through the 
term. The windows of his class room were hung with 
curtains and the window sills set with flowers. The 
walls were embellished with the portraits of distinguished 
men, and to his classes he would talk about these 
men. He was highly proficient in the knowledge that is 
contained between the covers of the text books, but text 
books were not all to him. He recognized the fact that 
back of these text books his pupils must possess a knowl- 
edge of the world and build up a character on other foun- 
dation than sand if they would tnily succeed. With him 
there is an aristocracy of thought, of intellect, that ranks 


high above any possession of material things; in fact, 
it has often been said by him that riches are not what he 
most desires, 

It has been asserted by an intimate friend of Mr. Barry 
that if he has a fad it is to be everlastingly doing some- 
thing in order that he may see the wheels go round. In 
other words it is his aim to get at the true inwardness 
of things. He is practical almost to excess, and his 
practicality was carried into his work as teacher. It was 
ot his purpose to tell the students under his charge that 
a thing was so, but to illustrate why 
it was so. To explain a point in 
physics that his pupils could not read- 
ily understand he attached one end 
of a rubber hose to a barrel on the 
ground, carried water to the roof of 
the school building and filled the 
hose so that the scholars could see 
the bursting of the barrel with their 
own eyes. To investigate is second 
nature to him. He wants to probe— 
to know the why and the wherefore— 
and it pleased him to see his pupils 
prompted by a like desire. He taught 
for five years, spending his vacations 
as instructor in summer schools and 
teachers’ institutes. 

A prominent illustration of this de- 
sire on the part of Mr. Barry for 
aceurate knowledge is his investiga- 
tion of a matter pertaining to Mason- 
ry. In the ritual of that order, he 
thinks there is an error in statement 
regarding the dimensions of certain 
columns, and he set about to make 
this error plain to others. He made a 
study of the Bible, collected stere- 
oseopie views of the ruins in the holy 
land and prepared a lecture to be pre- 
sented before the grand lodge of 
Iowa. To the average man it would 
matter little whether any particular 
column that figures in history is ten 
feet high or three times that hight, 
but it matters to Mr: Barry. No pains 
is too great for him if thereby he 
ean prick a bubble of sophistry or 
error. 

The tastes of Mr. Barry are de- 
cidedly literary, possibly most evi- 
dent along scientific lines. When 
first he began to earn money he 
bought books and has accumulated a 
good library. He has a liking for 
platform work, and is a_ ready 
speaker, with a fund of anecdotes at 
his tongue’s end. His style of com- 
position and delivery is peculiarly his 
own, and to copy from others he 
would regard as beneath him. He 
made political speeches and partici- 
pated in public debates during campaigns in Nebraska, 
always, however, in the interest of friends, political 
office having no charms for him. 

It was in 1884 that without previous forethought or 
preparation Mr. Barry took up the calling of a lumber 
dealer. On-one Friday evening he was engaged by J. Z. 
Switzer, then doing a retail trade in Fairbury, and went 
to work on Monday morning, Mr. Switzer leaving for 
the east on Wednesday of the same week and remaining 
away until the following September. From that Wednes- 
day Mr. Barry had entire charge of the business. He 
bought his first carload of lumber of Edward Hines, now 
head of the Edward Hines Lumber Company, of Chicago,

discriminating class of buyers.

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THE POLITICAL HORIZON. 


When Theodore Roosevelt took the oath of office and 
assumed the duties of the chief executive of the United 
States the AMERICAN LUMBERMAN expressed confidence 
in his integrity and in the ability of the new president 
to calm the agitation that naturally arose at that time 
and to follow out the policy and continue the work out- 
lined by his lamented predecessor, William McKinley. 

The confidence expressed on that occasion has been 
amply justified by the three years of prosperity enjoyed 
under the wise and capable administration of President 
Roosevelt and his advisers. The AMERICAN LUMBER- 
MAN is not a political organ in any sense of the word, 
nor does it aspire to influence affairs in the political 
field, but as the country is now on the eve of a presi- 
dential election, which period usually has had a 
tendency to cause a partial suspension of activity in 
commercial circles on account of the uncertainty in the 
minds of business men as to the policy to be pursued 
by the national officials during the coming four years, 
the LUMBERMAN as an accepted authority as relates to 
the lumber and kindred interests may properly review 
the recent past political history and indicate its views 
of that of the next national Administration. 

Viewing the present situation strictly from a stand- 
point of its bearing on the commerce and industry of the 
country, there is no reason for apprehension or alarm 
as to the developments of the next few months, and as 
a matter of fact none is being felt. 

The Republican National Convention which met in 
Chicago this week perhaps has no parallel in the his- 
tory of that party. As to who shall be the standard 
bearer in the campaign which will begin in a few days 
there has been no question. Some minor discussion as 
to who shall be his mate was had, but the developments 
of the second day’s session proved ‘conclusively that there 
is entire harmony within the ranks. 

It is perhaps not within the province of a paper 
issued strictly in the interests of a special industry to 

take up for discussion matters of a political nature, 
and yet from a strictly nonpartisan standpoint there 
can be little if any question as to who will be the next 
president of the United States and as to which party 
shall control its affairs. 

There are certain matters under consideration which 
have been inaugurated by the party now in power, and 
in the interest of progress and their successful con- 
summation it should be allowed to finish the work thus 
auspiciously begun. 

There seems to be little question that such oppor- 
tunity will be given Mr. Roosevelt and his mate, Sena- 
tor Fairbanks, and that duri ing the next four years this 
country will move peacefully’ forward and work out 
under their capable guidance many of the problems 
Which now confront it. 


PUBLIC RIGHTS IN TREES ALONG HIGHWAYS. 


In laying out a highway under statutory authority 
does the public acquire a right to prohibit the land- 
owner from removing the trees standing in the highway 
next to his land, for the purpose of preserving them for 
shade and ornamentation? In other words, if the public 
cannot, as it has been held, deprive the owner of his 
shade trees by using them in constructing or repairing 
the road can it deprive him of his property right in 
them by preventing him from cutting them down and 
using them in such manner as he sees fit? It is, the 
supreme court of New Hampshire says, March 1, 1904 
(Bigelow vs. Whitcomb, 57 Atlantic Reporter, 680), no 
more a deprivation of his property right to cut down his 
trees and devote them to the useful and necessary work 
of road construction than it is to appropriate them, 
standing, for the purposes of shade and ornamentation. 
An effective prohibition against one’s use and enjoyment 
of his property in a usual and otherwise appropriate 


manner deprives him of his property as much as its 
actual taking or asportation against his will. 

It seems plain that trees growing by the side of an 
ancient rural highway, upon land not required for the 
accommodation of actual travel, belong to the owner of 
the adjacent land, who cannot be deprived of his right 
as owner, without compensation, after a legal hearing. 
Whether the trees are useful for shade and add to the 
beauty of the way, or whether they are useful only for 
lumber and wood, cannot determine the question of his 
ownership. If they are his property he is entitled to the 
beneficial use of them, subject to such reasonable regula- 
tions as the public use of the highway may require. But 
permanently to deprive him of the beneficial use of his 
property, or of the profits or income usuelly derivable 
therefrom, is not a reasonable regulation but is an extine- 
tion of his right without corresponding compensation, 
and amounts to confiscation. 





FIVE MONTHS’ WHITE PINE MOVEMENT EQUAL TO LAST YEAR'S. 


The statement showing the shipments of mill product 
by members of the Mississippi Valley Lumbermen’s 
Association and the members of the Wisconsin Valley 
Lumbermen’s Association during May is interesting as 
drawing a comparison between disposition of lumber in 
that month and that of May, 1903. Despite the cerulean 
aspect that many have been inclined to give to the 
lumber trade, shipments of the combined districts in 
May were only 2.8 percent less than in the like month 
the year before. For practical purposes, in estimating 
the relation between the northern pine trade last year 
and this season, there is no appreciable difference 
between the two. 

Following are the tables presenting shipments in the 
two valleys in totals and in monthly detail, with per- 
centages of aaa

It is to be observed that during May excessive rains 
occurred over territory in which northwestern lumber is 
largely distributed, which accounts for the greater 
decrease in that month as compared to the decrease in 
March and April. Much of the decrease in the field 
as a whole may be attributed to the fact that several 
of the shipping concerns were short of stock and could 
not ship heavily if they had received orders for the 
lumber. Secretary Rhodes, of the Mississippi Valley 
Lumbermen’s Association, cheerfully remarks that in 
spite of the late and backward spring and the fiercest 
competition from yellow pine and north Pacifie coast 
and mountain lumber that the valley lumbermen have 
ever had the demand has been what may be called 
active, when circumstances are considered, while pros- 
pects are that the demand will be maintained and prob- 
ably will be increased. As the season advances it is 
thought more than probable that demand will increase, 
because car shortage will cut down movement of yellow 
pine from the south and a like embargo on traffie will 
hinder shipments from the coast. All are exhorted to 
maintain prices steadily until the fall trade shall fur- 
nish business in such quantity as to extinguish all 
motive to make concessions to hesitating purchasers in 
order to induce immediate sales, 





THE OKLAHOMA LUMBER TRADE AND FUTURE PROSPECTS. 


Oklahoma is passing through the experience of all new 
territories after being opened up for settlement. At 
first there always are an inrush of population, a rapid 
development, overspeculation and succeeding reaction. 
In Oklahoma settlement and development have been 
more rapid than in any other part of the Union. It is 
but fifteen years since in 1899 the ‘‘sooners’’ burst 
over the territorial line and scattered over the prairies 
to locate claims. In that time Oklahoma has sprung 
to the status of a rich commonwealth. It boasts of 
large cities, is gridironed with railroads and has all 
the economic facilities of the older states. But, as is 
usual in instances of quick development, speculation and 
business have forged ahead of the requirement as based 
on agriculture. The towns have grown too rapidly and 
there are too many merchants, professional men, real 
estate dealers, insurance agents and money sharks for 
the good of ‘the country. There cannot be too many 
railroads for the benefit of the settlers, unless we may 
say that the new lines have created too many mushroom 
towns, 

Expansion went on swimmingly until last year’s reac- 
tion in speculation and business began to make men 
conservative. When the ebb tide reached Okiahoma it 
was discovered that business had been overdone in that 
territory. Lumber dealers discovered that there were 
too many yards in some of the towns. Competition, 
which had been sharp enough before, is more severely 
felt under the new conditions. Building in the towns 
has fallen off to a degree. The farmers seem to be 
short of money this season, probably because they have 
gone in debt for improvements under the stimulus of the 
past few years of booming times. Now all are looking 
for the outturn of the crops as a means of help out of 
present embarrassment and aid to go on with contem- 
plated or desired improvements. 

How are the crops in Oklahoma? is the absorbing 








question today. One report to the LUMBERMAN from 
Oklahoma City states that the wheat and fruit crops 
will run about 50 percent below normal. Corn, cotton 
and live stock are doing well. Oats will be about three- 
fourths of a crop. From Stillwater, Okla., the LUMBER- 
MAN is advised that there is about half a crop of wheat, 
while prospects are fair for corn and cotton. A heavy 
crop of cotton is expected. With a liberal return from 
cotton, corn, cattle and fruit the territory should take 
a rebound in prosperity as soon as the result shall be 
assured. 

As to the lumber trade, reports as usual vary as 
between different towns and localities. There is general 
agreement that the farmers are making little improve- 
ment and consequently are calling for less than the 
usual amount of lumber. In the towns and cities build- 
ing is being more actively prosecuted than in the country, 
though more is being done in some towns than in others. 
On the whole the demand for yellow pine and cypress 
and coast and cypress shingles is pronounced light for 
the season. Dealers are not stocking up but buyiag 
only such lumber and shingles as they need for immedi- 
ate use. The reason for this partly is because of the 
uncertainty and variety of yellow pine prices. 

One dealer who has an interest in an extensive chain 
of yards informs us that his stocks are quite full, and 
he is reducing them as fast as he can, and his neighbors 
are doing the same. He intends to fill in only as he 
needs the lumber for current sale. Bankers are more 
conservative than they were about lending money. Col- 
lections are rather slow and hard to make. Most towns 
in Oklahoma, he says, have more yards than they can 
well support, and most are heavily stocked for the busi- 
ness in sight this year. Dealers do not look for much 
increase in trade before fall. Should cotton and corn 
turn out as well as now is promised there should be a 
considerable revival of demand early in autumn, 
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TRADE HINDERED UNNECESSARILY BY DEMORALIZED PRICES. 


lowing letter from a retailer at Newton, Kan., 
aches the LUMBERMAN through a wholesale concern in 
Louisiana. It tells a story that may be considered 
typieal of the feeling of the general retail trade in 
Kansas not only but in a large portion of the country 
espect to buying lumber for more than immediate 
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money by failing to wait for the lowest quotation, This 
feeling will be the more disquieting from the fact that 
the yard concern was really in no immediate need of the 
lumber and could wait as well as not. 

It will be seen that in this instance the managers 
of the yard were not complaining about the price that 
the wholesalers asked for their lumber, but rather of 
the uncertainty about the bottom of the market. They 
even proclaim their willingness to pay prices that will 
yield the manufacturers a fair profit all the year round, 
if only they can be assured that the basis is solid and 
will be steadily maintained. ‘This is usually the atti- 
tude of the retailer. What he wants is steady and uni- 
form prices so that he can charge up a profit to the 
customer and constantly know what he is about. But 
in any event he does not want to pay more than the 
minimum going price for his lumber, unless the stock 
is especially good and he has a trade that requires it, 
When prices are fluctuating and irregular as between 
sellers he is all at sea and knows not what to do. 
Like the company that wrote the letter quoted, he 
usually stops buying for the time being, or buys only 
when he must have lumber to turn over to his cus- 
tomers. Now that the World’s Fair at St. Louis is on, 


the Newton dealers purpose to visit it and defer further 
vuying until their return, No doubt many dealers are 
pursuing a like course. ‘The exposition will be the 
gainer, but in the meantime the wholesale trade will 
languish, 

There is little benefit to inveigh about the folly of 
price cutting at the present time, or in exhorting manu- 
tacturers and wholesalers not to do it. The demor- 
alization has gone so far that it is each seller for him 
self and the pitchfork take the hindmost. Production 
continues and the trade is playing the waiting game 
indicated in the letter herein quoted, Concerted action 
among manufacturers to solidify prices on a new basis 
probably will be impossible until restriction of output 
on the one hand and increase of consumption demand on 
the other will give opportunity for united effort to re 
establish a price basis. In the meantime it would be 
a good thing if the manufacturers would take a month 
off and visit the World’s Fair or some mountain or 
water side resort. A two weeks’ vacation for the saws 
and the men who run them would work a wondrous 
change for the better in prices. Curtailments of the cut 
should be the policy pursued throughout the southern 
field, and it could be especially helpful out west. 





MISREPRESENTATION A BAD POLICY FOR SALESMEN TO EMPLOY. 


n the caption of 
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When the salesman tries his game on the stock that 
the dealer has known and handied for years it becomes 
preposterous in its foolishuess. If a salesman aimed to 
alienate a buyer on purpose he could not do it more 
certainly than by the course indicated. If the lumber 
in question is to be shipped directly from a mill the 
sawing is criticised, the logs from which the lumber 
is cut are said to be small and coarse, the product 
running to rotten or spike knots, checks, shakes, splits 
It is scant thickness, badly sawed, and generally 
defective and not up to standard grade and, as to 
pickings, they are conspicuous by their absence. If 
shingles, lath or any other kind of product is involved 
all come in for a scoring by the habitual adept in mis- 
representation. 

He attacks the business methods of all firms or com- 
panies but his own. He charges them with slow ship- 
ments, improper filling of bills, sharp practices in ren- 
dering account sales and making collections, and by 
various innuendos and sly intimations seeks to preju- 
dice the buyer against every seller but himself. Ile 
is not above attacking other salesmen for whom he 
should have no other feeling but that of friendship— 
tor men who are seeking to make a living in like ways 
with himself. He stabs competitors in the back, 
and in situations wherein they have no chance to defend 
themselves. 

Altogether the

misrepresenting salesman is a mighty 


mean man, who appears meaner the more we sean his 
character. Ile is a perigrinating cheat and coward, 
Whose opportunities for evil are all the greater by rea 
son of the ground he covers. 

There is one mitigating feature of his nefarious 
career, however; it is likely to be short because the 
average lumberman or factory operator knows too much 
to be fooled by him. You may be sure that when a 
salesman starts in to spin deprecatory yarns about the 
stock and business methods otf his competitors he does 
it for purposes of gain, and that his conscience or his 
business morals will not stand in the way of his inten 
tion to misrepresent. Any buyer of average inteiligence 
and any experience at all will not find it difficult to 
size up a salesman who employs misrepresentation as 
his means of persuading the customer. We believe that 
such salesmen are thus readily judged, and that they 
make but little headway in their avocation, and soon 
drop out of the business from failure to make sales. 
Wholesale houses or manufacturers should not employ 
men who have a tendency to misrepresent cr, having 
unwittingly or by mistake employed them, should let 
them go so soon as their predilection shall become evi 
dent; for though such men for a time, and on the 
first trip, may be able to sell considerable lumber, their 
underhanded and unfair method will at length become 
known to the detriment of the principals who send 
them out on the road.

No lumber line, on its market 
ide, has been reduced to a more exact science than that 
f handling northern pine, The men who are in con- 
tant touch with the situation are as sensitive to mar- 
ket phases and the things that cause them as are the 
ecurities dealers on the stock exchange. They not 
only can precisely estimate the changes that come of 
actual potent influences but they are ingenious enough 
and speculators enough to manufacture causes, or art- 
fully to emphasize them when it is profitable to do so. 
We do not say that they employ this kind of spec- 
lative art to manipulate the market, but simply rec- 
ognize the fact that their trade acumen is sufficient for 
that kind of exploit if they chose to exercise it. 
‘The LUMBERMAN has lately undertaken to canvass the 
situation for inside information and finds that north- 
western operators are not unwilling witnesses to condi- 
tions. Information secured very clearly shows how they 
feel about the present northern pine situation, and the 
IL.UMBERMAN passes the advice along. It is the consen- 
sus of opinion of the group that represents a large sec- 
tion of the manufacturing field that the volume of

from this season’s sawing. Stocks at eastern lake ports 
very light while supplies at lake mills are much 
juced. It is admitted that certain manufacturers 
will cut more lumber this year than last, but the con- 
cern that will turn out this surplus wish the other man- 
ufacturers to understand distinctly that no effort will 
be made to push this surplus on the market to the det- 
riment of the producers as a mass. As an earnest of this 
they agree to take their salesmen off the road whenever 
it may be evident that the market is being depressed 
by too much product. It is observed that the railroads 
are already beginning to place and retain their cars 
at favorable points for the purpose of moving the 
wheat and other grain crops, and that it is probable 
that the cry of car shortage will soon be heard, This 
the northern men think will minimize competition from 
southern and Pacific coast lumber. Hence no more se- 
rious competition from yellow pine, fir ete. need be 
expected than already has been experienced. It is 
averred that the basis of values has reached a point in 
southern and coast woods in which curtailment of out- 
put is economically necessary, 

A well known and heavy operator in northern pine, 
on both the manufacturing and jobbing sides of the 
business, states that after much travel and careful 
study of the situation he has ascertained by actual 
data, and beyond a doubt, that on January 1 there was 
a small visible supply of stock at lake mills and mar- 
kets, in wholesale yards and in the hands of retailers. 
With this as a starter there wil! be a pronounced 
decrease of mill output this season. This is figured out 
from the following data: 

On January 1, 1904, there was 166,000,000 feet of 
lumber at the Tonawandas and Buffalo. This amount 
was 30 percent less than at a like date in 1903, In

four months of shipping—that is, up to May 1—bv 
percent of the stock on hand had been shipped out, Th: 
dealers at the foot of Lake Erie have bought compari- 
tively little this year and stocks have been decreasing 
during May and June. In order to do business tli 
wholesalers are buying of each other. The time is at 
hand when they will have to buy in order to main 
tain their trade. Distribution has been well appo! 
tioned throughout stocks on hand, 

At Erie ports stocks are low, this operator declares, 
and at Cleveland there is only 70 percent of stocks 
carried in ordinary years, and the city enjoys an exce) 
tionally good local trade. 

In Chicago stocks are about 65 percent of what 
were in the yards a year ago. The local trade is tlie 
best it has been since 1892, World’s Fair year. |We 
should like to see the figures demonstrating this state 
ment.—Eb. | 

The same operator goes on to dilate on the prosper 
ity of the farmers. He says that personal letters from 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas show that crops in thos: 
parts of the country are practically assured. This, he 
says, will cause a great demand for lumber in thi 
southwest, and thus relieve the older states of the wes! 
of much competition from yellow pine. 

This operator believes that a careful estimate 0! 
stocks produced, shipped and on hand would be convine 
ing of the assumed fact that there will be a greate! 
shortage of available northern pine lumber on January 
1, 1905, than at a like date this year. With fine fait! 
he anticipates a favorable outcome of the presidential! 
election and ventures to predict that thereafter we shal! 
have a year or two of very good times. In respect tv 
the competition of other woods with northern pine he 
says: ‘‘While yellow pine, fir and other woods are 
selling at considerably less prices than northern pine 
the fact still remains that there is a large proportion 0! 
the trade taking northern pine and paying the differ 
ence, It has not got to the question as to whether whit« 
pine can compete’with yellow pine; it is a question 
simply, Will there be sufficient demand for white pine 
at our present prices to take care of what is to be man 
ufactured? In my judgment there will be.’’ 

It is pertinent to this consideration to quote what 
Edward Hines, of the Edward Hines Lumber Company, 
of this city, says of the situation as experienced in 
the vast operations of his concern, It is quoted 
because obviously it is representative of the northern 
pine condition at large, since its operations involv® 
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500,000,000 feet a year and cover a large extent of 
territory and the product is disseminated in all the 
markets of the country, Mr. Hines says: 


Last week our orders were 187 cars as against 147 a 
year ago; this is the second week this year we have been 
ahead of last year. Our trade has only been about 80 per 
vent of last year’s trade, but with the amount of stock we 
are manufacturing this year we will go into winter quar- 
ters on January 1, 1905, with considerable less stock than 
we went into winter quarters with in 1904. Of our lumber 
on the great lakes we have sold 75 percent of our this 
year’s manufacture and there will be no difficulty about 
elling the balance practically as fast as it is cut. 

Now the —— have not bought as much proportionately 
us last yea first, because there has not been the stock to 
buy, nor py they feel this year warranted in buying as 
heavily. They are sort of buying from hand to mouth. The 
manufacturers on the great lakes have maintained their 
prices fairly well. No, 4 boards are selling from $1 to $2 
» thousand more than a year ago and all sold ahead; No. 
» boards are selling at the same relative price, and mainly 
sold ahead; No. 2 and better at about the same price, some 
sales being at from 50 cents to $1 less than a year ago, by 
concerns which were crowded and had to sell; norway piece 
stuff from 50 cents to $1 a thousand less than the highest 
of last year’s prices: the better grades of lumber in C and 


better about the same prices as last year; shop common 
from $1 to $3 less than Jast year. On our general mill run 
lumber No. 4 and better prices will average as good as last 
year; on No. 2 and better about 50 cents a thousand less. 

Another extensive manufacturer, whose operations 
are in the upper Mississippi river district, states as 
his opinion that the outcome of the presidential ques- 
tion and the crops are the principal factors that will 
determine the trend of the lumber trade for the 
remainder of the year. He recognizes that competi- 
tion from southern pine and Pacific coast woods must 
be taken into consideration, but he thinks that affairs 
in the south are improving on account of a reduction 
in output and a somewhat increased demand. Another 
favorable indication is the changed tone of labor lead- 
ers and their followers toward their employers as man- 
ifested in relaxed demands and a willingness to come 
to terms with them. He expresses his views on the 
labor situation in the following language: 

The labor troubles all over the country, especially in the 
largest cities, have retarded a great deal of building and 
other operations during the last two or three years. I am 


satisfied that public opinion is shaping itself more and 
more against unions, on account of the continuous annoy- 
ance which is being experienced from such strikes, not only 
by misunderstandings between employees and employer but 
very often between unions practically in the same trade; and 
in addition to such sentiments is the fact that a large 
number of men have had to be idle so much of the time that 
they are beginning to feel the necessity of earning, more 
and more. In other wordg | am firmly convinced that we 
have passed over the greatest annoyance from labor troubles, 
which will increase the demand of lumber hereafter 

In the foregoing expression of view we have largely 
drawn on the opinion as expressed from the manufac- 
turers’ and manufacturing jobbers’ standpoint. The 
retailers and the exclusively jobbers would no doubt 
have some counter observations to make, which would 
have the effect somewhat to subdue the brighter tone 
which producers give to their utterances, Neverthe- 
less the makers of lumber are in a position to ‘‘size 
up’’ conditions quite accurately, and the views herein 
reflected are no doubt worthy of careful attention by 
all interested in the present and prospective lumber 
markets of the United States. 





PROTECTION REAFFIRMED BY THE REPUBLICAN NATIONAL 


The tariff plank in the republican national platform 
is an emphatic reaflirmation of the protection policy 
the it has always been the cardinal doctrine of the party. 

he national convention by the adoption of the plat- 
form of 1904 again insists on the maintenance of the 
principle of a protective tariff, but at the same time 
recognizes that particular tariff schedules are neither 
sacred nor immutable. Rates of duty may be altered 
when changed conditions demand alteration, but no 
revision should be undertaken unless it is clearly evi- 
dent that the resulting benefit will more than compen- 
sate for the inevitable disturbance of business which 
attends any revision of the tariff schedule. 

In the shaping of this plank care was evidently 
taken to maintain the protection principle, while it was 
recognized that there was, and is bound to continue, < 
popular demand for tariff revision when changed pro- 
Srines and commercial conditions shall make it so 
necessary that a bigoted adherence to the letter of the 
existing schedule would be a positive injury to the coun- 
try. Without question the majority of the people are 
settled in the conviction that protection to domestic 
industries should always be a feature of our revenue 
system, yet they are averse to the idea that there is 
such immutability attached to tariff schedules that 
under no circumstances and conditions can they be 
modified or readjusted. The party leaders know that 


to ignore this popular conviction would be to court 
party disaffection in the course of time. The able 
political leader keeps his ear close to the ground so 
as to catch the sound of the popular voice when it 
expresses widely extended, deep seated convictions and 
desires. 

The tariff policy of the party is proclaimed to be 
that of protection, while necessary changes can from 
time to time be made. But in no case will such changes 
be made without due care that the benefits to accrue 
therefrom shall outweigh the disturbing and depressing 
effects that inevitably result from ‘‘tinkering’’ the 
tariff’. 

It is well that the distracting effect of tariff revision 
is duly recognized in the national platform. The entire 
business of the country is dependent on the stability of 
our fiscal regulations. None of us can forget the panic 
and long years of depression that followed the presi- 
dential election of 1892, when an administration was 
elected to power pledged to a radical revision of the 
tariff. No business interest wants to encounter another 
like experience. While all sane minded business men 
are aware that changed conditions may render it neces- 
sary to reshape the revenue schedule it is fully under- 
stood that the tariff should not be disturbed except 
as the paramount interests of the country may 
demand it. In no case should political ambitions or

partisan motives exercise any control in the matter. 

The business men of the country may now rest 
assured that one of the great parties of the country is 
pledged to a conservative course in respect to the tariff. 
It is to be hoped that the other great party will abstain 
from any radical measure the effect of which would 
intensify the doubt and uncertainty that prevai 
finance and general business. The lumbermen of the 
country are mostly in favor of the proteetion policy 
because their market would be in danger of serious 
competition from Canadian lumber were any consider 
able revision of the tariff to result in the cut 
of the duty on lumber. 

Now that there is no danger that the 
party, if it be continued in power, will 
onslaught on the lumber schedule, al! lum! i 
hope that the demoeratic party will be as conservative 
in recommendations on the tariff questic :

With 
much the same facility of familiarity our visitor, if 
lumber-bred, takes in the lumber exhibits. He stands 
among them and in imagination looks back to the forest 
and the saw mill, and forward to tiers upon tiers of 
houses (the owners speak of them as “residences”) built 
upon a familiar plan and showing only the most modest 
variations, either inside or out, from the acceptedly con- 
ventional. 

The visitor to the Forestry building is, however, 
destined to a rude surprise. At the farther end of the 
building—from the Pike—he finds that one of the most 
substantial of American lumber organizations has kicked 
clean over the traces and done Something Different; that 
the wood which for interior use has hitherto usually 
known but one finish—hard oil natural—and for out- 


side uses has been only a surface—sometimes refractory, 
as became a proper spirit—upon which to spread mere 
paint, has in honor of the oceasion put on a new dress 
and decked itself in unwontedly artistic colors. It is 
yellow pine and its makers that have done this. and 
we “told on them” last week; but concerning what it all 
means there is more yet to be said, and a suspicion 
withal that the exhibit and its innovations were meant 
to be talked about. 

The quadrigabled cottage is itself indoors and its 
front yard contains more conventional lumber samples 
and a carload of logs; but it is easy to appreciate how 
its soft and harmonious exterior coloring would blend 
with nature’s tint of trees and lawn in a way which 
paint usually fails to do.

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THE WOEFUL INEFFICIENCY OF THE SALESMAN’S “HARD LUCK” STORY. 


The late 


lamented ‘‘ Petroleum V, Nasby’’ (D. R. 
Locke) used to have a pet bit of philosophy to the effect 
that the awkward handling of the truth was more dan- 
verous than a downright falsehood. As dangerous (to 
the narrator)—in instances more so—is the Jugubrious 
recital of the average ‘‘hard luck’? story. 

There is a class of people engaged in the lumber trade, 
umonug whom might be mentioned traveling lumber sales- 
men, Who have in their power the doing of a vast deal 
ot good to the trade and, conversely, are capable of 
inflicting a vast deal of damage on the industry. In 
their perigrinations the salesmen come into close com- 
munion with the lumber dealers of the country. They 
yet very close to this trade; exchange confidences with it. 
"hey tell the large retailer at times what a corking 
good trade they are having—which is where they should 
stop, but at other periods when there is a little slack- 
ness in the demand they indulge in hard luck stories— 
Which is as effectual as naming another than the inevi- 
table candidate on the republican national ticket. They 
try to work on the retailer’s sympathy to get an order, 
even if only for a car, forgetting that, as Pope says,

I never knew any man in my life who could not bear 
another's misfortunes perfectly like a Christian, 

\ hard luck story may be denominated an ‘‘awkward 
handling of the truth It rarely secures business but 


more often induces the retailer to crawl still further 
within his shell in fear of impending dull trade and 
refuse to buy at any price. The knight of the woeful 
countenance hurts his own cause by that very counte- 
nance; the average retailer has woes of his own and 
little practical sympathy for the role of the legendary 
policeman, Woe is inefficient as argument. On_ the 
authority of Byron, 
No words suflice the secret soul to show, 
For truth denies all eloquence to woe. 

And the average retailer is intelligent enough to appre- 
ciate the fact that the ordinary hard luck story has no 
foundation in fact. A young woman burst suddenly into 
tears and on being asked the cause of her grief said: 
‘*T thought I might live on the bank of a river some 
day and might get married and we might have a little 
boy and he might fall in the river and drown.’’ In 
later years it developed that she never lived on the bank 
of a river, never was married and—but the rest is 
obvious to the morally inclined. And as foundationless, 
from the standpoint of the general retail buyer, is the 
hard luck story of the lacrymose lumber salesman. 

The salesman who is worth while is the one who is 
always optimistic about things; who can pick out the 
bright spots in the trade and present the best possible 
view of the situation. The ‘‘Sunny Jim’? of the travel- 


ing fraternity, or at least the salesman who can put up 
a good ‘‘front’’ and look cheerful and talk correspond- 
ingly, is the one whose eloquence prevails and conse 
quently the one who earns his money. Down in Texas 
is a successful lumberman who at the start had little 
assets besides his cheerfulness, anu he made that an 
efficient stock in trade. Of him the LUMBERMAN said in 
its issue of January 3, 1903: 

Cheerful at morn, he wakes from short repose, 

Breasts the keen air and carols as he goes. 

The LUMBERMAN does not recommend the caroling tv 
the otherwise lugubriously inclined, for the singing voice 
of the average lumber handler is generally conducive to 
anything but cheerfulness in its hearers. But the situa 
tion today is one on which the lumberman may look 
optimistically. There is little menace to the outlook. 
There is a silver lining an inch thick to every little 
cloud in the commercial sky, and there is no reason wh) 
every lumber salesman in the country should not keep 
himself posted on the bright things in the situation ani 
impart them to his clientage rather than indulge in 
pessimistic views that substantially retard trade. 

Hard luck stories do not sell lumber and the sooner 
the salesman gets this fact into his head the better it 
will be for himself and the more valuable will he lb 
to the man who pays his salary and expense account. 





REDUCED HARDWOOD MOVEMENT—PROSPECTIVE CAR SHORTAGE. 


More or less speculation 


is being indulged in by 
hardwood men as to 


the causes of the recent falling off 
in demand and price of some of the leading hardwoods. 
One of the prominent lumber manufacturers and whole- 
icago says that the situation is not at all 
aging in view of the light stocks of lumber 
t most points as compared with what was 
on hand a year ago. In his opinion the dullness was 
primarily occasioned by the policy adopted late last year 
by the International Harvester Company, the Pullman 
Company, the American Car & Foundry Company and 
some other large buyers in shutting off their purchases 
of stock. The majority of these concerns have bought 
but little for months and this has naturally forced the 
lumbermen who were catering to that trade to seek 
other outlets for their stock. Owing to the small stocks 
of lumber then on hand this was a comparatively easy 
thing to d rough the winter, but with the addi- 
tion of the ks cut last winter and this spring and 
t ment of buying on the part of lumber 
in this followed the example set by 
added to a long expected strike of 
furniture workers, there has been more lumber offered 
lately than the market has been able to absorb promptly.

Buyers account tor some of this uncertainty in hard- 
wood prices by stating that the small saw mills through- 
out the middle south were unable to ship much of their 
lumber when it was commanding the highest price, 
owing to car blockades and unfavorable weather condi- 
tions. Meanwhile they went on manufacturing and have 
accumulated considerable stock. In some cases these 
mill men have been compelled to dispose of their stocks 
in order to raise money, and where this has occurred 
buyers have not failed to profit materially from the 
stringency in which the mill owners have found them- 
selves. With the reawakening of demand, which many 
believe must come before the close of the summer, a 
shortage of stocks will no doubt be again disclosed and 
prices be benefited accordingly. 

Such concerns no doubt have learned wisdom by expe- 
rience, and are fully aware that another serious car 
shortage is near at hand, and that if they would get 
in necessary supplies before the embargo shall be on 
they will have to order forward the lumber without 
much further delay. That there is to be a lack of 
cars to a serious extent is evident. The granger rail- 
roads are already collecting empties at convenient 
points in the grain and cotton states, and are now 
especially in this way making provision for moving 
the winter wheat crop. It is to be noted also that car 
building and repairing have been minimized this year, 
and there certainly has been no addition to the supply. 
As surely as the cotton and grain crops are to be 
moved as surely will there be another blockade on the 
railroads, beginning as early as August. Large con- 
sumers and dealers in:the greater markets being fully 
aware of what is impending in this particular are more 
than likely to take time by the forelock and get for- 
ward their lumber before it shall be too late. 


Apparently they should have no hesitancy about put 
ting in necessary stocks at this point in the season ou 
account of the state of the market. It is beyond mucli 
deubt that prices have gone as low as is possible. An) 
capable buyer can now go out and pick up sizable lots 
ot hardwood lumber at figures that would preclude all 
probability of loss by reason of further declines. 

Recognizing the imminence of a car shortage and 
the wisdom of getting forward supplies prior to the 
embargo, and fully understanding that prices cannot 
go much if any lower and that probably they may be 
forced up to a degree by the impending car shortage 
there furthermore is good reason for putting in neces 
sary stocks in the conditions of demand and suppl!) 
There is no surplus in northern hardwoods, which were 
largely placed under contract early in the year. Cou 
sumption is going steadily forward in most lines, and 
and though not as great as last year it is sufficient to 
absorb most of the offering of dry stocks. The fact that 
such lumbers as plain sawed oak, birch, chestnut, soft 
elm and other specialties are constantly in demand about 
equal to the supply shows that there are no burdensome 
accumulations of the hardwoods that are likely further 
to break down the market. It is usually the case that 
in the spring and midsummer season there is a lull in 
the market and a sagging off in prices. This is the 
opportunity for dealers and consumers to stock up. 
When fall comes and stocks have been gathered in, 
prices usually strengthen and advance. This change 
for the better is as likely to oceur this year as in for 
mer ones. It seems to the LUMBERMAN that there 
could be no better time for financially capable dealers 
and consumers to buy hardwood lumber than right 
now, when there is some apprehension on the part of 
holders at the mills and a degree of market weakness 
that give the buyer an opportunity to select the best 
chances and secure his stock at safe prices. 





AN EXPERT VIEW OF THE RED CEDAR SHINGLE SITUATION.

The log- 
iterests are now in the hands of men who will refuse 
acrifice their stumpage and, owing to the fact that more 
gs were being put in than the demand would take at 
remunerative prices, the output was curtailed 25 percent 
rly in the year, followed later by the curtailment of an 
dditional 50 percent of the output, and many decided to 
ose camps indefinitely. Shingle logs at an average price 
of $7 show mill cost of 70 to 85 cents a thousand shingles, 
according to the grade being manufactured. Reduction in 
the cost of manufacture must come out of labor, and united 
action is being taken by mill men to reduce the cost of 
manufacture about 15 percent, which will bring the average 
cost of labor in the neighborhood of 15 to 50 cents a thou- 
sand shingles. 

‘*Will the reducing of the price of labor help the 
situation?’’ he was asked. 


To quite an extent it will, for the reason that at lower 
prices the demand will increase proportionately at the ex- 
pense of the other woods. 

‘*How is the demand now?’’ 

We can see a great improvement in the demand in so 
far as volume ig concerned, but question if it would hold at 

















any advance over present prices. On present prices produc- 
tion will be curtailed to such an extent that there will be 
a demand tor every car as fast as they are loaded, but any 
attempt to bid prices up would in our opinion reverse con- 
ditions and show a production in excess of the demand. 

The truth of the matter rests in the fact that too many 
mills have heen built and normal running capacity is 20 
percent in excess of the requirements of the trade this year. 
There will undoubtedly be a little flurry during the next 
thirty days owing to the opening of the lake and rail routes 
and to the large percentage of mills that are closed, and 
—— mills that will close during the Fourth of July 
period, 

One of the greatest factors this year to be figured with 
is the great excess of sellers of red cedar shingles who are 
carrying stocks on consignment and in storage. ‘There are 
any number of wholesalers and dealers and mill men carry- 
ing transit lines of shingles this year who never attempted 
to handle the business in this method before, and all work- 
ing independently. Were these sellers working in harmony 
a great deal better results could be attained. As a sample: 
One leading wholesaler is today very long on Extra Clears 
and short of Extra Stars, while his next door neighbor is 
long on Extra Stars and very short on Clears. One is ham- 
inering one grade down and bidding the other up and the 
other acting just the opposite. The market in the east on 
Iixtra Stars is today weak and on Clears strong; at the 
mills Stars are very strong and Clears weak. ‘This results 
in an abnormal margin of profit on Clears, whereas Stars 
are being handled at a loss. 

The only solution to the establishing of a reasonable fixed 
price on shingles will be the organization of a company with 
sufficient capital to carry in pile in the eastern markets 
surplus shingles in times when they will not sell, that can 
be worked off at times when the demand is beyond supply, 
fixing prices on a basis that will show a reasonable return 
for the efforts exhausted in manufacturing a shingle that is 
strictly up to grade, and show a fair return for the stump- 
age. I fear, however, that this time has not yet arrived. 


The experience of the Interstate Red Cedar Shingle 
Company shows how nearly impossible it is to form any 
combination that can successfully maintain prices against 
overproduction on the one hand and underconsumption 
on the other, both terms being practically synonymous. 


Despite all effort of a powerful organization, embracing 
a list of stockholders mutually and deeply interested in 
the maintenance of prices, by curtailment of produc 
tion if necessary, the burden of output was too great as 
against the necessities of producers and a shrinking de 
mand. What was a failure as an organized effort in 
respect to curtailment of output has at length been 
partly forced on the mill operators, and reduction has 
actually resulted from loss in turning out shingles. The 
law of supply and demand has been asserted, as it eve! 
is asserted. Our expert now says that at present de 
mand is equal to if not beyond production, which he 
attributes to a more than normal demand for red cedar 
shingles at the expense of white cedar, white pine, rei 
wood, cypress and British Columbia shingles. 

The entire situation involved the logging interests. 
Stumpage was in strong hands and owners refused to 
sacrifice it longer. The result was that production was 
curtailed 25 percent early in the year, and afterward 
50 percent, while some closed their logging camps for 
an indefinite period. On a basis of $7 a thousand for 
logs shingles cost when turned from the mill 70 to 85 
cents a thousand, according to grade. 

Now it is said that the only way to even up the cos! 
of manufacture on the basis of cost of logs is to cut 
the cost of labor to the extent of 15 percent, which wil! 
bring the average cost of labor to 45 to 50 cents 2 
thousand shingles. It is unfortunate that the manu- 
facturers are up to so stiff a proposition as the reduction 
of wages for labor, as such a movement anywhere in- 
volves contention, strikes and their accompanying bil- 
terness, interruption and general uncertainty. Our ex- 
pert thinks that the reduction in the wage scale will 
enable manufacturers to turn out shingles at prices s° 
low that they will successfully compete with those made 
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other woods. But it seems to the LUMBERMAN that 
s would only intensify the difficulty of the situation. 
would unsettle the present basis of prices and lead to 
w competitions, while prices would keep to a low level. 
\fter all, the experienced operator whose views have 
i|cen quoted comes to the heart of the matter when he 
s that too many mills have been built, and the nor- 
| capacity is 25 percent in excess of the requirements 
irade this year. It then appears that the only positive 
edy is in the utter cessation of mill building and a

How to reach such a result no man has as yet been able 
to determine. The usual process of readjustment in such 
a situation is that the weaker are crushed out of exist- 
ence, while the stronger continue until changes in condi- 
tions place them on a footing for making a profit. 

The suggestion about the organization of a company 
with sufficient capital to carry the surplus at eastern 
markets in dull market periods, to be worked off when 
demand is active, is worthy of attention, but it never 


will be done as a mere benevolent measure to benefit 
timber owners and manufacturers. If done at all it will 
be prompted by a selfish desire on the part of the origi- 
nators to make money by the scheme. In order to be a 
sufficient inducement to men who can command sufficient 
capital it will be necessary to show that it is a feasible 
and promising commercial project. Can such an induce- 
ment be presented when the cedar trade is in question? 
In other words, has the time come when the shingle busi- 
ness can thus be monopolized?

The North Carolina Pine Association has been dis- 
olved, it being sueceeded by the North Carolina Pine 
\ssociation, Incorporated. The change was made at 
the regular meeting of the old association, Norfolk, 
Va., June 20. The reason for the dissolution of the 
original association and the succession of the incorpo- 
rated body was given by President John L. Roper to 
he that the charter under which the association had 
heen operating was found to be inadequate, the most 
objectionable feature of which was that involving 
stock, which in the resolutions subsequently passed 
was declared to be ‘‘inconvenient and impracticable, 
causing more or less confusion.’’ Capt. John L. Roper 
was eleeted president of the new association, 


There is nothing the matter with Boyne City, Mich., 
except the necessity for hustling to get out lumber as 
rapidly as it is wanted. If you doubt this statement 
read the letter from that point in this issue. 


A Knoxville (Tenn.) mill operator has faith in plain 
ak, and believes that its increased demand and value 
have nothing to do with the general condition of the 
‘umber market as a whole. Plain oak he considers a 
specialty that will hold its own against any adverse 
mditions. That is a new view that will scarcely be 
idorsed by many. The Knoxville operator referred to 

inks that at the present lowered prices for quarter 
sawed oak no manufacturer can afford to cut his logs 
nto plain sawed stock. 


A sawyer was injured while attempting to shift a 
‘elt upon a resaw. The injury happened to him by rea- 
m of the fact that in performing this work he stood 
the side of the saw, instead of the end. If he had 
food at the latter point there was absolutely no dan- 
tr. His exeuse for standing at the side of the resaw 


was that he was told by his employer that it was the 
proper position for him to take. He was, hcwever, an 
experienced sawyer; and the fact that the side of 
the saw was a dangerous place and that the end of 
the saw was a safe place to occupy, while shifting the 
belt, was perfectly obvious to him. This being so, the 
supreme court of New Jersey holds, May 9, 1904 
(Luckey vs. Sofield, 57 Atlantic Reporter, 870), he 
could not shelter himself behind the instruction of his 
employer. 


The opening of the New York city subway promises 
to relieve some of the congestion of the city by making 
suburban homes attractive through their accessibility, 
and retail lumber dealers in that section already see in 
the coming movement an increased demand for lumber. 


The LUMBERMAN’S Toronto (Ont.) correspondent re- 
ports that a tentative effort recently made in that market 
to secure uniformity of hardwood grading and inspection 
has failed of effect, ‘‘owing,’’ in part, ‘‘to the dif- 
fieulty of reconciling conflicting interests.’’ Practi- 
cally each mill has its own system of grading and the 
result is unsatisfactory confusion. Our Canadian 
brethren, in a revival of their efforts, might avoid some 
pitfalls by reading the LUMBERMAN’s reports of efforts, 
on this side of the line, of the tail to wag the dog. 


The managers of the railroads running out of the 
middle gulf states to Ohio river and northward would 
confer a great favor on the yellow pine trade if they 
would lop off that advanced rate of 2 cents a hundred. 
In these times of low prices for lumber and high wages 
for labor the advanced freight rates are an excessively 
onerous burden. The railroads cannot now claim that 
the lumbermen are making more than their share of 
profit on their product, as they assumed was the case 
when they resolved on the advanced rate. 


A certain writer on a southern journal reported to 
be issued in the interests cf the lumber business 
explains the use of the editorial ‘‘we’’ on the grounds 
that he has a tapeworm. There is hope for John; if 
he should live long enough he will come to his senses. 
Anyway, he has quit drinking, which is more than Crary 
has done. And it is said he has quit smoking, though 
it was expected he would smoke at least until he was 
dead—the ‘‘at least’’ being used here in the sense in 
which it is employed in the new national republican 
platform and the LUMBERMAN disclaims any responsi- 
bility for a possiblé misinterpretation of the phrase. 


A recent statement was made to the effect that it 
does not matter what the specifications for railroad con- 
struction material were so long as they were agreed 


upon and accepted as the official standard. This view 
of the matter is contrary to the progress that is being 
made in the lumber world for the closer utilization of 
forest resources. Its author evidently fails to grasp 
the true significance of universal sizes and grades for 
material of this character. Not the least of the com- 
plaints now being made is the fact that in order to 
produce the character of material that some of the 
railroads see fit to specify a large amount of waste is 
ineurred and the product finally secured is no better 
and no more fitted for the purpose for which it is man- 
ufactured than could be secured at a minimum loss of 
timber were the specifications which govern in this 
matter based with a common sense idea of getting a 
elass of material that will answer the purpose for 
which it is required. 





When at the insistence of his friends Jesse Delerious 
Crary blotted out his name as editor of his New York 
paper he did one of the few sensible things of his 
eareer. He has, however, lost sight of the added advice 
that he should cease to write for the publication. Out 
side of his inherent vulgarity, when Crary is sober he 
is not a half bad sort of fellow, but just as soon as he 
gets to doing a regular bar business down in the base- 
ment of 18 Broadway he needs must advertise it by 
writing stupid abuse about the AMERICAN LUMBERMAN, 
doubtless chiefly because it differs with him on the 
question of intemperance. Crary’s case is really 
deplorable. We dislike to call him an ass, and the alter- 
native is so sad a one that we cannot bring ourselves to 
speak its name. 


A Texas retailer states that dealers are buying lum- 
ber sparingly, and when they do buy it is because the 
lumber is forced on them by manufacturers.

The measure of damages of a party selling all of 
the timber suitable for cross ties on a tract of land

Floating Hardwood Logs. 


_Rapip River, Micu., June 20.—Editor AMERICAN LUMBER- 
MAN: Would be thankful for a little information regarding 
‘he floating of maple and birch logs. As I understand the 
matter or, in other words, am told that if the tree is cut 
down in the early part of the summer and left on the ground 
\intrimmed until near fall it will float successfully and 
without loss, I would thank you very much if you could 
sive me any light on the subject. Oo. 0. ¥. 
[It is not probable that maple and birch logs can be 
handled successfully in the manner outlined by our cor- 
respondent. They might be dried out enough by the 
method named to insure floating, but most varieties of 
Michigan hardwoods, notably maple and beech, very 
quickly sour, stain and dote, especially when cut in 
the early part of the summer. If this experiment were 
tried at all the timber should be felled during the win- 
ter, when the sap is up, but it is doubtful if the experi- 


ment is worth trying. Michigan hardwoods should be 
sawed as promptly as possible after the trees are felled 
to insure the best possible results.—Epr1tor. } 





Hardwood Inspection Rules. 


MENOMINEE, MICH., June 18.—Editor AMERICAN LUMBER- 
MAN: We have read with some interest your article on uni- 
form hardwood inspection—have also seen the reply in the 
New York Trade Journal under date of June 15. 

We would like to know if there is a Wisconsin Hardwood 
Manufacturers’ Association, and if they have a set of rules 
of their own and, if so, where we can obtain a copy of 
them. We are also a little at sea regarding the National 
Hardwood association and what rules they adopted. Can 
you send us a copy? : 

We quite agree with the views you outlined in yours of 
the 28th, and believe there should be a uniform hardwood 
inspection, the same as on pine. If all the manufacturers 
in Michigan and Wisconsin would get together and form an 
association of their own it might perhaps do some good.

[The association to which the correspondent refers is 
known as the Wisconsin Hardwood Lumbermen’s Asso- 
ciation, of which M. J. Colby, Wausau, Wis., is see- 
retary. According to the records, this organization 
formally approved the inspection rules of the National 
Hardwood Lumber Association at its meeting in Mil- 
waukee on September 16, 1902, which rules it adopted 
as the official standard of the Wisconsin association. 
We know of no change in the inspection rules by the 
Wisconsin association since its action at the meeting in 
Milwaukee. Copy of the rules can be secured by 
addressing A. R, Vinnedge, secretary of the National 
Hardwood Lumber Association, Fort Dearborn building, 
Chieago. 

As to the recommendation contained in the latter part 
of the correspondent’s letter, there is no reason why 


there should not be universal inspection rules for hard- 
wood lumber. Whether or not this end would be 
furthered by the organization of additional associa- 
tions is a question which is not easy to answer. At 
the present time the progress in direction is 
retarded owing to the dissension and strife which exist 
between the various associaticns, but this is a matter 
in which the editor does not care to go into details in 
this connection.— Epiror. |

How Is the Field in Southern California?

Is there an 
association in southern California; who is the secretary 
and do most of the yards do business on association prin 
ciples? 

If you can give me this information or will 
your Los Angeles correspondent and ask him to write me 
direct I shall be obliged to you M. W. W 

[A small fish would have as good an opportunity to 
survive in the southern California lumber sea as in 
any other part of fhe country. As a matter of fact, 
the majority of the retail concerns in that district 
began in a small way and have grown to their present 
proportions by hard labor and close application to their 
work. It may easily be imagined that the profits made 
by the southern California retailers vary from $1 to $10 
a thousand, but as to the average in that or any other 
district the editor would not care to take the respon- 
sibility of approximating. 

There is no record of a retail association of lumber- 
men in the Los Angeles field but at San Francisco there 
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refer it to 
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is such an organization, of which C. R, Proctor is 
secretary. 

It is not to be presumed that the lumbermen of 
scuthern California are any more formidable than those 
of any other section, a fact which was demonstrated 
by a personal visit to a number of their yards last 
summer.—EDITon. | 





The Long vs. Short Haul Question. 


WryNNeEwoop, I. T., June 18.—Editor AMERICAN LUM- 
BERMAN: We desire to know if there is any remedy for a 
lumber rate adjustment where the railroad company makes 
a long haul for less money than a short one. For instance, 
lumber is hauled through Indian Territory to Kansas City, 
Mo., and Omaha, Neb., for 4144 cents a hundred pounds less 
than is charged on shipments to this point. You might say 
the railroad company goes double the distance and charges 
#1, cents a hundred pounds less than it does on shipments 
to us for about half the distance.

|The correspondent brings up the old question of a 
long vs. a short haul which has been a much discussed 
subject of late years. Briefly, a railroad has the right 
io meet competition for both passenger and freight 
traffic. As a result rates to common points, regardless 
of by what line shipment moves, usually are the same. 
To intermediate points, however, where no competition 
exists, rates are figured on a per ton per mile basis 
and are proportionately higher than the tariff charged 
on shipments of the same class of freight to competi- 
tive points. 

The practice is general and has been passed upon by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. The act to reg- 
ulate interstate commerce provides in brief that where 
the same service is rendered to any individual or com- 
munity the same rates must be charged—that there 
must be no discrimination as between individuals or sec- 
tions, and in your case we do not think any could be 
shown. To illustrate the view held by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission a case in point much more com- 
plicated than the one you present was decided recently 
in favor of the railroad company. This was known as 
the J. C. Pratt Lumber Company vs. the Chicago, 
Indianapolis & Louisville Railway Company. The com- 
plainant was located at Sheridan, Ind., twenty-eight 
miles north of Indianapolis. The Pratt company manu- 
faetured hardwood lumber which it shipped to New 
York for export and on which it paid freight at the 
rate of 27 cents a hundred. Shipments of the same 
class of merchandise originating at Indianapolis, pass- 
ing enroute through Sheridan and transported by the 
same railroad company, were moved through to seaport 
for 25 cents a hundred. Discrimination was alleged 
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and the matter presented to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The complaint was dismissed, as the com- 
mission found that no undue discrimination in the 
adjustment of the rates was involved. 

The conditions outlined by the correspondent are by 
no means unusual; a greater rate is often charged for 
a short haul than for a long haul on the same class of 
traffic. One of the most glaring instances of this kind 
is the situation in the west, notably at Spokane, which 
pays a rate from Chicago to that point equal to the 
through rate from Chicago to Seattle plus the local 
from Seattle to Spokane. The manufacturers and mer- 
chants of that place have been endeavoring to secure 
concessions but so far have been unable to influence 
the traffic managers. The practice outlined by the cor- 
respondent it might be said is almost universal and is 
considered a necessary factor in rate compilation.— 
EDITOR. ] 


Hardwood Inspection from a Southern Viewpoint. 


NAPIER, TENN., June 16.—Editor AMERICAN LUMBERMAN: 
I have just read the article in your issue of June 11 from 
W. H. White, of Boyne City Micb { met Mr. White at 
the Cincinnati convention and believe him to be honest and 
conscientious in the position he takes, but I do not believe 
he has given the whole hardwood trade the consideration 
it deserves. 

I also am engaged in the manufacture of timber, and I 
do not believe that our inspection rules can be much changed 
without grave danger to the trade. 

Values will adjust themselves to any grade; but why 
unsettle values any mere than they are for the sake of 
change? No matter what grade you make, you cannot sell 
$15 lumber for $25. Changing the grade does not help the 
manufacturer. He can get only what his lumber is worth 
on the market. 

It is right to inspect lumber on the poorer side: there is 
no other safe rule. It is true that a great amount of 
lumber is used showing only one face, but when I sell a 
ear of lumber to a dealer how am I to know for what pur- 
pose it will be used? 

If the maple manufacturers find their logs are getting 
of lower grade than they were twenty years ago they should 
not be disappointed with a lower grade of lumber. You 
don’t have to bear all the burden, Mr. White; there are 
others, I can assure you. 

We of the south don’t try to get 4-inch stock from cull 
logs if we want that thickness to be first and second. 

I understand that there is not much money in maple at 
present owing to the condition of maple flooring, but 
neither is there much money in poplar. Still. the mem- 
bers of the manufacturers’ association did not help matters 
by changing the inspection rules. In fact. if they would 
own up I think most of them would agree with me when I 
say that I believe that the demoralized condition of poplar 
at this time is largely due to their efforts to enforce a dif- 
ferent inspection than had been practically established in 
this and foreign markets bv the National Hardwood Lumber 
Association: and I fear that you Michigan manufacturers 
will not succeed any better should you try to put-into effect 
different rules to suit your product. 


_ We have been members of both the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation and the National Hardwood Lumber Association at 
the same time. We regret that there are two associations 
and two sets of rules of inspection, but we as manufactur- 
ers prefer the established rules. We have never sold a foot 
of lumber except on the National Hardwood Lumber Asso- 
ciation inspection since the first rules were published, and 
do not want to. 

I think Mr. White has done an injustice to the gentlemen 
who have honored him with the office of vice president of 
their association when he insinuates that they carry their 
business in their vest pockets and manipulate the grades for 
illegitimate profit. 

Come south, Brother White, and get some of the frost 
thawed out of you. You might feel better satisfied when 
you got back home. W. D. NEWBERRY. 

[What Mr, White’s opinion may be of the argument 
presented by Mr. Newberry in the foregoing communica- 
tion is unknown to us, but it is with pleasure that the 
AMERICAN LUMBERMAN presents Mr. Newberry’s 
opinions and arguments on this important topic, as they 
reflect not only his deep interest in the subject but are 
a thorough indication that he desires to be jnst in the 
matter. 

Mr. Newberry’s argument that you cannot sell $15 
lumber for $25 is absolutely true; on the other hand, it 
makes very little difference what the inspection of hard 
wood Jumber may be so long as it is uniform. The 
grade invariably will regulate the price. There is no 
particular argument against the text of the inspection 
as formulated by the National Hardwood Lumber Asso 
ciation save that it is not and by force of circum- 
stances cannot become a universal inspection. This 
association has put itself on record from the day of 
its organization as aiming for a permanent and uniform 
system of grading hardwood lumber throughout the 
United States and such other countries as use Ameri- 
ean hardwoods. Through the influence of a dominating 
minority of the association up to this date it has not 
devoted itself to the accomplishment of this end. If 
takes two and sometimes more than two to conclude 
a bargain. The National association is on record as 
advocating a uniform grading system of hardwood. 
Tt practically made a bargain to co-operate with another 
leading hardwood association in a joint system of 
inspection, which would look to that end. It defaulte | 
on this agreement. 

For argument’s sake we will say that the National 
hardwood inspection is all right in every particular; 
that ‘even if it is not all right it would be unwise ti 
change at this time any existing system of inspection; 
that every member of the association is honest in his 
desire for uniform inspection, and then we will say 
that it is not living up to its text and is not doing 
what it professes.—Ep1Tor.] 





LETTERS TO THE EDITOR OUTLINING THE TAPERING STICK MEASUREMENT PROBLEM. 


More of Tapering Stick Problem. 


ABBEVILLE, GA., June 9.—Editor AMERICAN LUMBERMAN: 
the tapering stick problem has been freely discussed, yet 
there are some features not yet brought out. 

While there can be but one result—350 feet. board meas- 
ure—so long as no restriction is placed on the taper 
other than the limit of the end of the stick a great number 
f solutions may be had by the method of “cutting away.” 

There is another method—that of “building up” or add- 
ing to—which can be used in this instance, and if you will 
ullow some space for diagrams some points of interest may 


be shown. 

Possibly the problem was given as a “catch.” The 
method of “cutting away” and that involving the geomet- 
rical formula for truncated figures have been illustrated. 
In order to show the method I referred to in your issue 


May 28. which is the simplest method for this example. I 
make KFgures 1, 2 and 3, which represent the pyramids 
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produced by extending the converging lines to their common 
point of meeting, which, from the. terms of the problem. 
will be 100 feet from the large end. The vertex—V—of 
these pyramids will be at some point in the extended end 
if the stick, and it may be shown that it may occupy any 
point in the limits, 144 square inches. 

A B C D in the figures represent the large end of tapered 
stick, and a b ¢ d represent the small end. It is evident 
that a b ec d will always occupy a position to correspnd 
with the position of V, which in Fig. 1 is in the center; in 
rig. 3 it is in the corner, and in Fig. 2 it is at one side 
of the center, but not touching either side. It follows that 
a b ec d may occupy any position in the limits of the end 
of stick, and therefore a vast number of cuttings may be 
made, or a special solution, by the method of “cutting 
away,’ for each possible position of a b cd. To show this 
in part I refer you to Mr. Evans’ solution, and your solu- 









tion and comments on Mr. Evans’ difficulty. You had ref- 
erence to Fig. 1 while Mr. Evans had reference to Fig. 3, 
as only in that particular case would there be but one 
“illy shaped piece.” You found “four such strips,” which 
could be possible only when a b ec d occupied the middle 
position. 

The sum of the cuttings you made was 350 feet, board 
measure, and Mr. Evans would have found the same amount 
if he had completed his method of cutting, which is reason- 
able, since the sum of the cuttings must remain a con- 
stant quantity for this particular problem. 

If the position of a b e¢ din Fig. 3 be changed it will 
not affect the general conditions of the problem. It now 
occupies the corner or angle and it is plain that it may 
be moved along the line a—r; also along r-—s, occupying 
either of the four corners, so that we reach the conclu- 
sion that it may occupy any part of the 144 square inches 
at the end of stick 

(It must be kept in 
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Figures 1, 2 and 3 represent the end of stick, 50 feet from 
AB€e Di. 

It is difficult, without a very long explanation, fully to 
cover this subject, yet I hope enough has been given to 
make my meaning clear—that a b c d may shift all over 
the end of stick and allow an infinite number of solutions 
to the problem by the ‘cutting away” or “building up” 
methods. 

Figures 4 and 5 represent the tapering stick as shown in 
Figures 3 and 1, but enlarged. If you look at Fig 4 the 
piece ¢ n—C N, which bothered Mr. Evans, proves to be a 
pyramid or a double transverse wedge, easily figured by 
the rule for pyramids. Fig. 5 may be used to illustrate 
the method of “building up.” If to a figure with base 
T W R X, 50 feet high, terminating in a b c d, we attach 
a pyramid as X N C S—c at each vertical edge, and four 
wedges as T’ X N IF for a base and c d as the edge, we 


have the required tapering stick, and have only plain 
wedges and plain pyramids to figure for the volume or 
board measurement,

The large pyramid A D—V_ has volume 
of 400 feet, board measure; the small pyramid a b c d—V 
has volume of 50 feet, board measure, and their difference 
represents the volume of the frustrum A B C D—a be d

This simple method may be applied to any figure having 
similar bases, whether inclined or not, and it will con 
vince “F. G. C.” of his error in using average measure 
ment.

Here is a letter which opens the way for a lively 
lot of diseussion. However, I am not overjoyed at 
the fact, for this is rather a delicate question. I know 
a lot of men who drink and who are successful, par- 
ticularly in this regard, and I have no desire to belittle 
their suecess or lose their friendship. 

While Mr. Daley asks the question he also takes the 
affirmative side of the argument. This makes it some- 
what easier for me, because I am compelled by experience 
to take the negative, for I do not believe that the stuff 


that made several places famous is a necessary element 
of success, 

There are, of course, all kinds of drinking men just 
as there are all kinds of total abstainers. Poe was a 
genius; he also was a booze fighter. Alexander, who 
conquered the world and held it as long as one man 
generally does, was also a lusher. These are the men 
of whom it was said that they put redeye into their 
mouths to steal away their brains. Then there are 
other people who do the same; but the redeye when it 
finally reaches its cerebral destination feels a good deal 
like a burglar who breaks into a house and then finds 
he has forced an entrance into the domicile of a coun- 
try editor. 

It seems that Mr. Daley has presented the strongest 
point in the case of the defendant when he speaks of 
the social side of the question. That is the thing that 
lends the glass its greatest attraction; rob it of socia- 
bility and few would care for the stuff that inebriates. 
But I have known men who were as companionable as 
a bank book and who never touched a drop. 

The greatest enemy of the custom is the man who 
abuses it, and that is true also of the cause of absti- 
nence. I remember that when I was a boy one of the 
star temperance advocates of the town one day had a 
runaway.

I do not believe a man must be a good mixer in 
order to be a success, unless he is a soda fountain 
clerk.

A man’s brain is a part of his capital. Of course, 
I realize that some of us are doing business with very 
small assets; that is all the more reason why we should 
draw on our capital as little as possible. A man who 
is under the influence is likely to do something foolish, 
and that is where the man who is not has the eall on 
him. 

This may sound like a temperance tract but you will 
observe that I have answered Mr. Daley just as he 
desired to be answered. He asked me about the busi- 
ness side of the question. Cervantes said, ‘‘ Honesty 
is the best policy.’’ He did not say that honesty is 
»righteous. He said that honesty pays. So I say absti- 
nence pays, and leave the ethical and moral discussion 
to others.

MILLS INCREASING WORKING TIME. 

Worrtn, Tex., June 16.—The saw mills at this time in 
this section are finding it a very hard proposition to 
luke expenses; some of them have shut down for an 
indefinite period. We understand that one mill, besides 
the Kirby mills, expects to close down for ninety days, 
although we cannot state positively that this is a fact. 
All other mills have found it necessary to increase work- 
ing time from ten to eleven hours with ten hours’ pay 
or to reduce wages as much as possible.

Banks are showing 
a decrease in deposits and, consequently, are not extending 
their loans and discounts, but endeavoring to contract them 
to conform with the decreased deposits.

The presidential campaign is so far causing but little com- 
ment, but is given as a probable cause of the close money 
market. The gridironing of Oklahoma with railroads during 
the past five years and the consequent building of many 
small towns equipped with lumber yards have severely cur- 
tailed the trade possibilities of nearly all dealers. At 
larger points there is much conflict in regard to prices, and 
in some cases a consequent reduction in the number of yards. 
Viewing the year almost from the middle, though in some 
respects it will probably not be recorded as a bad one, yet as 
to general volume of business it cannot fail to fall below 
the average.

OKLAHOMA CIty, OKLA., June 20.—Wheat and oats will 
probably make only a half a crop in this section; corn and 
cotton are in fair condition and with continued good weather 
should make fair yields.

Look for Better Trade in Fall. 


OKLAHOMA City, OKLA., June 20.—The wheat and fruit 
crops will run about 50 percent below normal; corn, cotton 
and live stock are doing well. There will be about three- 
quarters of a crop of oats. Farmers are not very flush 
with money and there is not much improving being done in 
the country. I have yards in fourteen towns in the terri- 
tory, and in nearly all of them reports are that building is 
the lightest that has been known for six years. My stocks 
are not quite full, and I am reducing as fast as I can; my 
neighbors are doing the same thing as a rule. As regards 
future stock buying, I intend to fill only as the trade de- 
mands. Yellow pine is the lumber we handle, with some 
cypress and red cedar shingles Wholesale prices on all 
of these are declining and it is hard to find the bottom on 
yellow pine. Bankers are a little more conservative in 
making loans than they have been; collections are hard to 
make; interest is about the usual rate. I do not look for 
much trade until the fall. The World's Fair and the presi- 
dential election will have a great influence on trade this 
year. Most towns in Oklahoma have more yards than they 
can support, and generally the towns are heavily stocked for 
the amount of business in sight this year. In many places 
dealers are buying stock of each other to reduce the amount

From Gay Paree. 

The average American lumberman receives something 
approaching an electrie shock when the French ex- 
hibit in the Forestry building is closely examined and 
analyzed. Utilization of forest. products has become 
an exact science in that country and the only thing 
that is not put to some useful purpose is the noise of 
the wind as it rustles among the leaves. Bundles of 
faggots made up of trees and branches from a quarter 
of an inch to an inch in diameter are to be seen, which 
to a considerable extent supply the French population 
with fuel. 

There are some beautiful woods shown in the ex- 
hibit, which are labeled in accordance with the local 
French appellation and which are unintelligible to the 
majority of those who examine them. There are a few, 
however, which are given English names, among them 
to be found oak, cherry, ash, hickory and many of the 
other commonplace hardwoods of this country. In ad- 
dition to this there is a fine showing made of cabinet 
woods, the majority of which it is presumed are im- 
ported articles, although some of the best showings 
made are native to that country. 

Among other interesting things to be observed at 
this booth are bundles of split lath to be used for 
building purposes. These lath correspond very closely 
to the dimensions observed in the manufacture of 
sawed lath in this country but have been split from 
straight grain material much after the same manner 
in which shakes or clapboards were worked out by our 
forefathers, and which to some extent is being done in 
the out-of-the-way places of this country even at the 
present time. 

One of the exhibits shown is a mantelpiece made of 
various kinds of woods in somewhat fanciful manner, 
which was labeled as follows: ‘‘ Products d’Nue ex- 
ploitation forestiere de la Nierve’’—forest products of 
a woodworking plant of Nierve, France. 

Japan’s Products in the Forestry Building. 

Speaking of curious wood products, it might be well 
to step over to the Japanese booth and see some of the 
things which they are making from wood. The things 
that can be made from bamboo and rattan are already 
well understood and are here in great variety, including 


everything from rocking chairs to dress suit cases. In 
one of the outer exhibits, however, may be found ladies’ 
hats made entirely of wood chip, as well as faney rib- 
bons, braid ete. made from the same material. The 
writer overheard a lady say that the hats were very 
handsome indeed, which is sufficient authority for 
commending them to the attention of the affiliated lum- 
berwomen. There are, however, many other interesting 
things in the forestry exhibit of the enterprising Jap- 
anese that are well worth examining. Moreover, their 
exhibit is a strictly utilitarian one, as almost all of 
the things contained in it are for sale and the prices 
attached do not suggest cheapness of labor in the Land 
of the Chrysanthemum. 
Of Interest to Cattle Men. 

Traffic men, cattle men and other visitors to the 
great exposition will be interested in the exhibit of 
the Wallace Surface Cattle Guard Company, which is 
the invention from which the company takes its name. 
The ‘‘Wallace’’ is a pronounced success and is filling a 
long felt want, as a ‘‘perfect cattle guard’’ has been 
looked for and hoped for by railroads and farmers 
alike for many years. 

The Louisiana Exhibit in the Forestry Building. 

In a quest for a suitable place from which to get a 
comprehensive view of the Louisiana exhibit the pho- 
tographer climbed one of the pillars to a fire platform, 
similar to that seen upon the left hand post in the 
lower part of the illustration shown herewith, having 
first hunted around the building for a fire inspector 
to seeure the formal permission for his climb. Even 
here it was found that the widest angled lens in iis 
equipment would not quite take in the entire exhibit 
and a supplementary view of the west end of the ex 
hibit is therefore also published. 

The large illustration shows very clearly the general 
arrangement of the exhibit, the front enclosure of 
which is constructed of alternate wide plank sections 
and cross sections of typical forest trees, each of 
which, as indeed all of the other principal items of 
the exhibit, is labeled in letters so large and_ plain 
that he who runs may read. Rough and dressed lum- 
ber, mill work, cooperage, woodenware, wooden han- 
dles ete. all are appropriately displayed, together with 
a large number of very interesting photographs. The 
cypress knees, which stand along the front of the ex- 
hibit, are objects of interest to a great many visitors 
who have not the least idea of what they are, and the 
number of questions asked about them is so great that 
the installation of a talking machine with suitable 
information upon its eylinder is being seriously con 
sidered. 

During a considerable portion of the exposure H. H 
Kopman, assistant in charge of the exhibit, was look 
ing out of the window of the small office, but he did 
not remain in that position long enough to become a 
feature of the pictured exhibit, although a very im 
portant part of it in explaining its many and varie: 
features to callers. Visitors to this exhibit are warmly 
welcomed and heartily entertained, but it might be 
well to state that the kegs and barrels showing in the 
illustration are empty. 

In the picture of the west end of the exhibit at 
closer quarters may be seen a number of bales which 
contain the familiar Spanish moss of the southern for 
ests. This moss has been treated for use as mattress 
and upholstering material and for this purpose has a 
close competiter in the pine needle fibers to be found 
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in the Oregon exhibit, although somewhat older and 
better established in the trade than this latter forest 
produet. 

The right hand view also gives a good idea of the loca- 
tion of some of the other exhibits in this locality. 
The moss covered arches of the Mississippi exhibit, 
just across the wall from Louisiana, may be noticed. 
Facing this exhibit is the large one of Virginia, and 
in the farther aisle against the north wall of the build- 
ing the white pine and hardwoods of Michigan frater- 
nize with North Carolina pine, while the Lone Star of 
the Texas exhibit sheds its beams in the space to the 
left. 


An Invitation to the Trade. 


The lumbermen throughout the country have been 
sent a delicately engraved invitation by the California 
Sugar & White Pine Agency, of San Francisco, asking 
that when in St. Louis a visit be made to the exhibit of 
the agency in the House of Hoo-Hoo. There is little 
doubt that this invitation will be generally accepted on 
the part of the lumber trade, and other people visiting 
the World’s Fair also will have an opportunity to see 
what can be done with California white pine when used 
as finishing wood. 

The men’s writing room was turned over to the Cali- 
fornia Sugar & White Pine Agency for the installation 
of its exhibit and the results secured come up to the 
expectations of those who had its preparation in charge. 
The exhibit in question differs very materially from 
those made of other woods in the building, as both the 
walls and ceiling are covered entirely with the white 
pine and in some respects this room surpasses other 
portions where different kinds of wood have been used, 
as in the other rooms the upper half of the walls is 
finished in burlap and the wood stained so that the 
natural color and figure are to a considerable extent 
obliterated.

Reasonable Expenditures Versus Extravagance. 

This story was told at St. Louis, where people expand 
and unbend under the influence of good feeling and the 
good fellowship which exist between all visitors at the 
great fair. The circumstances surrounding this recital 
may be stated in this manner: One evening a number 
of gentleme nm were going down the Pike seated astride 
some of the dromedaries from the sands of the Streets 
of Cairo, the said beasts of burden being piloted by 
gentlemen of whose lineage the editor failed to make 
note. Close inspection revealed among the party the 
familiar countenances of Judge Prouty, Des Moines, 
lewa, John N. Penrod and Alex. Lendrum, of the Penrod 
Walnut Corporation, Kansas City, Mo., and Frank Ab- 
bott, of Lesh, Prouty & Abbott, East Chie ago, Ind. 
These ge ntlemen, it may be stated, practically constitute 
the walnut lumber manufacturers of the United States. 
The dromedaries were steered into the Streets of Seville 
and while Alex. Lendrum was having his fortune told 
Judge Prouty gave a reminiscence of his association 
with Mr. Penrod. 

He said that he had accompanied Mr. Penrod to a 
hearing between some railway officials in the southwest 
on a recent occasion when they were endeavoring to 
have so mething done that would ameliorate the woes 
of the walnut manufacturers by means of reduced rates 
and changed classifications. The lumbermen’s side was 
presented from the standpoint of the manufacturers by 
Mr. Penrod and during the testimony of this gentleman 
he expressed himself in this manner: 

The time has come in the walnut manufacturing business 
when we are practically working for the benefit of the rail- 
roads, and between heavy freight on incoming logs and 
excessive charges on outgoing lumber there is very little left 
for the producer. We feel our unfavorable situation very 
strongly and urgently ask and expect relief from the freight 
traffic departments, which can be accomplished only by a 
reduction in the rates, 

At this juncture one of the railroad officials coughed 
softly to himself but loudly enough to arrest the flow of 
eloquence, and during the subsequent pause mildly in- 
quired; 

Mr. Penrod, I believe you are president of your company? 

Yes, sir. 


I believe you are owner of two automobiles, are you not, 
Mr. Pearod? ‘ 
Er—why, yes, sir. 
Fn _if the profits on your business are sufficient to 
ve you to purchase and maintain two automobiles is it 


possible that rates are so much out of the way as you have 
indicated # 

Mr. Penrod was saved the necessity of replying to 
this question by Judge Prouty, who in turn cross ex- 
amined the railroad official and put that individual to 
confusion by propcunding the following inquiries: 

You have a runabout automobile, have you not? 

es. 

You have one of those large Winton double cylinder auto- 
mobiles, have you not? 

Yes, sir. 

You have one of those machines which ordinarily are 
designated as “red devils,” have you not? 

es. 

Uh-huh, well I see your grounds are reasonably well taken 
and that you rightfully consider what would be a moderate 
expenditure for a railroad official would be an extravagance 
on the part of a lumberman. 


Wisconsin to the Front. 

Black ash, cork pine, red oak, rock elm and _ beau- 
tiful specimens of curly birch and many other of the 
forest trees of Wisconsin are to be seen and can be 
appreciated by those who call around at the Wisconsin 
space in the Forestry building. These exhibits were 
supplied by a number of well known Wisconsin firms, 
those especially mentioned being furnished by the Daniel 
Shaw Lumber Company, Eau Claire, Wis. A number 
of the hardwood exhibits were furnished by the Arpin 
Lumber Company, of Bruce, Wis. Some of the most 
beautiful exhibits to be seen at this booth are those of 
pin maple, basswood, red birch, oak and hemlock, which 
were produced by the Medford Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Medford, Wis. 

A splendid specimen of veneer work in cherry, oak, 
white oak, red ash and red oak was supplied by tie 
Frost Veneer Works, Sheboygan, Wis. The Chippewa 
Lumber & Boom Company, Chippewa Falls, has illus- 
trated in a practical manner what ean be produced from 
white pine, showing some extremely large boards of 
clear stock and also finished specimens of red oak, 
black ash and several other important woods. 

B. F. MeMillan & Bro., McMillan, Wis., supplied 
among other woods some 24-inch cuts from red oak and 
some equally pleasing specimens of curly birch. The 
furniture for the office and chairs for visitors to use 
while examining these woods were supplied by the 
Crocker Chair Company, Sheboygan, Wis., and are made 
of quarter sawed red oak, as is some of the other 
furniture used in this connection. 

In addition to the forestry exhibits at the Wisconsin 
booth there is shown a happy bear family evidently 
investigating the contents of a honey tree. Mrs. Bear 
is up in the tree pulling the doughnuts out of the fire 
and paying little attention to the swarm of bees set- 
tled on her nose and head. Playful is looking up in 
eager expectancy while his brother is having a warm 
argument with an energetic honey bee which resents 
the intrusion of the bear family. It is one of the most 
realistic exhibits of this character to be seen on the 
grounds and a splendid illustration of the taxidermist’s 
skill in mounting the bees and preserving the fur coats 
of the bears. 

Buckingham Club Membership. 

Up to the present time there has been no complaint 
made by any one on account of his inability to secure 
hotel accommodations at St. Louis, although the care- 
less visitor to the World’s Fair city who leaves the 
work of securing habitation until he arrives may have 
some difficulty in securing the kind and quality of ac- 
commodations he desires. A wise precaution which was 
taken by a number of lumbermen and other prominent 
citizens throughout the country was to subscribe for 
membership in the Buckingham Club of St. Louis, 
located on Kingshighway, on West Pine boulevard. This 
club is a high class hostelry which provides suitable 
quarters for its members and is conducted along lines 
similar to those of the first class of this kind through- 
out the country. Charges made are about in proportion 
with high class clubs in New York, Chicago and other 
large cities.

Mississippi’s Excellent Showing. 

The space occupied by the state of Mississippi has larg¢ 
arehes at either end and at the center the space is 
festooned with Spanish moss and with the long tassels 
of southern pine, while the railing is of rustie work from 
the same noble tree. A good idea of the general arrange- 
ment of the space ean be obtained from the accompany- 
ing illustration taken from the west, although the strong 
light of the farther windows rather obscures the farther 
end of the exhibit. The samples shown not only display 
the woods in their rough and their worst condition 
but they show some very 
beautiful specimens of the 
wood finisher’s art in vari- 
ous styles of natural finish 
and in a number of ex- 
tremely beautiful _ stains. 
The floor space contains a 
number of samples of the 
forest trees of the state, to- 
gether with specimens of 
its very choice products of 
lumber, and typical forest 
seenes in profusion catch 
the eye of the lingering 
visitor. 

One of the most beauti- 
ful things, however, in the 
Mississippi exhibit is a 
frame facing the main en- 
trance, in which are dis- 
played a number of sam- 
ples of these woods, upon 
each of which is beautifully 
hand painted a representa- 
tion of its characteristic 
leaf and flower, from the 
lovely magnolia down to 
those woods which are artis- 
tically the least conspicuous.

Status of the Red Cedar Shingle Situation—Trade Gossip of Puget Sound Cities—Freight Rate 
Concessions Received Hopefully—Their Extension Regarded as Probable—Logging 
Camps to Close Down for Sixty Days - Current News of 
All Washington and Oregon. 





NEWS FROM THE SHINGLE FIELD. 

WASH., June 18.—It is difficult to find any 
f improvement in either the lumber or shingle 
situation in this section. It is stated that ‘‘hope 
springs eternal in the human breast’? and therefore 
the lumber and shingle manufacturers are no exception, 
and are looking forward to better times day. 
Some shingle manufacturers claim they see evidence ot 
an improvement the last few days. It is true that the 
demand is strong owing to the fact that the eastern 
trade is convinced that shingles will be no lower. ‘This 
may be set down as a fact, for it is not pessible for 
prices to go any lower and mills to continue running; 
many shingle mills have already shut down and others 
will be forced to soon, with the continuation of exist- 
ing conditions. The safety line has about been reached 
and a lower price will mean a cessation of the opera- 
tions on the part otf many. It is not believed that 
will this summer. 

A movement is now on foot looking toward a redue- 
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tion of wages in the shingle mills. This movement 
naturally is not looked upon with favor by the shingle 
weavers, and several mills that have attempted to force 
a 15 percent reduction have been compelled to shut 


down for lack of employees. However, the manufac- 


turers are working together in the matter in the dif- 
ferent shingle manufacturing localities, and either wages 
will be reduced or the mills will be boarded up. ‘This 
is but a temporary movement to tide over existing con- 


ditions and when prices shall advance wages will be 


restored, 


Since the resumption of navigation on the great lakes 
ud putting into effect the lake-and-rail-rate which 
been announced this week there has been a_ better 
feeling noticed among the shingle men and it is believed 


the market will be somewhat improved, 
The Interstate Company Out of Business. 

The Interstate Red Cedar Shingle Company is for 
the present dormant. As a corporation it continues 
to exist but the office force has been reduced and its 
affairs are being closed up. About the firsi of May 
the seven jobbers who were members of the board of 


directors resigned and mill men were elected in their 
stead. The mills were at that time released wrom their 
contracts, and it has been ‘‘go as you please’’ since, 
The Interstate Red Cedar Shingle Company, however, 


did good work when it existed actively. It took hold 
of the shingle situation early in January and for four 
months kept the prices at the mills at $1.45 for Stars 
and $1.70 for Clears, in the face of the worst coudi- 
tions that have existed in the shingle trade for years. 
Several shutdowns were brought about by the Interstate 
Red Cedar Shingle Company that greatly reduced the 
production, but as the demand from the east did not 
come up to expectations after four months it was found 
that the Juterstate company could not force matters, 
and it gave up the effort for the present. Immediately 


thereafter shingles declined 15 cents a thousand and 
have gradually gone lower, showing that the Inter- 
state company exercised a beneficial influence while it 
continued. It is possible that the company will be 


revived later on when conditions shall be more favorable 
but at present nothing is being done in this direction. 
It is rumored that some of the larger manufacturers 
and jobbers are working on a plan looking toward the 
forming of a strong company to handle the output of 
the mills in this state, but the matter has not now 
advanced beyond the preliminary and nothing 
definite can be said about it. 

There is considerable activity in Jumber, but not 
enough to cause an upward movement of prices, which 
have now about reached production. The 
volume of business is large, but of course is distributed 
among more mills this year than heretofore. A great 
deal of lumber is going to California points and build- 
ing locally in the coast cities is very active; the for- 
eign demand is but fair and the principal falling off 
is in the demand from the east. What the outcome 
will be is hard to prophesy at this time. 

Seattle Mention. 

D. D. Olds, who has for several years been manager 
of the Seattle office of the H. C. Boleom Lumber Com- 
pany, has recently associated himself with Carstens & 
sarles, Incorporated, and is now located in Kansas 
City, where he has opened an eastern branch selling 
office for this concern. Mr, Olds thoroughly understands 
the lumber and shingle situation of the north coast and

will no doubt prove a valuable man for Carstens & 
Karles in the southwest. 
N. W. Hamilton, president and general monager of 


the Seattle Lumber Company, left June 11 for the east, 
to be absent about three weeks. Mr. Hamilton’s pri- 
mary object in going east is to attend the annual meet- 
ing of the members of the Seattle Lumber Company, 
in Chicago. He will spend a few days visiting friends 
and relatives there and return by way of St. Louis, 
stopping a day or two at the World’s Fair. 

E. S. Streeter, for many years engaged in the whole- 
sale pine lumber business at Milwaukee, the firm being 
K. 8S. Streeter & Co., is here for a month or two in 
Seattle accompanied by his wife. Mr. Streeter left 


Milwaukee early in March, going to southern California, 
and from there came to Oregon and Washington. He 
is taking a well earned yacation and incidentally looking 
into the lumber situation on the coast. It is possible 
that he may decide to locate somewhere in this section.

The plant 
of the Hope Lumber Company is one of the smartest 
and most up-to-date in that section and the company 
is reported to have an exceptionally fine grade of 
timber. Mr. Hillman left for the east on Wednesday. 

J. A. Theurer, of the Canyon Lumber Company, Robe, 
Wash., accompanied by his wife, left Friday of this 
week for St. Louis to visit the fair and expects to spend 
a couple of months in the east. 

George H. Emerson, vice president of the North West- 
ern Lumber Company, Hoquiam, Wash., was in Seattle 
this week. Mr. Emerson was a member of the com- 
mittee that attended the conference of the railroad offi- 
cials in Chicago recently. He expressed himself as well 
pleased with the concession made this week by the trans- 
continental railroads, in giving spruce and hemlock lum- 
her the same rate as fir. This he believes is a move in 
the right direction and is of the opinion that some con- 
cessions regarding the fir rate will be made by the rail- 
roads in the near future, as a result of the Chicago con- 
ference. The lumbermen presented a very strong case to 
the railroad officials and, in Mr, Emerson’s opinion, they 
will surely grant some additional 40-cent territory. Mr, 
Emerson was very much pleased with the fair and thinks 
it well worth the visit. The lumber and forestry exhib- 
its pleased him very much and the House of Hoo-Hoo 
particularly interested him. 

Victor H. Beckman, secretary of the Pacifie Coast 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, who was taken ill 
with appendicitis on his return from the east and has 
been confined in a local hospital for the past week, is 
now somewhat better and is expected to be out in a few 
days. He will likely have to submit to an operation 
in the near future. 

Lewis & Hughes, the Seattle wholesalers and manu- 
facturers, shipped a cargo of fir lumber to China from 
this port June 11 on the Hyson. They report a very 
heavy eastern rail shipment of lumber. They are well 
equipped to take care of a large eastern business, having 
a large stock of fir, cedar and spruce lumber on hand, 
for immediate shipment.

PUGET SOUND NOTES. 


SEATTLE, WASH., June 18.—The lumber and shingle 
situation here remains unchanged. It is the general 
belief of manufacturers as well as wholesalers that if 
conditions continue to improve fall trade will be excel- 
lent. 

The two weeks of continued warm weather brought the 
threatened forest fires, but the rains of.the past twenty- 
four hours have stamped out all the flames. The loss 
this week from forest fires is estimated at $350,000, 
segregated as follows:

The fire warden has made several arrests in connection 
with these forest fires and this is expected to have a 
very good effect on campers who carelessly leave camp 
fires burning. Lumber manufacturers generally are 
appealing to fire wardens throughout western Washing- 
ton to exact a rigid compliance with the laws passed by 
the last legislature enacted for the purpose of preventing 
forest fires during the dry season and prescribing severe 
penalties for their violation. The King county commis- 
sioners, who are empowered to act as an ex-officio board 
et deputy state forest fire wardens, have issued a warn- 
ing to the public, together with rules governing the dep- 
uty wardens, which will be rigidly enforced during the 
next three months. 

A reduction of 15 percent in wages of the employees 
of the shingle mills of the state has been agreed upon by 
many of the manufacturers, to become effective July 1. 
A representative of the manufacturers’ association is vis- 
iting the various owners of the mills throughout the state 
and securing their signatures to the agreement for wage 
reduction. The manufacturers declare the low price of 
shingles has foreed this action upon them and they 
believe that the employees appreciate this and accept it 
instead of striking. 

Notice of the first step in favor of the lumbermen of 
the coast, in their application for a 40-cent rate to Mis- 
souri river points, was received here during the week in 
the following telegram to General Agent HK, EK. Ellis, of 
the Union Pacifie and Oregon Railroad & Navigation 
Company, from General Agent R. B. Miller, in Portland: 

Iiffective July 1 we will issue amendment to lumber 
tariffs authorizing application of ftir lumber rates on spruce 
and hemlock lumber to all eastern points now covered by 
published tariffs. 

Mr. Miller says that this means a reduction of approxi 
mately 10 cents a hundred under the present tariff. The 
reduction was apparently only on spruce and hemlock, the 
rate for which at present is 60 cents, while that on fir is 
50 cents. One of the points raised at the recent confer 
ence in Chicago between the committee of lumbcrmen 
and the railway officials was that a new classification 
should be arranged placing spruce and hemlock on the 
same footing as fir. Local lumbermen here believe that 
this is a point in their favor, which they believe will he 
followed by other concessions with regard to fir. 

Advice that the strike of masters and pilots employcd 
on the steamship lines on the great lakes had been ended 
was received here gratefully. All transcontinental lines 
making part lake-and-rail rates to the east have given 
notice that the route is open. The settlement of the 
strike will mcan an immediate improvement in all traflic 
and will be particularly beneficial to lumber and shingle 
shippers of the northwest. 

W. B. Nettleton, of Schwager & Nettleton, is building 
a residence on Queen Ann hill on the precise site from 
which the photograph was taken that now adorns the 
office stationery of the firm.

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FROM THE INLAND EMPIRE. 


SPOKANE, WASH., June 18.—The lumber situation in 
Spokane and eastern Washington is a healthy one, but 
iit consensus of opinion of the men engaged in the trade 
is that the bulk of business transacted will be short 
not less than 25 percent of that of last year and may 
he more. Well informed men say that the decline of 
the output of the mills simply offsets surplus stock 
on hand, and that were it not for the cheapness of fir 
lumber shipped very freely into eastern Washington 
there would be a greater demand. Prospects for the 
fall trade are promising and the local consumption has 
heen good this spring. 

During the present week M. H. Grover, manager of 
the Cascade Lumber Company, of North Yakima, has 
been in this city. He reports that the first log drive 
down the eastern side of the Cascades has arrived safely 
at the mill without loss. The company contemplates the 
erection of a dry kiln in connection with its mill.

NORTHERN WASHINGTON NEWS. 

EvERETT, WASH., June 18.—Shippers are feeling in a 
more comfortable mood since receiving the partial grant- 
ing of the 40-cent rate to Missouri river points. 

Although this concession on the part of the railroads 
is less than was asked, it will aid in bolstering up the 
market for coast shippers until the fir market may im- 
prove. This change means a reduction of 10 cents a 
hundred under the present tariff, effective only on spruce 
and hemlock. The present rate is 60 cents a hundred 
on spruce and hemlock. 

Fred K. Baker, who was a member of the waiting 
committee, considers the lumber outlook as being com- 
paratively good. He says that conditions will probably 
be handicapped next fall by the presidential campaign, 
and that at present eastern buyers are ordering only 
what they actually require. When next year’s trade 
shall open Mr. Baker expects better demand and better 
prices. The condition of the shingle market, he says, 
is more serious, for Washington shingles must go into 
competition with the shingles of the south, which are 
produced at wages almost 50 percent under the wage 


scale paid on Puget sound. Further than that the out- 
put exceeds the demand. 

To make conditions even worse for shingle manufac- 
turers here the organized shingle weavers have rebelled 
against a cut in wages which present prices made impera- 
tive if mills were to continue. There is talk among 
labor of striking, and a counter threat among manufac- 
turers to checkmate the strike by employing non-union 
men. Producers are banded together in this and can 
easily replace union men at the cut scale. The new 
seale is: 10-block sawyers, $3.50; double-block sawyers, 
$4; single-block sawyers, $3.25; knee bolters on 10- 
block, $3.50; knee bolter on double-block, $3; filer, $4; 
drag sawyer, $2.50; power bolter, $2.25; knot sawyer, 
$2.75; packers, 6 cents a thousand, this schedule to go 
into effect June 27. The cut will reduce wages from 
25 cents to $1 all around. Perhaps the statement of 
a prominent manufacturer will further explain the exist- 
ing difficulty: 

We are simply up against it. We are forced into keen 
competition with the shingle manufacturers in other parts 
of the country where they do not pay as high wages as we 
have been doing. Under the new scale the wages are higher 
than they are back east, but we are willing to leave the 
wages somewhat higher. If we are going to compete with 
these other people we must get on a similar basis. 

Another thing: The tendency the past few years to pay 
the men according to the amount of work they do, instead 
of so much per day, has had a deleterious effect on the 
quality of the work. As a result our shingles have been 
getting into bad repute, and this must stop or we will not 
have any market at all. : Eels 

So far as I am concerned—and I believe this is the sen- 
timent of all the manufacturers—I believe that I have a 
duty to the men who have been working under me. I sup 
pose people will laugh at the statement, but it is true, never- 
theless. Some of those men have been working for me for 
years and [I don’t want to throw them out of work by 
closing down the mill. The only way to prevent this is to 
reduce the wages. 

Two dry kilns are under way for the Washington 
Lumber & Manufacturing Company. These kilns will be 
110 feet in length and constructed of hollow concrete 
blocks, which will greatly reduce fire danger and insur- 
ance. The company is waiting the installation of the 
226-foot line shaft. The management has not stated 
just when this fine new plant will start up. 

At Leavenworth the Lamb-Davis Milling Company has 
started its new mill, which is working like a charm. 
It has a capacity of 10,000 feet a day. 

Articles have been filed for the incorporation of the 
Everett Sash & Door Company. ‘The inecorporators are 
Phillip McConnell, William Rasmussen and L. G. Me- 
Connell. 

The schooner Admiral took on a eargo of 600,000 feet 
at the Clark-Nickerson mill for San Pedro. 

A majority of the mills in this city will close down, 
as usual, for one week covering the Fourth of July.

To Buena Vista the tariff o1 
and lumber other than fir is 58 cents per 100 pound 
on fir lumber. 48 cents. Preportionate rates to other 
points are named. th 

The Willamette Pulp & Paper Company. of Oregon 
City, has bought J. R. Blaney’s claim on Gray's river 
and will build another dam to enable it to splash its 
logs to tide water. 

C. H. Wheeler, manager of the Wheeler I l 
pany. of Vosburg, is towing 800.000 feet of logs frem 
Nehalem to Tillamook bar, about six miles. 

The members of the Grays Harbo 
ciation, of Grays harbor, have agreed t 
respective camps for sixty days betwe ‘ 
September 15. Each camp is to select tl 
period most convenient to itself. Operators who are 
running more than one camp will make a proportionately 
longer shutdown. There are now 178.000.000 feet o 
logs on hand at Grays harbor, with 145.600,000 fee 
immediately available in tide water.

June 14, a fire originating in a pile of sawdust near 
the shingle mill of J. M. Hamblin & Son, at Glen- 
wood, entirely wiped out the plant, upon which there 
was no insurance.

Whereas, We see no prospect of a change in the near 


future that will be of benefit to us, our only hopes being to 
have the markets of Puget sound opened to us, where we 


can market our logs at prices that will enable us to dis- 
pose of the present stock of logs and enable us to carry 
on successfully in the future this important industry; for 
we can assure you that a crisis has arisen which, if not 
met, those of us operating logging camps will have to shut 
down and quit business: many of us have already been 


compelled to suspend operations : 

Wherefore we respectfully request that you will cancel and 
annul the order-in-council causing the export of logs to 
the United States to be prohibited, and will thereby open 
to us the American market and save us from financial ruin 
and our creditors from loss, and protect at the same time 
one of the principal industries of the province. And your 
petitioners, as in duty bound, will ever pray. 

(Signed by over thirty loggers.) 





The embargo hits all the independent loggers, prac- 
tically, as with scarcely an exception they are cutting 
timber on provincial lands under special licenses. In the 
vase of crown-granted lands, the decd of which issued 
from the government prior to a certain date, even this 
embargo does not apply. Nor does the new land act or 
assessment act affect all of the crown-granted timber 
lands. Under both the logger who is making his living 
out of operating a logging camp, and selling custom logs, 
is hit pretty hard. The mills have to a large extent 


found it better or cheaper to operate their own logging 
camps, and the consequence is the loggers have been 
feeling the pinch severely. 

The statement is made that the manufacturers do not 





intend to allow the loggers to have the whole thing their 
own way in making appeals or representations to the gov- 
ernment. A meeting of the lumbermen has been held to 
discuss the action taken by the loggers, and the lumber- 
men will also make representations to the provincial 
government before the latter shall take any steps in 
response to the petition of the loggers. The shrewd say 
that it is more likely the mill men will let the loggers 
have their say and then do their best to influence the 
government to see that the manufacturers have griev- 
ances also. 

That all is not plain sailing in the Canadian North- 
west as a result of the compromise between the manu- 
facturers of lumber in British Columbia and the Cana- 
dian Pacifie railway is seen from the reports received 
us to the attitude of the retail lumber dealers in the 
northwest. The lumbermen were compelled to meet the 
views of the Canadian Pacific railway rather than chance 
the entry of the company into the manufacturing cir- 
cles. The company, it will be remembered, when the 
slight reduction in freight rates and in prices of rough 
lumber was agreed upon also stipulated that copies of 
the wholesale price list of lumber should be posted con- 
spicuously in every railway depot on its system through- 
out the Canadian prairies. Following up that effort to 
see that the poor down-trodden farmer should not get 
the worst of it from the bad lumberman the good Cana- 
dian railway went further. It posted the lists and 
appointed a lumber commissioner, whose duties are to 
go up and down the land. The commissioner has recently 
completed his first trip round the provice of Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories. He reports that with not 
a single exception the retailers kicked very strenuously 
against the display of these notices as to the wholesale 
price of lumber. In addition to quoting the wholesale 
prices the notices made the following statement: 

The lumber manufacturers of British Columbia publish 
the following as the wholesale prices at which the different 
classes of lumber are sold to regularly established dealers 
f. o. b. this station. 

Then follow the prices of all classes of lumber, and 
the notice closes with the following statement: 

Lumber dealers are in agreement with the manufacturers 
not to charge above what is considered a fair profit on the 
sale of their lumber. Purchasers are requested to report 
to the agent of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company here 
any complaints they may have as to excessive prices charged 
by dealers, also as to any difliculty that may be had in pur- 
chasing the full supply of lumber required by them. Any 
complaints will be promptly forwarded by the agent to the 
proper quarter. 

The picture is easily conjured up of farmers gathering 
to study the wholesale price lists and then sitting down 
to figure out just what they should pay per thousand, 
allowing the retailer 20 percent profit. Another picture 
is the lumber dealer figuring up how he is to collect his 
money in the fall from these same grangers, else times 
have changed mightily in the great Canadian northwest. 
lt might also be added that the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company, in its self-arrogated post of custodian of 
the welfare of the ranchers, takes mighty good care not 
to post up the freight rates which have to be paid on 
the ears of lumber which are shipped to each country 
station in the northwest from British Columbia mills. 
The quoted prices are as noted f. 0. b. the station at 
which the farmer reads the notice. It would be only 
fair to post the cost of freight on each car. In many 
classes it equals and sometimes exceeds the price the 
nanufacturer realizes. But that would hardly do for the 
purposes for which this wonderfully original method of 
selling lumber has been devised. 
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TIDINGS OF THE COAL TRADE. 
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GENERAL REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 

Whatever influence may have been exerted upon the 
western coal trade by the lake strike may now be 
ignored. Fears of a short supply of fuel in the north- 
west have subsided, and while the movement of the coal 
up the lakes will probably be brisk and while the dock 
interests above may urge the quick and perhaps a 
swifter movement of the coal for a little time all 
probabilities favor the transportation of a volume of coal 
that will be entirely adequate to the necessities of that 
part of the country. But the extent to which the lake 
coal will dominate the trade in the northwes> has not 
become clear. It is a little too soon to perceive whether 
or not the dealers and the consumers will cling to the 
western fuels to which they have grown partly accus- 
tomed during the past few months or whether they will 
return mainly to the lake coals. For the moment 
conditions favor the continuance of a fairly large trade 
of western coals in that territory, due to the low prices 
which are now prevailing; but the continuance is not 
wholly assured. 

3ut shippers of the eastern coals are forwarding them 
up the lakes with the full assurance that the future 
call for the coal will be satisfactory. Some of the 
eastern shippers say they have enough orders for lake 
shipment to keep their mines in steady operation until 
next October to the exclusion of sales in other terri- 
tory. And to this statement they append the further re- 
mark that they apprehend serious trouble will be encoun- 
tered in getting rail shipments to the west when the 
usual fall demand shall spring into existence about next 
September. But these are conjectures. There has been 
a reasonably good cleaning up of cars of Hocking coal 
within the past week or two and the present market 
shows greater firmness than for some time, $2.90, Chi- 
cago, being about bottom for lump. There has also 
been some decrease in the stocks of smokeless and other 
West Virginia grades on track. It may be because 
the shipppers are giving attention to the lake trade or 





it may be because the shipment of unconsigned coal to 
the west is now obnoxious to the shippers or it may 
be from both these causes, but the tonnages that are 
hawked about from one seller to another are grow- 
ing less. But an occasional lot may yet be picked up 
for $2.75 or $2.85, Chicago, though the percentage of 
smokeless that is selling in the neighborhood of $3, Chi- 
cago, or even higher, is increasing. 

The western fuels are not receding into comparative 
obscurity so readily. It takes a nicety of judgment to 
perceive that prices are mending at all. There may be 
some slight improvement in the demand for the western 
coals and there probably is, but the waxing sales have 
not brought prices to the turning point. Indiana and 
Illinois mine run coals still sell as low as $1.50, Chicago, 
not for mine shipment but for those cars that stick to 
the tracks after repeated efforts to move them at a 
higher price. And there is enough of this demurrage 
coal to fill the minds of the sellers with perpetual 
despair. The cars come in as fast as their predecessors 
are sacrificed. This same coal sold last year at about 
$1.80 to $1.90, Chicago, on annual contracts and the 
price for spot coal during the winter was considerably 
higher. Even now the producers are asking $1.75 tu 
$1.80 on annual contracts, but, as may be surmised, 
they are not closing contracts with ease. 

The bituminous trade, as modified by the develop 
ments of the past few days, seems changing very slowly. 
Steam coals, being apparently inert and the purchasers 
apathetic, there is only a waiting, patiently or impa- 
tiently as it may be, for the conditions to change. The 
somewhat better inquiry for steam coal is attributed 
to the gradual disappearance of the accumulations of 
last spring. There is not believed to be any gain in 
the consumption, nor is it believed that there is any 
buying of consequence either by dealers or consumers for 
the sake of accumulation. Isolated instances of that 
kind of buying are reported and they may be more 
numerous than suspected. Certainly in the minds of 
some people bituminous coal has lately been a big pur 
chase, if taken at the extremely low prices that were 
ceeasionally offered. 

Anthracite coal in the west is slowing down to a state 
of blandness of demand, In a portion of the daily press 
there has been some more or less hysterical talk of an 
unsettlement of prices, but within the ranks of the 
industry itself no whispers are heard of any price 
concessions, present or prospective. The only cutting 
of prices that is heard of at Chicago is the occasional 
shading of quotations by some retail dealer to his cus- 
tomers, and when this is done it is not claimed that 
the dealer has bought lower than the regular schedule. 
But so slow is the present demand for anthracite in 
the city that it has been a question with a few of 
the dealers if they should try to stir up some interest 
among their customers or turn their teams out to 
pasture. 

The country in the west is buying anthracite mod 
erately well. There is enough of this kind of trade 
to make a showing, but it is an aggregation of one and 
two carload lots, big buying being almost entirely absent. 
Receipts of anthracite by rail in the west are increasiny 
and from this fact the deduction has been made by 
some interests that the inquiry for anthracite in the 
east, which up to the present time has been remarkably 
active, is beginning to wane and that from now on. 
the railroad facilities being equal to the requirements, 
the movement to the west will be entirely satisfactory 
in volume. Anthracite is now going up the lakes under 
a full head of steam and there are the beginnings of 
real activity at the upper lake coal docks. 

Coke is almost stagnant. At the very low prices 
at which spot coke on track has sold for the past two 
months some users and dealers have taken in generous 
stocks and to date at least do not regret that action. 
for the bargains are disappearing and in their place 
is a steadiness of quotation which is in contrast with 
the extreme dullness.

Home of the Largest Retail Shed. 

Harlan was named after Chief Justice Harlan, of the 
United States supreme court, though I believe Judge 
Harlan has never lived in this vicinity. It is a good look- 
ing town and has about 4,000 inhabitants. In a lumber 
way the town has been noted as having the largest retail 
shed in the state. I don’t vouch for the accuracy of 
this statement, but such is the reputation the shed has 
had. There is a larger shed in the state, but it is used 
for both retail and wholesale purposes. This Harlan 
shed was built in 1896 and was started the day following 
the election of Mr. McKinley as president. It is 120x176 
feet, supported on 96 red cedar poles which were brought 
from Washington. There are two alleys, one 34 feet 
wide, in which four teams can pass; the other 16 feet. 
Extending in the rear and attached to the shed is a coal 
house, 40x80 feet, this close proximity of the two sheds 
being a thing, the builder says, that he would avoid 
the next time. Many of us have learned that we want 
no coal dust settling on our lumber piles, as there is 
enough dust and dirt to bother us without being obliged 
to reckon with the dust that comes from our coal piles. 
The longest posts are 30 feet, from 4 to 6 inches, and set 
four feet in the ground on a foundation of flat stone. 











JOHN COENEN, BUILDER OF IOWA’S LARGEST RETAIL

In the shed there are perhaps a couple of hundred feet 
of double decking. The shed is now rented by the H. 
O. Seiffert Lumber Company for five years and is owned 
by the builder, John Coenen, 

3eing curious to see the man who built the largest 
shed in Iowa I looked up Mr. Coenen and found him at 
his home, working around the shrubbery in the yard. 
Having talked out there for a while he suggested tnat 
we go on the porch, and when he found out that I was 
the owner of the old black cow the porch was not good 
enough and we went into the parlor. That old black 
cow has been the means of my getting into some mighty 
good society. Having chatted in the parlor for a while 
the genial German brought up from his cellar a quart 
bottle of wine that came from Germany, and that was 
as smooth as oil. For hospitality I should like to see 
you beat the big-hearted Germans. 

Mr. Coenen is 75 years old, and as his great grand- 
father lived to see 105 he sees no reason why he should 
not cross the century mark, and I ean see no reason 
why he should not, as physically and mentally he shows 
no more deterioration than do many men of 30. He 
is living in a most comfortable, really an elegant, way, 
among other indications of an artistic taste the rooms 
of his residence being frescoed by an artist who was 
employed at the World’s Fair, in Chicago. Mr. Coenen 
was born in Reil, Germany, and located in Marion, Iowa, 
in 1857, where for a while he was engaged in the brewery 
business. On principle he did not like the beer making 
industry, though for profit, he says, the lumber trade 
is not in it compared with brewing. In Marion he knew 
T. J. Davis and Ben Reichard and paid high compliments 
to them. What a satisfaction it is to know men of 
whom when we speak we smack our lips as we did when 
boys after eating honey. 

It was in the fall of 1878 that Mr. Coenen started 
in the retail business in Harlan, locating on the present 
site of the big shed and hauling his lumber by wagon 
from Avoca. There was considerable comment that he 
didn’t know what he was about when he built this large 
shed, which cost $3,000, and that, too, at a time when 
building material was low, the dimension in it costing 
only ‘$10 a thousand. Last year Mr. Coenen went to 
Europe and the Pacific coast, traveling during the twelve 
months 14,000 miles. He is the head of the Coenen- 
Mentzer Lumber Company, of Tacoma, Wash., Mr. Ment- 
zer being his son-in-law, 





Another Harlan Yard. 

As it was raining hard E, H. Potter, manager for the 
Green Bay Lumber Company, had plenty of leisure time 
to endure me. That afternoon we must have touched on 
a thousand and one phases of the retail trade. Regard- 
ing the conduct of business we would first agree and 
then disagree, which is precisely the kind of dealer I like. 
I wouldn’t give a tinker’s dam for your yes, yes man. 
fn Massachusetts I met a dealer who evidently had grown 
fat on not agreeing with anything or anybody, and from 
the next town I had half a mind to send him back a 
chromo, 

A bit of information that was given by Mr. Potter 
may be curious to some of you. You might not think 
that, honeycombed with railroads as Iowa is, within a 
small radius there would be three yards to which the 
supplies are drawn by wagon, yet such is the case, The 
Green Bay Lumber Company has a yard at Jacksonville 
to which lumber is drawn from Harlan, a distance of 
nine miles, At Elkhorn is the yard of the Elkhorn Lum- 
ber Company, a farmers’ yard, from which the stock is 
drawn from either Audubon or Harlan, eleven miles away. 
At Kimballtown is the Danish Lumber Company, an- 
other yard conducted on the co-operative plan, the lum- 
ber being drawn twelve miles from Audubon. No doubt 
the proprietors of these yards hope that some day a 
railroad will touch their towns. 

The farmers in this section are getting away from 
pole barns, notwithstanding it is asserted by the tornado 
insurance people that it is rare for pole barns to be 
blown down. To start with, this type of barn was pop 
ular, but it was the carpenters who raised the dickens 
with it. It is more of a job to get the poles lined up 
than it is to erect a frame, hence the carpenters are kick- 
ing the poles clear out of the country. Late in winter 
an extensive farmer asked me regarding a pole barn, 
how the poles should be set and so forth, and two weeks 
ago he told me he was highly pleased with the barn he 
had built. In my opinion the pole shed is superior, and 
it follows that if a pole shed has merit the pole barn also 
has its advantages. There is one drawback to them, 
however—they are not the best of lookers. The poles 
stand a little askew and don’t line up like posts, but 
there are plenty of builders who are willing to sacrifice 
the looks of the thing for strength and cheapness. There 
is this excellent feature about the pole shed—nobody 
as yet has been obliged to put the jackscrews under one 
of them because it was pulled out of line by the weight 
of the lumber. The carpenter is good deal of a boss. He 
is bossing the farmers in this section of Iowa on the 
pole barn business. At a thousand points he has bossed 
when there was an effort on part of the yard men to 
introduce hemlock, and in various sections he is at pres 
ent trying to boss yellow pine out of use. 

At this point, and doubtless at many others, a new 
coal demurrage rule went into effect June 1, the time for 
unloading cars being reduced from five days to forty- 
eight hours. I have heard a good deal about demurrage 
on this trip, the general opinion being that the average

railroad official is as willing to practice reciprocity as 
a hawk is to keep its claws off chickens, The cars musi 
be unloaded quickly—of course they must—else a penalty 
is demanded, but those’ same cars may creep up from tlic 
south at a snail rate. In one town the yard men sai‘ 
the demurrage rules were carried out to the letter. ‘*! 
have read what you have written about being on friendly 
terms with the local railroad agent,’’ one of them sai, 
‘Cand it meets with my approbation, but our agent here 
is as cold blooded as a cob. He seems to delight i) 
collecting demurrage. I don’t see as at present we Ca! 
do anything about it, but it is a blank long lane that 
never turns.’’ 

The shed of the Green Bay Lumber Company in Harlan 
is 56x156 feet and sided with steel to meet the require- 
ments of the city ordinance. I notice that when this she 
was built the front sills were wisely omitted. If 4 
dealer were intending to put a couple of thousand dol- 
lars into a shed it might pay him to make a tour 0! 
investigation through this part of the state. I think 
I have never seen sheds which are more up to date than 
are some of these. But, beloved, as I look at it you are 
’way off in the treatment of the alleys in your enclosed 
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sheds. In the east they are leading you in this respect. 
jf there ever was an enclosed shed that was completed 
before it had a planked alley my observation has been 
for nought. Put a man who has handled lumber in a 
planked alley into one the floor of which is dirt and if he 
doesn’t swear it is because he is not given to profanity. 
He will tell you every time that it is going back- 
ward at a rapid rate, The dirt alley is a piece of crud- 
ity, and IL will bet you $4 that if a dealer tells you 
that the dirt alley is the better he has never worked 
in one that was planked. He does not really know what 
a good alley is, hence he stands by the crude thing he 
calls a good alley. Several weeks ago I had a discussion 
on this question with a dealer who builds several sheds 
and L asked him to make every argument in favor of 
the dirt floor he could think of and, permitting me to 
he judge, he didn’t make a single count. I asked him 
if it was not desirable to keep as much dust out of his 
shed as possible, and he said it was. <A dirt alley is 
a breeder of dust. I asked him if when wagons, with 
the horses unhitched from them, were being loaded they 
were not more easily moved from place to place on plank 
than on dirt, and he admitted they were. So it went on, 
yet after every argument put forth he tried to demolish 
it; because his daddy had a dirt alley floor he swore 
by it. Jokingly I told him it would show more sense if 
he would swear at it, then buy some elm plank and make 
a change, 
Striking an Oasis. 

There is a new yard in Harlan and the man in charge, 
seeing the cat with the curling tail on my lapel, asked me 
to come in as soon as foot was set in front of the door. 
Then soon thereafter George W. Shaw, who represents 
the Cloquet Lumber Company, Cloquet, Minn., dropped 
in and we cleaned out all the cigars in the place. This 
yard is run by Dow & Sandham, and it transpired that

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John Sandham of the firm and [ came near being together 
at the same institution of learning. We were members of 
tle same literary society and you ought to have heard us 
talk and seen us think, for actually we thought so hard 
recalling old times and the names of the boys and pro- 
fessors and pranks and things that I believe that those 
portions of our skulls over our thinkers must have played 
up and down. Before meeting Mr. Sandham I knew 
where only three of the several hundred were. One is 
practicing law in Syracuse, N. Y., another is a retired 
lawyer, while the third is farming scientifically in Kan- 
sas. We didn’t say much about our early ambitions. 
Speaking for myself only, they have not been realized. 
When a fellow does nothing but roam over the face of 
the earth scribbling with a 2-cent lead pencil and thump- 
ing a $35 Dutch typewriter he hasn’t climbed much. 
{ wear plenty of diamonds, but that cannot come under 
the head of intellectual accomplishments. Mr, Sandham 
is part owner of a grain elevator that is so high it 
can be seen for several miles, and a deep railroad cut 
hears his name, H. W. Halleck, who was afterward 
general-in-chief of the United States army, attended this 
school, as did the Rev. Albert Barnes, the commentator; 
also the famous geologist Dana and the equally famous 
botanist Gray, as well as scores of others who became 
known to the world, Therefore we can say that we rubbed 
up against greatness. But this is in favor of Mr. Sand- 
lam—he thinks about things. We belong to the same 
church, and you can just bet that the next time we 
meet we will clasp hands with eclat, as they say in 
thoroughbred society. He had been religiously reading 
the Realm of the Retailer and had wondered who in 
thunder was writing such a conglomeration. 

_ The firm has been doing a grain business at this point 
for years and, seeing that business slipping away, dipped 
into lumber, and after a month’s experience Mr. Sand- 
ham likes it so well that he may bring one of his sons 
here to engage in the business with him. The firm’s 
enclosed shed is built on poles and is 44x144 feet. The 
yard is on a side hill and there has been filling without 
end. There is also a small open shed, 16x58 feet, and a 
yard up on the hill in which timbers, posts and coarse 
lumber are stored. In the large shed Mr. Sandham has 
caught on to storing timbers lengthwise. The warehouse 
1s 20x60 feet, cement and lime occupying rooms 16x20 
feet each, and sash and doors a space 20x28, the latter 
dark. Molding will be stored on end. You will see 
that this new comer has incorporated some up-to-date 
features, and I wish that all new comers would read so 
they would know more, I recently inspected an expensive 
plant that was built by a dealer who does not read. He 
went at it by main strength and awkwardness, and you 
ought to see it. The mistakes of Moses were nothing 
a8 compared with it, 





There is a fourth yard in Harlan, but not a name 


could be seen to indicate to whom it belonged. The 
office was open, but there was no one at home. In this 


yard was the oddest shed ever seen, the sides being 
composed of doors, six on one side and five on the other. 
The stock inside was made up largely of doors, with 
a few bundles of sash thrown in. 1 lugged out a door, 
the upper panels of glass, oval at the top, and set it 
up at the corner so you may see the style carried here. 
Inside of the shed were twenty-four of this style of 
door and thirty-four with panels set around with molding. 

This consolidation of elevators and lumber yards I[ 
believe will be a growing quantity. In certain sections 
of the country the grain business is decidedly on the 
wane, in many places there being literally nothing doing. 
There are elevator owners who think that the business 
will revive, and so it may to some extent in years of 
heavy crops. All over this section of the country, how- 
ever, the progressive farmer instead of shipping his 
corn out ships corn in. He calls it poor economy to sell 
his corn instead of feeding it. At many Iowa points 
from which were formerly shipped hundreds of cars not a 
bushel has been sent out in three years. An elevator 
man with whom I talked on the subject thinks that with 
good crops this state of affairs may be reversed. He 
says there has not been a good corn crop in three years, 
hence the decline in shipments. I am a sort of Horace 
Greeley farmer, still I know that during these poor 
corn years there are feeders who have reduced the num- 
ber of their herds, and that with plenty of good corn 
they would increase them. About one calf makes its 
appearance on my farm yearly and during the good corn 
years the feeders would stand in rows to get this calf 
before he was so old that his eyes were fairly open, 
but for two or three years the calf has had no attraction 
for them. It costs too much to ship corn in, they say, 
but I feel confident that if plenty of corn were to be 
had right at home a fellow could sell an acre of calves. 
As long as three years ago a grain dealer said to me 
that he was going to trim his sails and add lumber, 
which he did. With a prophetie eye he saw the decadence 
of the grain business, and it has been proved that he 
was right. If a man wanted a hundred elevators I 
believe he could buy them in Iowa for less than the 
cost of the lumber of which they are constructed, Then 
an elevator and lumber business go well together. When 
the farmers come for lumber the dealer can often make 
a dicker with them for their grain, and when they bring 
their grain he can quiz them concerning building pros- 
pects. 

Carroll Interests. 

This town, that was named after Pat Carroll, I should 
call one of the best business towns of its size in this 
territory. For decades it has had the reputation of 
being a good town. June 1 free mail delivery went into 
effect, which shows that the business of the postoffice 
amounts to $10,000 a year. A hen has as many teeth 
as there are vacant houses in the town. Religiously— 
in a church sense—the Catholics are not only in the 
saddle but standing erect on the horse’s head. There 
are two Catholic churches—one Irish and the other Ger- 
man, standing side by side—which must have, cost $40,- 
000 each. Alongside one of these churches is being com- 
pleted a fine, large hospital. These churches I am told

are fairly filled at every service. The Thursday evening 
I reached Carroll I attended church and all told there 
were fifteen present. The sermon was one of the sor- 
riest specimens of sophistry to which I have ever lis- 
tened. To explain a catechism the minister wiggled 
around worse than an angleworm. If this is the kind 
of Protestant preaching to which the people of Carroll 
are obliged to listen it is no wonder they flee to catholi- 
cism or the woods, 

At the W. T. Joyce Company yard I found E. C. 
Spurr, one of the company’s auditors, and James Thomp- 
son, the local manager, taking a fire inventory in the 
timber shed. They struck, Mr. Spurr saying they could 
take an inventory any time, and that day was one of the 
most enjoyable of the trip. Mr. Thompson, who, by the 
way, is half provoked unless he is called Jim, has a 
black nag that can trot somewhere in the minutes, and 
this nag was as free as the air. It was intimated that 
I could have about anything I wanted in the town, and 
I came near asking for an interest in the yard. 

Mr. Thompson is a member of the school board and 
said that in the way of a school he was going to show 
me something. When we went into the high school 
building I took off my hat and they looked at me as 
though I might be the governor. Here is another in- 
stance of what the man can do. [I tell you, beloved, 
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Yellow Pine

it is always the man, the man, the man, either in the 
lumber business or out of it, that makes things go. 
A retail dealer who has a good trade wanted a foreman 
au year or so ago and asked me if I knew of one and 
I said to him that I did. And what do you think was the 
first question he asked? It was how much he would have 
to pay this foreman a month. Price before quality, you 
see. He wanted a being in his yard with two legs 
and enough muscle to lift a stick of timber and shovel 
coal, regardless of the quality of brains that was under 
his hat. He wanted a foreman for $40 a month and 
1 told him that was not the kind of a man I had in view. 

The Carroll school has jumped into prominence all 
over the state. In the superintendent’s office sat a 
pleasant man, with a clean cut countenance, named John- 


son. I easily remembered it, as that was my best girl’s 
maiden name. The school over which Superintendent 


Johnson presides is a work shop, Beginning with the 
primary department and extending through the high 
school, the students are doing something besides study- 
ing books. They learn to patch, darn, sew, make rugs, 
carpets, model in clay, make brooms, brushes, bind books, 
print, frame miniature houses, reseat chairs, and per- 
haps a hundred and one other things. First, second 
and third prizes are given for the best vegetable garden, 
best kept lawn, most artistic back yard, nicest flower 


bed. Vegetables of all kinds are raised and sold. All 
this is done out of regular school hours. There is 


nothing compulsory. The pupils may do the work or 
they may not, yet most of them go at it with a heartiness 
that is surprising. Mr. Johnson is of the idea that chil- 
dren are bossed too much. Aseertain their tastes, inspire 
them to do, and their ingenuity will develop. Economy 
in the way of utilizing waste is taught. Material that 
has been discarded—old overalls, dresses, boards—is mod- 
eled into useful articles. I could have hung around this 
school, looked and thought, for two days. If I had 
twenty children I should want Mr. Johnson as_ tutor. 
He has inaugurated a great work. Reform is needed in 
the school room. The conservative methods are so ortho- 
dox that the intellects of the pupils are crippled. They 
are forced to think in certain channels instead of think- 
ing for themselves. We are bossed in the school room, 
and when we get out in the world we are bossed by 
religious teachers, politicians, society leaders, trades 
unions and combines—and it is a blamed wonder that 
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we amount to anything anyhow, and so far as individ- 
uality is concerned few of us do. 

Two years ago, when the right of way of the Chicago 
Great Western was surveyed through Carroll, it ran 
directly through both of the lumber yards of the town, 
consequently all the improvements of the yards are new. 
The Joyce company has 300 feet of half open, double 
deck shed, with a hood ten feet wide. It must surprise 
those shed builders who would not know a hood if they 
should see it to watch the building of hoods by large 
line yard concerns on every shed they build. What a 
waste of money they must think it is. The handlers of 
lumber who have once used a hood, however, do not 
think so. They would not be content to do without it. 
I recently heard a yard man speak of a ‘‘bob tailed’’ 
shed in a certain town, having reference to a shed with- 
out a hood. In the planning of the Joyce shed the 
hollow square idea was carried out, the sheds surround- 
ing the yard, the shingles and posts piled in the center. 
The timber shed, in another yard, is 50x100 feet. I 
have seen in no other section of the country so many 
timber sheds. These sheds are without sides or bins, 
with the exceptions of the posts, being miniatures of the 
large truss sheds used in some of the retail markets 
in the east. The warehouse is two stories, 20x24 feet. 

Mr. Spurr’s father, A. J. Spurr, makes his home with 
him, and the latter tells me that his father and mother 
were killed in a runaway by the famous trotter, Flora 
Temple. The mare was owned near where afterward | 
lived, and she left the reputation in that section of being 
one of the wildest brutes that ever breathed. She 
would jump fences like a deer and was quiet only when 
the vim was taken out of her by working on the old 
time tread threshing machine. At length her talent 
was (discovered and she was driven to the mark of 2:40, 
figures which made the world stare and leading horse- 
men assert that never would the time be beaten. Mr. 
Spurr, sr., had an antipathy to the west, thinking that 
the predominating features were Indians, buffalo, griz- 
zlies, cyclones and rattlesnakes. Six or seven years ago 
he ventured out here to visit his son and was so charmed 


with the country that New England has not seen him 
sinee, 

The manager at the Green Bay yard said he had no 
objections to my walking through the place, for which 
kindness I thanked him, and single handed I went out to 
discover what I could. Here there is also a timber shed, 
50x100 feet, in style like the one at the Joyce plant. The 
enclosed shed is also ignored at this place, and even 
to give one of the half open sheds the required ventila- 
tion the back is slatted. There are two of these sheds, 
each 156 feet long. The company has drifted away from 
the type of enclosed shed that has the appearance of an 
immense barn. In fact at no point on the Rock Island 
route could I discover that this shed is favorably re- 
garded. It is to be found, but wherever it is I have 
been told by the man in control that he wished it wasn’t. 
The nearest to an enclosed shed that is built in this 
section now is the one with one or both sides open, fol- 
lowing the plan of the Joyce shed at Wiota, described 
recently. 

I think I ean in part explain why this change is com- 
ing about. For two or three years Lowa has had her 
full share of rain. Simply look at the sky and it was 
ready to open and let water down upon the devoted 
head. A wet season and an enclosed shed do not tally. 
So mighty little provision is made in the average enclosed 
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shed that in a dry season the lumber fares poorly enough. 

An error in the judgment of hundreds and hundreds 
of us consists in placing too much dependence on the 
ability of the enclosed shed to care properly for the 
lumber, Many of us thifk that when we have built an 
enclosed shed at a cost of two or three thousand dollars, 
as the case may be, it is it, while in fact it is only 
part it. A shed should not do away with sticking. 
Those dealers whose sheds serve them best stick their 
lumber as carefully as they would were they piling it 
elsewhere. I have seen yellow pine lumber stain and 
even mold in a shed when if the owner of it had piled 
it outside I believe he would not have been so reckless 
as to pile it flat. 

Then if we are intent on having an enclosed shed we 
must not forget that if ventilation is not provided for 
we may be obliged occasionally to haul some of our 
lumber out into the open so it will regain its youth 
and freshness. It beats me that more attention is not 
paid to ventilation. 

Watching the Clouds. 

There is a great deal of anxiety in Towa, among 
lumber dealers as well as farmers, as to the outcome of 
the present season. <A year ago last July a hurricane, 
starting in one of the Dakotas, sailed down through 
Towa, devastating a strip of country from seven to 
twelve miles wide, and in this strip the yard men the 
past year have had poor picking. The first twelve 
months following the storm their trade held up fairly 
well, they tell me, but then it began to drop off and 
fell to as near next to nothing as could be. Such a storm 
may not strike through the state again in a thousand 
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years, still the ghost of the one that wrought an entire 
destruction of crops will not down, Then the ghosts 
of the wet seasons, ending with early frosts that pre 
vented the corn from fully maturing, bob up now and 
then, the yard men remarking they hope that this year 
old Pluvius will keep his tears at home. 

Thus we speculate and speculate, and when we have 
expended our energy in speculating we are obliged to 
take the seasons just as a kind providence sends them 
to us. Give us the wings of an angel and a bill that 
is constantlly thrust into a honeysuckle and we would 
not be satisfied. If old Dame Nature were as revenge 
ful as some of us are she would quit for a while so we 
would understand where we are at, and teach us 0 
better to appreciate the blessings which virtually smother 


us.

It is said that the camera never lies, and in the 
sense that a lie is a wilful act it does not, yet its work 
is at times deceptive. To look at the photograph of 
this timber shed one might think that the original did 
not answer well the purpose for which it was con- 
structed, the reverse of which, however, is true.- The 
position of the camera was such that the shed has the 
apeeeundia e of being higher and narrower than it 
really is. 

This example is presented to show how easily a tim- 
her shed may be provided. Another feature desired to 
be illustrated is that the yard man, once having his 
timber stored under a shed of this description, may 
load it sidewise or endwise as he may feel disposed. 
There are yard forces which are divided in this regard, 
one or more of them hanging for the old way of shov- 
ing a stick endwise on the wagon, while the others may 


choose to drive alongside of it, and with this arrange- 
ment they can take their choice without the necessity 
of paying their money. This shed is 48 feet long and 
is in the yard of M. H. Hand, Plymouth, Wis. Of 
course it can be modified to fit the ground or to suit 
the taste of the individual who may copy the idea— 
made longer, shorter, wider or narrower. The follow- 
ing is the bill of material:

2-4— 8 braces. 
2-6—16 on side lumber shed. 
1-2—16 on side lumber shed.

CHARTERS FOR A WEEK. 

New York, June 18.—The regular transatlantic com- 
panies still find considerable difficulty in obtaining car- 
goes for schedule steamers, notwithstanding space is 
offered freely and upon rates that under ordinary cir- 
cumstances would be considered exceedingly favorable. 
The market is yet dull for full cargo tonnage. Some 
attention has been paid during the week for steamers for 
deal tonnage and a moderate business is reported to 
have been transacted upon the basis of 34s to 35s from 
St. John to the west coast of England. At the gulf 
timber tonnage is offered to one or two ports United 
Xingdom or continent at from 80s to 82s 6d, though 
the demand is as yet limited. Tonnage upon time con- 
tract is still in but moderate demand. Boats of a good 
modern class are offered for a period of from three to 
six 1onths at from 3s to 3s 444d, but with few chan- 
nels for employment open the demand is not spirited. 

Sailing lumber tonnage to the River Plate continues 
in satisfactory demand, with the current rate from the 
gulf to Buenos Ayres at about $10.50, though in one in- 
stance a bark of 1,477 tons was obtained at the moderate 


rate of $10. Provincial tonnage is offered more freely and 
upon slightly easier terms, latest fixtures being within the 
range of $7.50 to $8 to Buenos Ayres. The current 
rate from Boston is from $7 to $7.50, as to size of order, 
Some orders are reported in the market for small and 
medium sized vessels for lumber from the south to the 
West Indies, but there have not been many contracts 
made owing to the scarcity of tonnage in position and 
the hesitancy owners are showing in accepting the busi- 
ness offered in view of the season's risks. Coasting yel- 
low pine tonnage shows some improvement and rates 
indicate a stronger tendency, $5.371%4 having been paid 
Fernandina to New York. ‘Tie rates have also shown 
some improvement, 15% cents having been obtained 
from Brunswick to New York.

There is, however, prospect of considera! '¢ 
work in that line being done now, so that the situation 
is quite improved. There were fifty-four city building 
permits for the week, of an estimated aggregate cost 
of $166,500, the increase over the average being large'y 
on account of the improvements still in progress at '!1¢ 
athletic park. The list contained a permit to A. J. 
Elias, of the lumber firm of G. Elias & Bro., for the 
rebuilding of his burned residence, at a cost of $20,000.

John Brunner, a New York Central brakeman in this 
city, was locked up this morning on the charge of arson, 
cn suspicion of being one of the parties responsible for 
the incendiary fires in lumber yards in the Tonawandas 
during the past few months. Brunner’s arrest was made 
after a rigid examination by the committee, L. R. Van- 
dervoort, John W. Robinson and Lee H. DeGraff, named 
by the Tonawanda Lumbermen’s Association last week, 
the policeeand members of the district attorney’s staff, 
lasting from yesterday morning until 5 o’clock this 
morning. Brunner had been suspected for some time and 
it was through the statements of his fellow workmen, 
who were examined through the ‘‘third degree’’ process, 
that it was determined to take him into custody. While 
the examination was in progress last night another fire 
of a suspicious character broke out in C. E. & W. E. Kel- 
sey’s yard on Main street but was extinguished with 
slight damage. The authorities believe that the fire may 
have been started by a friend of the arrested man in 
the hope of throwing them off the clue which they are 
of the opinion that they are bringing to a correct issue. 

Shipments of lumber over the Erie canal are more 
active than at any other period since navigation opened, 
During the second week of June 5,511,000 feet were for- 
werded, which exceeds the amount for the correspond- 
ing week of last season by nearly 1,000,000 feet. This 
is the first time this season that the local canal collec- 
tcr’s report has shown an increase over a corresponding 
week of 1903. 

Although all of the machinery has not been installed, 
Charles G. Butts & Co. have been operating their new 
mill on Main street, manufacturing box shooks only. 
Until the mill shall have begun fully equipped with 
machinery the company’s planing will be done by the 
Niagara River Planing Mill Company.

NORTH ATLANTIC COAST. 
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NEW ENGLAND TRADE NOTES. 
Boston, MAss., June 21.—Trade is somewhat erratic, 


reports from individual dealers varying from small to 
large volumes. On one point all agree—that margins 
are much smaller than they have been in the past, with 
the exception perhaps of one item of lumber. 

A. F. Leatherbee is at Northampton, Mass., visiting 
his daughter, Miss Margaret Leatherbee, who will this 
vear grt aduate from Smith college with distinction. 

W. E. Chamberlain, of John M. Woods & Co., is 
arranging to make an extended trip to California, and 
will take advantage of the conclave of Knights Templar 
in San Francisco by going out with the Hugh de Payens 
Commandery, in which he is a Sir Knight. 

Fred D. Sterritt, of the George W. Gale Lumber Com- 
pany, and Mrs. Sterritt and friends paid a short visit 
to Yarmouth, N. C., leaving Boston on Thursday and 
returning to this city on the Monday following. 

Senator John M. Woods, of John M. Woods & Co., has 
finished his senatorial duties at the state house tor the 
year, and during this summer will divide his time between 
his headquarters at Cambridge and his pleasant summer 
home at Marblehead. 

Thomas E. Ripley, of the Wheeler, Osgood Company, 
Tacoma, Wash., delayed his departure for the west owing 
to the death of a relative. Mr. Ripley was obliged to 
return from Boston to his home in Rutland, Va., to 
attend the funeral last week. 

There will be a meeting this week at Hartford, Conn., 
of the creditors of H. H. Peck, to act on the dividend 
which the trustee is ready to pay. 

The Berlin Mills Company is now operating its new 
hardwood flooring plant at Berlin, N. H., and is turning 
out three grades for the marke ar, No. 1 and fac- 
tory. The flooring is excellent as to manufacture. The 
Berlin Mills Company, which is the largest lumber man- 
ufacturer in the east and has its headquarters at Port- 
land, Me., is represented in Boston by J. C. Kennedy. 

Considerable excitement was caused at the docks of 
Cook, Borden & Co., of Fall River, Mass., by the partial 
burning of the schooner General Adelbert Ames. The 
vessel arrived on June 17, loaded with hard pine, and 
at midnight on June 19 a thief was found to have stolen 
some valuables and then to have fired a heap of clothing 
in the cabin. There was no insurance, but fortunately 
the damage was slight. For some time there was danger 
that the millions of feet of hard pine piled on the 
wharf close at hand would catch fire. If there had been 
any wind at the time nothing could have prevented a 
disastrous conflagration. 

Owing to the fact that June 17 was a holiday and 
Saturday but half a business day, many of the lumber 
dealers closed their yards Thursday night and did not 
reopen them until Monday morning. Of the proprietors 
of retail yards leaving town Thursday night only about 
one-half a their appearance Monday morning, most 
of them getting in from the country Monday afternoon 
or evening. 

Hon. J. M. W. Hall, of Wellman, Hall & Co., is one 
of the special committee appointed by the Chamber of 
Commerce of Boston to appear before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and protest against the differen- 
tials that have resulted in lessening the exports of Bos- 
ton aud giving them to other Atlantic ports. Many ves- 
sels have recently been sent out from Boston with water 
as ballast and in consequence the number of sailings 
has been reduced, while some ships, after discharging 
at Boston, have had to be sent south for export cargoes. 
There was 2 decrease in the value of exports sent 
through the port of Boston in 1902 of $45,000,000, and 
this difference has continued yearly since that time. 
Henry M. Whitney, president of the Chamber of Com- 
meree, is the chairman of the special committee of six, of 
which the Hon. J. M. W. Hall is a member. The Hon. 
(. S. Hanlin will appear as counsel for the committee, 
and the eitizens of Boston will await the outeome with 
most serions interest. 








THE PENOBSCOT RIVER DISTRICT. 


BANGor, ME., June 20.—Reports from the logging 
regions say that the entire West branch drive of 


81,000,000 feet has been rafted across Chesuncook lake 
and started on its way down the river, with a good 
head of water. At this rate the drive should reach 
Shad pond, where the Great Northern Paper Company’s 
50,000,000 feet of logs are to be sorted out, well before 
the contract date—August 5. On the East branch the 
drives are making good progress, but about 12,000,000 
feet will be left’ behind, owing to the fact that the 
Telos lake dam was left open all through the spring, 


so that the water there did not reach its accustomed 
pitch, most of the supply, which comes from springs, 
running away. These logs will be brought into Grand 
iake and boomed there until another season. The first 
Mattawamkeag drive is now all in Penobscot boom, 
and there will be logs enough, with these, the Piscata- 
quis and the brook drives, to keep the river mills going 
until East branch supplies shall become available. 

The drives on the Kennebec river are coming along 
well and although a little later than last year every 
log will come out, including 10,000,000 to 15,000,000 
feet left behind last year, These old logs will go far 
toward making up for the falling off in the new cut 
and give the Kennebec about an average supply. It is 
expected that the last logs in Moosehead lake will be 
turned into the Kennebee by July 4. 

There will be eight saw mills running on the Ken- 
nebee this year, the same as in 1903. ‘The large mill 
of the Berlin Mills Company, at Farmingdale, which 
has been operated steadily for some years, will not be 
run this year, but the new mill of I. T. Bradstreet, at 


Richmond, will take its place, running for the first 
time. The pulp mills will not have more than a fair 


supply of logs this year, although most of them earried 
over considerable stock from last season. The Hollings- 
worth & Whitney Company, having a new mill at 
South Gardiner, will require more logs than before. 
The 8. D. Warren Company, of Westbrook, has 140,- 
000 poplar logs, or about 14,000,000 feet, coming down 
the river. The Augusta Lumber Compsny will saw 
3,000,000 feet of pine this season, besides the usual 
quantity of spruce. This pine was purchased from pulp 
companies, which have no use for pine. 

The Beacon Lumber Company has been organized at 
Portland for the purpose of doing a general lumber 
business, with $100,000 capital stock. Millard W. 
Baldwin, of Portland, is president and George C. 
Knight, of Portland, treasurer. 

Four cargoes of white birch spool bars are to he 
shipped from Bangor to the United Kingdom this sea- 
son, so far as present contracts show. The first, second 
and third will go to Greenock, the fourth to Hull, Eng- 
land, in all about 6,000,000 feet. 

Shipbuilding continues brisk in the Bath yards, as 
well as at Thomaston, Camden, Rockport, Rockland, 
Waldoboro and other places along the coast. At the old 
Reed yard, in Bath, Capt. James W. Hawley will build 
a four masted schooner, the frame for which is being 
cut in Canada and will arrive at Bath about August 10, 
Three other yards will be operated at the Bath sound 
end—Perey & Small’s, with a five master and a six 
master on the stocks; G. G. Deering’s, with a five mas- 
ter, and E. 8, Crosby’s, with a four master. 

At the Kelley-Spear Company’s yard there is work 
enough now in hand to keep a large crew busy until 
late in the fall. Last week keels were laid for two four 
masted schooners—one a sister ship to the Louis Bos 
sert, built for the New York lumber firm of Louis Bos- 
sert & Son, the other for Hudson Bros., of Norfolk, 
Va., who have had several barges built at Bath. 
At the Kelley-Spear Company’s yard there was installed 
last week in the new planing mill a 6-ton S. A. Woods 
planer, to be operated by a 30-horse power electric 
motor. This machine will take planking 6x18 inches, 
planing all four sides at the same time. 

Three four masted schooners are under construction 
in the New England Company’s yard at Bath, and one 
of them, the William J. Quillin, built for Capt. R. F. 
Quillin, of Bethel, Del., will be launched late in June, 








EXPANDING ITS TERRITORY. 


The Industrial Lumber Company, of Beaumont, Tex.. 
has recently opened an office in Chicago in room 1115, 
Chamber of Commerce building. M. F. Barker has been 
placed in charge of the new terr itory of the Industrial 
Company.

Bay Ciry AND SaGiInaw, MIcH., June 21.—There is no 
partiewar activity, yet dealers are all doing a moderate 
business and the mills are running steadily. The output 
for the season will probably exceed 100,000,000 feet and 
the railroads are bringing down lots of forest products. 
The cedar business has been active and demand for poles 


aud ties continues good. Some firms have men in the 


woods getting out poles and the shipments by both rail 
and water are large. The cedar timber in the lower pe- 
ninsula is now in few hands and is being rapidly cut off, 
but there is said to be still plenty of cedar in upper 
Miehigan. 

Lumber is coming into the river freely. Mershon,

The steamer Maine and con- 
sorts, Jackson and Ketcham, and the Langell Boys and 
consorts, Smith and Comstock, arrived with lumber from 
Canada; the Ogemaw and consort Fillmore from Presque 
isle and the Brainerd with lumber from Thessalon have 
ah arrived during the week. The J. P. Donaldson and 
iwo others also came from Lake Superior. In all nearly 
8,000,000 feet arrived during the week. Two steamers 
and consorts have gone over to Georgian bay after more 
lumber and one tow went to the same ports, to be loaded 
for Cleveland. 

H. A. Batchelor left for Panasoffkee, Fla., on Monday, 
He is operating a mill in Florida and says the industry 
there is experiencing the same general disinclination to 
activity that characterized it here. 

H. T. Wickes left Saturday for the World’s Fair. He 
traveled on the private car Mershon and was accom- 
panied by his family. Wickes Bros. have been reason- 
abiy busy of late but of course there is not the business 
boom that kept them hustling some two years ago. H. T. 
Wickes is having a fine steel yacht built at Toledo for 
his private use. It will be 140 feet in length and will 
he provided with every modern appliance. He will dis- 
pose of his present yacht, the Catherine. 

At the machinery plant of W. B. Mershon & Co, the 
force for some time has not been running on full time 
owing to a falling off of orders, but some orders have 
been booked recently and an improvement is confidently 
expected from this date on, 

Frank Buell, of Gaylord, was here Saturday. His mill 
at Bagley is running steadily, cutting out hardwoods and 
hemlock. 

The Michigan Central is building a spur of the 
Lewiston branch, about eight miles long, north from 
Johannesburg for the purpose of reaching a large body 
of hardwoods and hemlock largely owned by Salling, 
Hanson & Co. The veneer works of this concern at 
Johannesburg is being operated to its capacity. 

L. C. Slade stated Monday that he is having a moder- 
ate trade. He is feeling all right now, having gotten rid 
of the stomach troubles that made his friends and family 
feel nervous for many months, and is regaining flesh rap- 
idly. He is carrying a very good assortment of lumber 
at this time. :

L. Eastman stated yesterday that the maple floor- 
ing business is just fair.

PAPAPP PLS 
AT THE HEAD OF THE LAKES. 

Du.Lutu, Minn., June 22.—Among recent sales were 
those of 1,200,000 feet of norway and low grades by 
the Redeliff Lumber Company, to go east by water, 
and about 500,000 feet to be distributed by cars to 
widely separated localities. This company is making 
a feature of the car trade now that it has a large and 
well equipped planing mill at the old Duncan & Brewer 
plant, and is selling steadily for that trade. Other 
mills have made small sales and the probable total 
business of the week has amounted to not far from 
3,000,000 feet. There is no appreciable change in 
prices. Demand is a little better and manufacturers 
note an improved inquiry from the east. 

Lumber shipments continue very heavy and for the 
head of the lakes—this city, Superior and Two Har- 
hors—have been 78,000,000 feet to date, of which more 
than 60,000,000 feet have been from Duluth itself. The 
string of lumber boats is moving steadily and the docks 
are well filled all the time. 

The small mill to be erected by Capt. Alex MeDou- 
gall, of this city, on the St. Croix near Solon Springs, 
is about ready to go to work. He owns a large tract 
there covered with small pine, spruce, tamarack and 
hardwoods, which he will gradually cut off and put 
into merehantable shapes. ‘There will be more and 
more of this class of lumbering as time goes on, and a 
great deal of valuable land will thus be cleared up for 
farming purposes. 

The Lake Superior Timber Company during the past 
winter cut 25,000 cords of pulpwood and 5,000 piles 
for use in the east and at Port Arthur. This pulpwood 
is now shipped from the north shore to mills on Fox 
river, Wiseonsin, whieh is the first time these mills 
have invaded the Canadian region for their raw 
wood, 

Shipping at the head of the lakes has been break- 
ing records this week in great shape. The A. B. Wol- 
vin, biggest ship on the lakes, has come up with a 
coal eargo of 10,300 tons and has taken away another 
of 10,894 of iron ore. This is about 2,000 tons ahead 
of any cargo ever carried on Lake Superior and was 
taken on a draft of less than 18.5 feet so that it is 
probable that on 19 feet, to which the ship will load in 
a trip or two, she will carry not less than 12,000 net 
tons. This is really an immense cargo for any water, 
salt or fresh, and is worth bearing in mind. All coal 
records for Lake Superior were broken this week by 
the arrival at Duluth-Superior of 127,000 tons in two 
days. It is probable that, total coal receipts for thiry 
consecutive days will foot up to more than 1,000,000 
tons. The probability is that more coal will be received 
at the head of the lakes than in any preceding year, 
even more than in 1903, 





IN AND AROUND CLOQUET. 

CLoquET, Minn., June 20.—H. C. Hornby was in 
Minneapolis last Wednesday to attend a meeting of 
the price list committee of the Mississippi Valley 
Lumbermen’s Association. Several matters of import- 
ance were taken up and a new list recommended which 
all the Cloquet concerns are now having printed. Trade 
continues fair and now that the iron ore has begun to 
move dealers in the range towns are feeling better in a 
business way and are placing orders for stock. While this 
trade is not large it tends to show that business is in 
better shape than it has been for some time throughout 
that country owing to the tieup on the lakes, Last 
week the Northern Lumber Company loaded several 
hundred thousand feet of boards for boat shipment 
from Duluth to eastern markets. 

H. M. Dixon, secretary of the Cloquet Tie & Post 
Company, has just returned from a trip up the St. 
Louis river, inspecting the several drives his company 
now has started, which will follow up the log drives. 
There is a large crew at work and the company expects 
to have some of the ties and posts at Brevator in a 
short time, where it has its general yard. 

J. EK, Lynds, treasurer of the Cloquet Lumber Com- 
pany, is in Chicago this week attending the republi- 
can national convention, alternate from this district. 





UPPER PENINSULA NEWS. 

CALUMET, MiIcH., June 20.—D. N. McLeod, the New- 
berry lumberman, is operating his railroad and has in 
the vicinity of 200 men employed in the woods getting 
out his season’s cut. He will put in 8,000,000 feet of 
pine this ummer. This will leave him two years more 
work in hardwoods and hemlock timber. 

The Sawyer-Goodman Company plans to erect an of- 
fice building at its plant at Menekaunee this summer. A 
system of tramways has been completed. 

The Calumet & Hecla Mining Company, of Calumet, 
has established a camp at Stoningtun on the Copper 
Range railroad and has twenty men getting out hard- 
woods, which will be used to make rollers for the skip 
roads in the shafts at the mine. The camp will be in 
operation the entire summer. 

Walter S. Johnson, president of the South Arm Lum- 
ber Company, Chicago, has been in Sault Ste. Marie on 
business. 

The South Range Lumber Company has established 
a yard and put in a heavy stock for the retail trade at 
South Range, on the Copper Range railroad. J. N. 
West is in charge of the business. 

The Jones-Anderson Timber Company, which owns 
40,000 acres of land in the upper peninsula, has estab- 
lished headquarters at Ontonagon. 

Nick Bray’s mill at Lake Rowland, on the Copper 
Range railroad, has been put in commission. Two 
booms of logs have been received and a raft of 500,000 


feet. will arrive this week. The plant has been cutting 
small lots of timber lately, but from now on will run 
to its full capacity, between 30,000 and 40,000 feet a 
day. 

W. H. Farr, one of the government officials in charge 
of logging operations, says the cut on the Menomonie 
Indian reservation will be 20,000,000 feet this-year. Of 
this amount 5,000,000 feet is cut under authorization of 
what is known as the dead and down timber act, while 
15,000,000 feet is green timber. The logs will go to 
Black Bros., of Shawano, 





CHEQUAMEGON BAY NOTES. 

AsuLaAnpb, Wis., June 21.—The past week seems to 
have been a waiting one as far as sales were concerned. 
None have been reported of any amount. Considerable 
car business is being done by all the mills, more per- 
haps than ever before. The usual number of boats have 
been at the docks, taking away stock already sold, as 
all the low grade stock is practically sold for the 
season; low grade is about one-third the whole. The 
mills manage to keep plenty of dock room. All this 
class of stock is wanted for ismmediate consumption and 
is shipped promptly. 

The manager of the Flambeau Lumber Company was 
in Ashland recently and reported that his company 
sold 6,000,000 feet of Jumber last month. 

The tug Keystone brought in a raft of logs last week 
from the Brule river for the Edward Hines Lumber 
Company. 

The town of Mellen is a lively place these days. H. 
I. Latimer, of the Foster-Latimer Lumber Company, 
was in Ashland and reported that the company has 300 
men peeling bark and has 10,000 cords to peel for the 
season. It has 150 men grading its railroad who have 
graded so far five miles. At present 100 men are em 
ployed in the company’s saw mill. 

C.F. Latimer and John Joyee, of this city, will leave 
this week for the south, where they have extensive inter- 
ests.

THE MINNESOTA LUMBER CENTER. 

MINNEAPOLIS, MINN., June 22.—Gen. C. C. Andrews, 
executive agent of the state forestry board, with Prof. 
S. B. Green, of the state agricultural college, has just 
returned from Ely, Minn. The two gentlemen com 
prise the executive committee of the forestry boar! 
and as such selected 20,000 acres of government lan( 
a short distance northwest of Ely (St. Louis countv). 
which will be used as a state forestry reserve. Tlie 
land is rocky and in every sense non-agricultural, as 
is required by law. About two-thirds of it is covered 
with seedling trees and undergrowth. The remaining 
third will some day be planted with seedlings under 
direction of the forestry board. In order that the 
timber may be protected the forestry board will offer the 
tract to the state game and fish commission, to be 
turned into a fish and game preserve. The tract takes 
in several lakes which are ideal for fish stocking. If 
the game and fish commission shall accept the offer 
fire wardens of the forestry board and game wardens 
of the game and fish commission will unite in seeing 
that the tract is properly protected from marauders. 

Politics is interfering somewhat at present with the 
Minnesota lumber business. Lumbermen look for an 
improvement all along the line as soon as the big polit- 
ical conventions shall be over. 

Saw mills are now all humming merrily, operating 
to their utmost capacity, and log drives in the streams 
in the timber regions are coming along nicely. The 
water in the Mississippi and all the logging streams 
is somewhat lower this week than last, but this, if any- 
thing, is an advantage as the water stage was above 
what was desired and logs were getting stranded on 
the flooded lands. 

CO. S. Fay and J. W. Morrison, constituting the Fay 
& Morrison Lumber Company, have dissolved partner-

Schulz says: 
During the last few months we have occasionally heard 

complaints of a faint character that trade this year has not 
been as good and active as last year, but considering the 
unfavorable weather conditions as they existed earlier in

George M. Maxon, for some time manager of the 
Brocks & Ross Lumber Company, of Schofield, has re- 
signed, and M. F. McCullough, for several years with 
the Ross Lumber Company, of Arbor Vitae, has taken 
the position thus vacated. 

The Worden Lumber Company, of Jeffris, has placed 
a Mershon resaw in its saw mill, and is again operat- 
ing day and night, with a capacity of from 100,000 to 
125,000 feet each twenty-four hours. 

A visit to Cotter, the new saw mill burg owned and 
operated by J. N. Cotter, of Merrill, will reveal a surpris- 
ingly busy little settlement. Black Alder Jake forms a 
natural pond for the mill, situated upon its bank, while 
the spur railroad encircles the opposite side and makes 
dumping of logs into the pond easy. ‘The saw mill is 
a rotary with a capacity of 40.000 feet a day and is 
well equipped for its requirements. About 100 men are 
employed at the mill and in the wocds. Since the mill 
was started, on March 20, nearly 2.500,000 feet of 
fine hardwood lumber has been sawed. 


THE WEST. 


THE MIDDLE MISSISSIPPI RIVER DISTRICT. 

Sr. Louts, Mo., June 22.—None of the leeal people in 
any branch of the business are satisfied with the present 
volume of business and there is also considerable com- 
plaint at the general softness of values. The trouble 
in the west is an abnormal supply of rain which has 
caused floods almost the equal of those of last year, pre- 
eluding the possibility of normal improvement in build- 
ing in that territory. In the east the farmers have had 
no time for building operations and have postponed all 
such work until crops shall be laid by. Therefore it is 
only the towns and cities that can be relied upon for 
trade and orders from these have been easily up to the 
normal, but not sufficiently large to counteract the effects 
of the floods in the west and the late spring in the east. 
In factory trade business has been almost up to the nor- 
mal and it is reasonably certain that the consumption, 
except by the planing mills, has been fully up to the 
average, which means that factory stocks are now some- 
what lower than usual at this season. This is the situ- 
ation in St. Louis and the factories are buying some- 
what less lumber than they are consuming, which should 
mean an excellent fall trade. It is also believed that the 
building situation will show considerable improvement 
by fall, although there are no indications as yet. There 
is no inclination toward a decline in wages and it is rea- 
sonably certain that there will be no large amount of 
building until it can be done on a cheaper basis. Mate- 
rial is decidedly low, but wages are considered too high, 
being still on a basis established during the construction 
days of the World’s Fair. 

Receipts of all kinds of lumber are falling far below 
the average for this season. There is an excellent boat- 
ing stage, but practically nothing is coming in from the 
river except cypress, and no tremendous amount of this is 
arriving. The decline in the price of cottonwood and 
gum is affecting receipts of these two woods and also the 
production, so a decreased amount of stock is offered. 
By rail, the receipts of yellow pine are light because of 
the poor volume of business, there being a bountiful sup- 
ply of lumber at the mills ready to move as soon as 
orders shall be booked. In hardwoods a willingness to 
buy at first hands is absorbing nearly everything avail- 
able, but the receipts are light nevertheless and show 
no inclination of early inereas2. So far as consumption 
is concerned, St. Louis is undoubtedly going through the 
period which follows all great fairs, but it is believed 
that the recuperation will be rapid and that the period of 
local business stagnation or partial prostration will be 
of short duration. 











A GATHERING OF THE YELLOW PINERIES. 

Sr. Louis, Mo.; June 22.—The regular monthly meet- 
ing, with the usual good time, of the Yellow Piners was 
held at the House of Hoo-Hoo last night, the attendance 
being large. There were a good dinner, singing by the 
St. Louis Quartette and a_ business discussion which 
taxed to its utmost the parlimentary powers of Presi- 
dent F. C. Brewer. The result of this discussion was 
to call a vacation for three months in the meetings of this 
club, sc that there will not be another dinner until the 
annual election of officers, on the third Tuesday in 
October. J. W. Bemis, of the Ozan Lumber Company ; 
G. W. Bright, of the Kirby Lumber Company and H. 
W. Clark, were admitted to membership in this club. 

As the Yellow Piners have come to be regarded as 
the leading social organization in St. Louis among lun- 
bermen and are considered to be of business importance, 
the question of entertaining the vast number of visitors 
who will assemble in St. Louis during the first half ct 





November was taken up for discussion. The week of 
September 4 has been set aside as lumbermen’s week at 
the fair and the visitors during that week will include 
the members of all of the lumber and traveling men’s 
associations of the central states, which will mean an 
attendance of at least 5,000 persons and their families. 
Following closely upon this come the Osirian Cloister 
meeting on September 8 and the Hoo-Hoo Annual on 
September 9, so that thousands of visitors will be in 
St. Louis. The question of entertaining was discussed 
At considerable length and it was finally decided to ap- 
point an executive committee of five, with power to act 
in the way of appointing subordinates to handle the 
whole matter, so that there need be no further meeting 
on the subject. 

President Brewer asked for time in selecting this com- 
mittee, as he believed it should contain some of the 
hardest workers to be found in local lumber circles. Tt 
is realized that the entertainment of such a host of vis- 
itors is an undertaking such as has never confronte! 
the lumbermen of any other city and St. Louis ean be 
relied upon to do the honors in good shape, despite the 
fact that all St. Louisians are now being drawn upon 
rather extensively in the way of entertaining. After this 
business session the meeting adjourned until October 
and the majority of the members were next heard from 
on the Pike.

THE MISSOURI-KANSAS DISTRICT, 

KANSAS City, Mo., June 21.—Wheat harvest has 
begun in Oklahoma and southern Kansas and will soon 
be general throughout this territory and is turning out 
much better than was expected. In northern Oklahoma 
it has filled out well and will make a good yield; in 
Kansas they estimate the crop at about 84,000,000 
bushels; Missouri has a very fair crop and Nebraska 
wheat will turn out well. Farmers in the wheat belt 
will be very busy for the next few weeks and dealers 
do not look for much trade from them for some little 
time. Country trade generally promises to be light for 
the next few weeks, as wet weather has put farm work 
badly behind. The damage to crops in parts of Mis- 
sourl, Kansas, Indian Territory and Oklahoma from 
the floods of the past few weeks will aggregate a large 
amount of money, but the ground for the most part will 
be replanted in something, so that with good weather 
crops can be raised this year. June is usually a dull 
month for the retail dealers of this territory and this 
year their trade is lighter than usual for June, from 
the causes above mentioned. Town trade is very fair 
at most points and the outlook for the last half of the 
year is encouraging in most localities, 

Wholesalers and jobbers generally report trade slow. 
The demand aside from the yard business is far below 
that of a year ago, and while dealers are buying what 
stock they need none of them are apparently buying 
ahead of their demands and the low prices and lack of 
indications of improvement result in holding many orders 
that would be placed on a stable or rising market. The 
traveling men say that in most eases their customers 
Icok for a good trade later on and feel encouraged over 
the outlook. In most instances their stocks are light 
and in this territory will average from two to five cars 
short of normal. At the same time they are reluctant te 
give an order and it is difficult for a salesman to get 
business unless he happens to find a dealer when he 
has just sold a bill which he must replace at~ once. 
Then the salesman must be in position to meet thie 
lewest prices going in order to secure the business. 
This is the situation as pertains to yellow pine lumber, 
spruce, fir and cedar lumber and red cedar shingles. 

With cypress it is different. Prices are stable ani 
the dealers are ordering freely, keeping far enough ahead 
of their demands to insure a fair stock on hand at al! 
times. The hardwood people report a good demand for 
uppers, especially plain oak, and say that prices are 
fairly firm and generally satisfactory. The deman¢ 
for bridge stock has increased materially during the 
past few weeks on account of the many bridges washed 
out in this territory. 

There seems to be some uncertainty with regard to 
the change in rate on Pacifie coast lumber into this 
territory, and from the various reports the Ilumbermen 
here do not know just what changes were made. The 
yellow pine men say that it will be found that th: 
changes will not affect this territory, and the southern 
lines would not stand any reductions in rates from th 
coast that would tend to eut off any territory from 
yellow pine where this lumber is not being shipped to 
any extent.

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OBSERVATIONS AT OMAHA. 


OmAHA, NEB., June 21.—The lumber trade in Omaha 
has been exceptionally active up to the present time 
for the entire year. Dealers have secured very low 
prices, as there has been a good deal of argument as 
io who should do the business. In fact the argument 
waxed so warm at one time that the daily papers took 
it up and declared that the wholesalers were retarding 
building by their fight. 

The country trade, however, shows the same weakness 
in Nebraska as in other states. Retailers started the 
season with complete assortments of lumber, some even 
carrying heavy stocks. The weakening of the whole- 
sale market has prevented speculative buying, such stock 
as has been bought being a sort of hand to mouth 
supply and going into quick consumption. 

The crop prospects in the state are the most satis- 
factory that they have been for many years. The last 
ten days have been particularly favorable to corn, which 
is in excellent condition all over the state. Gentle but 
frequent rains have materially improved. the outlook. 
The hay crop will be exceptionally heavy and the yield 
in all kinds of fruit will be large. If no accident shall 
oceur the crops of Nebraska will be immense in every 
article which the farmer grows. The price of cattle 
and hogs has also advanced. Al] these favorable con- 
ditions point to a gocd business in the fall and an early 
activity. The farmers, however, are being kept so busy 
that few buildings are now going up and hence the quiet- 
ness in the country trade. 

Building in Omaha has been better this season than 
it has been for many a year. Up to date the con- 
struction has been chiefly of residences costing from 
$1,500 to $5,000, much of which has already been com- 
pleted. In May ninety-seven .water connections were 
made with new houses and the number for June will 
prove equally large. The erection of a number of 
large business blocks is expected in the fall. In the 
vicinityof Harney and Sixteenth streets four large busi- 
ness blocks and office buildings will be erected. There 
is a great demand for both dwelling and business houses 
and although building has been going on all over the 
city the demand has not been satisfied. Wholesale deal- 
ers say that they are kept busy filling orders and that 
their wagons are traversing the city streets from morn- 
ing until night. 

There has been no scarcity of cars, as was the case 
last year, so there has been no difficulty in shipping 
goods. 

The Gerhardt Lumber Company, which deals only in 
western hard pine and redwood, is having all it can 
do to fill its orders. 

The H. F. Cady Lumber Company is busy all the day 
long supplying city customers with building material, 
and this is true of every wholesale dealer in town. 





AT A HAWKEYE LUMBER TOWN. 

Dubuque, Iowa, June 20.—There is a decided improve- 
ment in trade conditions in this market. The local de- 
mand is very active and shipments fully equal to a year 
ago, and the prospects are excellent for a large volume 
of trade the balance of this month. This applies not 
only to lumber but to the sash and door business. 

The P. J. Seippel Lumber Company received a raft of 
lumber and the Standard Lumber Company a million 
and a half feet of logs the early part of June. 


THE SOUTHWEST. 


IN THE CALCASIEU DISTRICT. 

Lake Cuar.Les, La., June 20.—For the week just past 
mill men have been crowded with orders for material 
and they are getting out these orders with considerable 
dispatch, as they have on hand an ample stock to 
satisfy almost any demand. With this batch of orders 
filled it will be necessary again to fill out their yard 
assortments. Yard stocks here are still normal, in the 
aggregate about 29,000,000 feet. 

Manufacturers report a big inquiry from the east 
and also that the percentage of orders reecived from 
this section is almost equal to that of last year; prices, 
of course, are not so good, but still on the orders that 
are being taken there is a very fair margin of profit. 
Dimension stuff in large quantities is being shipped to 
the northwest. There was a total of 1,100 cars of lum- 
ber shipped out of Lake Charles during May; ordi- 
narily about 1,900 cars a month is the average output 
here, Wholesalers in the Red river district were heavy 
buyers at this market since last report, many of these 
orders for future delivery, sixty and ninety days, 
though a large quantity is for immediate shipment. 
Texas dealers are beginning to order with a little more 
celerity than they have shown for the past few 
months, Reports from this state show that stocks are 
still in pretty bad shape and that assortmerts are not 
nearly so complete as they were this time one year 
ago. _ The greatest drawback to the Texas trade just 
now is the fear of the boll weevil, but dealers say that 
if it can be warded off until the middle of next month 
the confidence of the farmer and almost the entire 
state will have been restored and manufacturers may 
then look for some nice orders. 

In southwest Louisiana the rice crop already has a 
fine stand, while in the northern portion of the state 
Sugar cane is coming on beautifully, so farmers are 
beginning to turn their attention to needed improvements 
and retail lumbermen report a steady demand, a 
demand that is not calling for big volume of lumber, 
but many orders for small quantities. 

Several hundred thousand feet of decking is being 
shipped from Lock, Moore & Co.’s mill this week. R. 








C. Irwin, inspector for the United States government 
at Portsmouth navy yard, is inspecting the material 
and in the first hundred thousand feet less than 2 per- 
cent was rejected. The Bradley-Ramsay Lumber Com- 
pany is also getting out a large quantity of decking for 
one of the eastern navy yards. 





THE CHANGED FREIGHT RATES IN TEXAS. 

Houston, TEx., June 20.—Carl F. Drake, secretary of 
the Lumbermen’s Association of Texas, issued a call 
for the executive committee of the association to meet 
in this city to take action regarding the order of the 
railroad commission changing the lumber rates for this 
state. In response to the call the committee assembled 
in the office of President J. M, Rockwell, this city, 
on June 13. As a result of the meeting a letter was 
sent to the railroad commission of which the following 
is the text: 

At a meeting of a number of the lumbermen of Texas, 
held in Houston on this day, we were selected as a com- 
mittee to file with your honorable commission a respectful 
protest against the putting of lumber into class E, as is 
contemplated by your late order. 

‘Fhe present condition of the lumber market is very unsat- 
isfactory. Many of the larger mills have already shut 
down and nearly all of the others having any considerable 
body of timber are curtailing their manufacture, for the 
reason that the manufactured article is not now bringing a 
price commensurate with the cost of timber. 

This general disorganization of the Lusiness, we believe, 
will be further augmented by any disturbance of rates at 
this time. We are not prepared to judge, of course, from 
your standpoint or that of the railroads, as to the wisdom 
of the course pursued by you, but we do believe that a 
present disturbance of rates will further decrease the 
demand, as the interior buyer will not know how to act under 
the new conditions, 

Trusting that you will pardon our presumption and that 
you will give our communication your consideration, we are

The commission has mimeographed a formal letter in 
answer to the protests, which is sent out in the name of 
the secretary, which reads as follows: 

We beg to acknowledge receipt of your favor of the — 
inst., protesting against the adoption of circular No. 2081, 
fixing class E rates on lumber on a mileage basis and asking 
for a rehearing on same. 

In reply, I am directed by the commission to advise: 
Pefore the promulgation of circular No. 2081, Texas classi- 
fication on lumber, the commission held public hearings in 
the cities of Fort Worth, Dallas, Houston and Austin, at 
which places all parties interested were given an opportunity 
to present arguments pro and con on this question. 

And the commission, after mature deliberation and care- 
ful consideration of all the facts bearing on said matter, 
issued its said circular No. 2081 as a result of said hear- 
ings, which circular the commission deems just and equita- 
ble, and you are respectfully advised that the commission 
will not reopen this question and that its action in this 
respect is final. 

It is the opinion of the commission that the effect of said 
circular is to equalize all lumber rates in Texas and, further, 
you will note that under class E rates the maximum rate in 
common-point territory is 17 cents. as against 18% cents 
under the present rates, with a maximum rate of 25 ccnts. 


After considering the communications the commis- 
sion unanimously voted to let the order stand as orig- 
inally made. A letter has been addressed to the lum- 
bermen and the roads informing them of this action. 
It is now up to them to do their best if they do not 
want the order to go into force on July 7.

A MANUFACTURER ON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


TorPEKA, KAN., June 21.—Our trade is very good and up 
to this time of this year it is in advance of any previous 
year that we have experienced. While conditions may not 
be better than they have been, our increased business may 
be the result of being better prepared to take care of the 
business furnished us and possibly on account of being 
somewhat more aggressive this year than formerly, but up 
to this time the volume of our business is very satisfactory. 
While we have had rain and plenty of it and to the extent of 
causing floods in different sections of our state, we feel 
now that the weather is settled to that extent that the 
roads will improve from this on. In this section we under- 
stand things are in very good condition. There is more 
building in this city than usual, 

We understand ‘the wheat is looking fine. The farmers 
in Kansas are the autocrats of the situation. Crops have 
Leen fine for the last few years, and farmers have realized 
a good price on what they had to sell. They have plenty 
of money and are making use of it generally in improvements 
on their farms in the way of buildings. 

We think it general over the state that the dealers have 
no large stocks on hand and attribute that to the some- 
what demoralized condition of yellow pine, which is the 
bulk of the stock of a retail lumber yard. We are carrying 
a cons‘derably larger stock than usual which we find is 
necessary with our increasing trade. As stateg™ above the 
yellow pine market is considerably demoralized. Pacific 
coast products are somewhat weak. We understand the 


banks in Kansas are loaded with money and suppose plenty 
of money cap be had where proper security can be fur- 
nished.

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 21.—President B. C. Cald- 
well, of the State Normal School, while riding with a 
prominent Louisiana lumber manufacturer was offered 
$100 toward building in each parish in the state a 
public school house. ‘lhe manufacturer, whose name Mr.

WESTERN FLORIDA EXPORT NEWS. 

Pensacora, FLa., June 21.—The local pitch pine tim- 
ber market remains practically at a standstill as to 
prices. A number of sales were reported during the 
week and a few of these were of some magnitude, but 
the transactions did not appreciably affect the market, 
which remains dull and inactive. Sales made during 
the week ranged from 14 to 16 cents, and one lot sold 
for a slightly advanced figure, but was of extra quality 
and cut. 

The tremendous stocks at Ferry Pass have been 
reduced slightly by the sales, and also by the exporters 
who have been loading vessels from those stocks, but 
there still remains a very large amount of timber stored 
there. This, it is stated, is primarily the reason why 
the market has not been affected by the recent sales, 
the exporters as well as manufacturers well knowing 
that this stock can be drawn upon at any time and 
for any amount of timber that may be desired to fill out 
cargoes.

Contract mills are reported as running on fairly good 
time, the timber being used in furnishing cargo for ves- 
sels arriving to exporters who make future contracts 
for their lumber and timber. 

Exports for last week exceeded 7,000,000 feet and 
characterize it as one of the best weeks for June, so 
far as outward movement is concerned. 

The final transaction in the transfer of the plant and 
property of the Milligan Mill Company, at Milligan, 
dfla.. near here, has been made. The new concern is 
known as the Scotch Manufacturing Company and had 
a capital stock of $50,000. This-has been increased, 
however, to $100,000. The owners are all foreigners, 
with one exception. In addition to the plant, which is 
in good condition, the property consists of a large 
acreage of almost virgin timber lands.

Of the lumber, 1,087,266 feet was shipped to 
fereign ports and 11,700,000 coastwise; 50,000 shingles 
were exported,

GEORGIA COASTWISE TRADE. 

SAVANNAH, GA., June 20.—Local lumbermen are 
greatly pleased since they joined the Savannah Board 
ot Trade by the action of President Young, of that 
body, who proposes to inaugurate a plan whereby lum- 
ber exports from this port by all routes will be regularly 
reported on the boards. The vessel sailing, the amount 
she carried, name of shipper, destination ete. will all be 
given. For this’'the lumbermen have been waiting for 
a long while, but never before have been able to get it. 
The matter will be called to the attention cf the proper 
committees of the Board of Trade at once by the presi- 
dent with a view to putting the plan into working order. 
This will not only bring to the lumbermen quick benefits 
following their joining but will also be the means of thie 
more interesting them in the work. 

The Eagle Manufacturing Company, a local corpora- 
tion, whose plant is on the outskirts of Savannah, has 
just entered both the wholesale and retail business. 
Heretofore the company has been doing a strictly retail 
lumver business. W. H. Lawson, « well and thoroughly 
posted lumberman, has been employed to take charge o! 
the wholesale departmeri. On the Louisville road the 
company’s plant consists of planing mill, saw miil, dr) 
kiln, box factory and a saw mill at Lyons, Ga. 

It looks improbable that saw mills should close down 
on account of drouth, but such is the case with mills 
at Doerun, Fla., owned by tie Minnesota Lumber Com- 
pany. They cannot get enough water for their stock.

The streams are all low anc 
it has been almost impossible to get water for steam 
The continuance of the dry spell for four weeks longer 
will, it is believed, practically cut off the output from 
this state for the time being. 

In spite of the fact that the output has been cul 
down considerably by the closing down of so many 
mills prices have continued almost below the profit mark 
and the market is exceedingly quiet. Every class 0! 
lumber is off. Framing stock goods, which some time 
ago were in large demand and brought good prices, are 
off from $1 to $1.50. Shingles are off about 40 cents, 
while there is practically no car sill business, the prices 
offered by the railroads being unprecedentedly low. 
Inquiries in all lines continue fairly good but orders 
are still scarce. 

Up to the present time the demand for lumber has 
come almost entirely from the cities, the farmers having 
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purchased very little. It is believed that the demand 
will pick up considerably next month. As soon as the 
farmers shall have finished with their crops lumber- 
men expect that they will begin building and much 
expectation is based upon the good effect which will be 
brought about. With the output cut down and the 
demand increased, next month should see better prices 
and the few mills which find themselves able to run 
should do a splendid business and at a good profit. 

The National Lumber Company, with oftices in Atlanta, 
has moved its mill from Molina, Ga., to Woodbury, 
The mill at Woodbury will be put in operation within 
wu week. Dillon Akers, the general manager of the 
National Lumber Company and one of the best posted 
jJumbermen in the state, has just returned from Wood- 
bury. Mr. Akers visited the mill of J. H. Winkle & Son 
aut Kugene, Ga., a few days ago. He reports that the 
few mills that are running in Georgia are doing a very 
small business and that there is general complaint of the 
low prices. 

J. L. Brooks and D. F. Cox have put in a saw mill at 
Molina, Ga. The new mill is already in operation. 

C. B. King, of the King Lumber Company, Thomaston, 
Ga., was in Atlanta a few days ago. He brought the 
news that the King Lumber Company is closing out its 
manufacturing business and will operate a retail yard 
exclusively in the future. 

J. W. Byrd, manager of the Hutchinson Lumber Com- 
pany, Pelham, Ga., was here some days ago to adjust 
claims with the insurance companies. The mill of the 
Hutchinson company was recently destroyed by fire. _ 

The W. 8S. Pratt Lumber Company, of Atlanta, Miss., 
Willie S. Pratt manager and sole proprietor, was fined 
$25.75 in the recorder’s court last week for violating 
a section of the city code in reference to retailing 
lumber from railroad cars. Miss Pratt is one of the 
few women lumber dealers in the country. Her company 
has no yard in Atlanta but has been operating a busi- 
ness direct from the cars. It was shown that the com- 
pany had sold lumber from ears in less than carload lots, 
which is in violation of a city ordinance. 





FROM THE OLD DOMINION. 

NorRFOLK, VA., June 22.—In Berkley, just across the 
Klizabeth river opposite Norfolk, three large lumber 
manufacturing plants are located, the properties of which 
are in close proximity to each other. ‘These are the 
IX. H. Barnes Company, manufacturing lumber and box 
shooks from North Carolina pine; the Greenleaf John- 
son Lumber Company and the Tunis Lumber Company. 
Last Saturday night about 11 o’clock fire was dis- 
covered in the pump house of the Barnes plant. Nothing 
but the pump house was consumed, the damage amount- 
ing to less than $300, but had it not been for the com- 
pany’s well kept and systematic fire protection system 
and had the wind been blowing with any force there 
would have been a different tale to tell on Sunday morn- 
ing. 

After a shutdown of several weeks the Atlantic Shook 
& Lumber Company’s plant resumed operations last Mon- 
day morning under new management, with good prospects 
for successful operation. About two years ago the old 
concern was organized and erected what is considered one 
of the best equipped plants for this branch of the lum- 
ber industry in the south. The machinery was all new. 
and was the result of years of close observation and 
study on the part of W. W. Tunis and C, W. Rocka- 
feller, Adverse conditions forced the old concern into 
the hands of receivers. The machinery has been thor- 
oughly overhauled and operations begun anew under 
the management of the recently organized concern, the 
Wallace-Mayo Company. 

B. F. Black, the New York representative of the 
Fosburgh Lumber Company, was in Norfolk for several 
days last week. Mr. Black considers the outlook from 
« New York standpoint very favorable to the lumber 
business. 

The Lenoir Woodworking Company, of Lenoir, N. C., 
has recently been incorporated by J. R. Irwin and J. M. 
Powell, with capital of $20,000. The concern will erect 
a plant to manufacture furniture and building material. 

The new car service rules adopted and put into effect 
by the Corporation Commission of Virginia are working 
good results for shippers, especially lumber manufac- 
turers, The railroads are fighting shy of paying demur- 
rage for not supplying cars, and thus far the new rules 
are working both ways. 





FROM THE MARYLAND METROPOLIS. 


Bavtimore, Mp., June 22.—It was a pleasant party 
which went down on the steamer Danville, of the York 
River line, last Friday evening as guests of Gen. Fran- 
cis KE. Waters, president of the Surry Lumber Com- 
pany, to view the company’s large saw mill plant at 
Dendron, Va., where everything is conducted according 
to up-to-date methods.

WITH THE MEMPHIS TRADE. 

MEMPHIS, TENN., June 21.—Builders and contractors 
of this city claim that all the members of the Retail 
Lumber Dealers’ Association are in an agreement 
whereby the prices of lumber are fixed by a person 
employed by that organization for that purpose. The 
contractors and builders claim that they were able at 
one time to make something out of their large buying 
because of the reductions which they were given in con- 
sideration of the size of their bills. They say that 
the payment of cash once cut a considerable figure, but 
that now it is entirely out of the question to buy at 
any but the figures fixed by the person who is paid 
by the association. The members of the association 
acknowledge that prices are established but say that 
the members of the association are not forced to abide 
by them and that they can cut them with impunity. It 
is a striking fact, however, that they have not been 
cutting prices in the least and the builders and con- 
tractors maintain that there is a lumber trust in Mem- 
phis in reality if not in name. 

There will be an important meeting of the Lumber- 
men’s Club of Memphis Thursday afternoon for the 
purpose of taking action on whether or not the members 
of that body will have an inspector of lumber to be 
paid a regular salary instead of the fee which has 
been in vogue for inspection here in the past. Secre- 
tary George Ehemann has issued the call and, owing 
to the importance of the meeting, he has urged a large 
attendance. 

Jacob Weiss & Sons, of Memphis, have purchased 
a site for a factory at Jackson, Miss., for the manu- 
facture of spokes. The building of the plant is to 
begin at once and it is to be in operation as soon as 
possible. The plant will have a capacity of 2,000,000 
spokes a year. The local plant turns out about 4,000,- 
000 annually. The company will draw its timber supply 
from the Pearl river section, in which there are large 
quantities of timber. 

Eastern capitalists have bought 40,000 acres of coal 
iron and timber lands in northwestern Alabama, in 
Walker county, just below the Tennessee state line, and 
have announced their intention of building a railroad 
from New Decatur into the property with a view to 
developing it, but no definite arrangements looking to 
this end have been made. The timber on the tract 
is largely of the hardwood variety and is abundant. 

The Lumbermen’s Club of Memphis has appointed 
E. E. Goodlander, formerly president of that body, as 
the commissioner to serve with representatives from 
the other business bodies here in the matter of securing 
a new union station. W. H. Russe, of Russe & Bur- 
gess, has been appointed a commissioner for the same 
purpose by the Business Men’s Club. 

R. J. Darnell, of R. J. Darnell & Co., of this city, 
accompanied by his wife, sailed from New York on 
June 22 for Europe, where he will remain for several 
months. He is in the habit of making a tour every 
year in connection with his export business, which is 
large. 

Herr Ludwig Bronger, of Dusseldorf, is in this city 
conferring with the Memphis trade regarding lumber 
conditions. 

The Singer Manufacturing Company will increase the 
capacity of its plant at Cairo, Ill, one-half; the Cairo 
plant as it now is comprises ten large buildings cover- 
ing nearly sixteen acres of ground, and last year it 
turned out 1,250,000 tables. This year indications are 
that the plant will turn out 1,400,000 tables. An 
increase of the capacity one-half will therefore mean 
an annual capacity of 2,100,000 tables. The enormous 
amount of lumber used in the manufacture of the tables 
can scarcely be imagined. 





IN THE SHADOW OF OLD LOOKOUT. 


CHATTANOOGA, TENN., June 21.—All lines of wooden 
product manufacture in Chattanooga except lumber 
are very active now. The furniture factories are going 
overtime. The crate factories have been unable to 
supply the demand. Plow implement, bending and 
wagon stock, cooperage and telephone cross arm mills 
are running on full time to keep up with the contracts 
in hand. 

Capt. A. J. Gahagan, a well informed lumberman of 
this city, speaking of the lumber situation said: 

The saw mills in Chattanooga will not cut this year their 
average output of lumber. The Loomis & Hart Manufactur- 
ing Company is the only mill here that now has a supply 
of logs that will run it exceeding sixty days, and unless 
there should be another tide or two the Chattanooga mills 
will cut only 60 percent of their usual output. The Loomis 
& Hart company has been active in the purchase of logs and 
has a supply to run its plant to October, and should it get 
another tide will run the full year. The demand for lumber 
is not as good as a year ago, ye. the mills have been ship- 
ping most of their stock in shipping condition. But they 


do not anticipate a very active demand, at least until after 
September 1. 


_ The local demand is good both in manufacturing and build- 
ing lines. The planing mills will probably show up the 
largest volume of work of any year in their history. Chat- 
tancoga and its suburbs and the tributary country demand 
for good stock. 

J. M. Card, president of the J. M. Card Lumber Com- 
pany, is in New York for a few days. This company 
will erect a band mill in its Chattanooga yards. 

Clarence Day, of Wiborg, Hanna & Co., Cincinnati, 
is traveling this territory and north Georgia for his 
firm. 

The Ferd Brenner Lumber Company reports trade 
very quiet abroad, but finds some demand for good 
oak. 

The Hugh McLean Lumber Company, of Buffalo and 
Louisville, now has a branch here occupying a part of 


the quarters lately occupied by the Case Lumber Com- 
pany. 

H. L. Barto, lately representative here for Taylor & 
Crate, of Buffalo, is now with the Chattanooga Cooper- 
age Company. He is succeeded by G. E. Bailey, lately 
ot Buffalo, who will look after the southern territory 
for his firm. 


IN NORTHEASTERN TENNESSEE. 

BrisToL, TENN., June 21.—With the good weather pre- 
vailing much lumber, principally 4-4 and 8-4 oak and 
poplar, is being hauled from the many country mills to 
the railroads and shipped. The greater part of the 
lumber is put upon northern markets, while a large part 
of the oak is billed t> exporting companies. Poplar is 
bringing a fairly good price, ones and twos about $36 
to $38. Oak is bringing equally good prices. 

The manufacture of shingles and lath is increasing at 
many mills in the section tributary to Bristol. ‘The 
Stone-Huling Lumber Company is handling many lath 
and shingles from the country mills, while other lumber 
firms are receiving heavy demand for them. 

Much local pine is now being cut in this region, but 
scarcely any of it is shipped out. The pine cut is not 
of a very high grade and is mostly used for railroad 
timbers, 

Hemlock is in fair demand for framing and many 
mills are cutting more this year than for many years 
previous. 

The Bryan Lumber Company is shipping oak and 
poplar in large quantities to exporters as also is J. A. 
Wilkenson, of Bristol. Mr. Wilkenson has completed 
the saw and planing mills which have been under course 
of construction for some time, and is now running them 
to their fullest capacity. 

It is thought that the James Strong Lumber Company, 
suspended on account of litigation a few weeks ago, will 
resume operations at an early date, as it is said that 
following the resignation of General Manager Fleck the 
concern has or will change hands, and that resumption 
of business is positive. The mill has a daily capacity of 
something over 100,000 feet. 

The Morton-Willey-Lewis Lumber Company is run- 
ning its mill to its full capacity. 

Godsey Bros. are shipping considerable 4-4 and 8-4 
poplar to the eastern market. The stock is taken up 
from the country mills and hauled to the company’s 
operations in Bristol on wagons, where it is graded and 
loaded on cars, 

A great deal of yellow pine timber is being shipped 
in Bristol. The stock is mostly purchased by the rail- 
road and coal companies for bridge work ete. The 
price paid is regarded as above the average. __ 

The Bristol Door & Lumber Company is cutting many 
poplar logs, converting the greater part of the mate- 
rial into door stock. 

The Tug River Lumber Company has moved all its 
offices to Bristol and in the future the headquarters of 
the company will be here instead of at Big Stone Gap, 
Va., and Bluefield. The company’s operations are con- 
fined mainly to the lumber region near West Virginia. 
It has leased very desirable office buildings here. 








AT THE BUCKEYE STATE CAPITAL. 

CoLuMbus, Out0, June 22.—Visitors to this city from 
large cities at a distance regard business locally as the 
best in any territory they have visited, but think the 
trade outside of Columbus is inclined to be a little 
backward owing wholly to weather conditions earlier 
in the year, as farmers were very late with their work. 
When they shall get it done it is expected to be as 
bright in nearby towns as in Columbus, Comparing 
this year with last, a prominent retail yard man sal 
that the last four months had been as good if not 
a little better than the same period last year in net 
returns. 

Earlier mention was made that a large uumber 0! 
offic’ buildings were under construction and yet others 
in entemplation, <£ad now everywhere men are dig- 
ging cellars preparing to build dwelling houses, flats 
and other structures which require for their makeup 
large quantities of lumber, All of which brings a 
great deal of business to the retail yard men, and they 
are all as busy as can well be, having all the work 
they can handle. One large dealer, although he has a 
well assorted stock on his yard, has been receiving 
from six to eight cars a week to take care of his trade 
and to restock his yard, which is rapidly being 
depleted. 

Stock has been moving nicely the last few weeks 
and the carload trade is very fair as to both volume 
and price. The wholesale people are pleased at the 
outlook and do not fear any further failing off, as 
everything tends to more business and brighter pros- 
pects. Yellow pine is about the only wood that is very 
much off. ; 

W. A. Smith, president of the Kenova Poplar Manu- 
facturing Company, is in town on his return from 
Chicago, where the executive board of that company 
held a meeting the early part of this week. 

Ed. Vietmeier, of Vietmeier Bros., Pittsburg, is here 
this week on business for his concern. 

Francis Beidler & Co., of Chicago, are represented 
here this week by E. J. Robinson. 

F. M. Kirby, representing the Cherry River Boom & 
Lumber Company, of Pittsburg and Philadelphia, was 
in town this week on his way home from a trip on busi- 
ness through the south. 

_H. E. Wentz, assistant sales manager for the W. M. 
Ritter Lumber Company, has returned from New York 
state, where he went in the interests of the Ritter com- 


any, ; 
So far the only members of the lumber fraternity of 
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this city who has been to the World’s Fair is George

KENTUCKY HARDWOOD NOTES. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 20.—Business in this market, 
as at other points, appears to be in a peculiar situa- 
tion. Retail stocks are not large, but the dealers are 
buying very cautiously and only what they are abso- 
lutely compelled to have. Most of the dealers admit 
that the present appears to be a good time to pur- 
chase on account of the extremely low prices being 
made, but on the other hand they point to the fact 
that they have July and August, which are usually 
dull months, staring them in the face, and this to- 
ecther with politics leaves them to fear that prices 
may possibly go still lower and in consequence the 
trade is exceedingly light in all branches. 

The Lumberman’s Club met in its rooms in the 
Tyler building on the evening of June 17 and _ in- 
formally again discussed the old question of car ser- 
vice, the local rules of which are very unsatisfactory. 
From talks made by the various members present it 
now appears that a combined and determined effort 
is to be made by the lumbermen of this market to ob- 
tain car service rules which will be more equitable. 

John F. Kaul, of the Kaul Lumber Company, Hol- 


lins, Ala., visited Louisville when returning from 
the St. Louis meeting and called on George H. Wehm- 


hoff, the local agent of his company. 

A. E. Norman, of the Norman Lumber Company, 
said today that one of the peculiar features of the 
hardwood business was the fact that while prices were 
somewhat lower it was next to impossible to buy dry 
hardwood in any quantity. 

Thomas Combs and I. M. Combs, of the Combs Lum- 
ber Company, Lexington, Ky., visited the Louisville 
market this week and placed some nice orders with their 
friends in the wholesale trade. 

Arthur Musselman, vice president of the C. C. Mengel 
& Bro. Company, has just returned from an extended 
trip to the scene of his company’s operations in Cen- 
tral and South America. F. E. Proctor, who has charge 
of the sales end of this -firm’s business in the north, 
also visited headquarters this week. 

Kk. L. Edwards, of Dayton, Ohio, paid this market 
a flying visit during the week. 

J. N. Struck & Bro., the local retailers, are an excep- 
tion to the rule and report that they are exceedingly 
busy and that they are having some trouble in getting 
deliveries, which is probably due to the fact that they 
now have several large buildings under contract and 
require large amounts of special stock. 

Kk. T. Nobles, of the Consolidated Lumber & Shingle 
Company, Bellingham, Wash., was in Louisville on Mon- 
day and made arrangemerits to have his stock handled 
in this market in the future. 

Miss May E. Bradley and Paul E. Will, of the J. P. 
Will Company, were married here on June 22 and are 
now on their honeymoon at eastern summer resorts. 





WESTERN NEW YORK TRATE. 

3UFFALO, N. Y., June 21.—The increased proportion 
of hardwood lumber arriving by lake continues, with 
prospect of a good showing all summer. One yard is 
waiting for some that was paid for before it was 
shipped and now the mill man cannot possibly get it to 
the vessel, the water is so much more shallow than it 
would have been if he were waiting for his money. 

President C. N. Keeney, of the Keeney Lumber Com- 
pany, has gone to the World’s Fair and will stop at 
the seedsmen’s convention in Cincinnati on his return. 
He is a great specialist in that line and has a large tract 
of land about his saw mills in Mississippi that he has 
put under cultivation since cutting it over. 

F. M, Sullivan, of T. Sullivan & Co., who went to 
Oregon some months ago to look into the fir trade, has 
shipped considerable of it east and will send forward 
more before coming home at the end of the month. 





SOME CONDITIONS IN CANADA. 


TorONTO, ONT., June 20.—The movement set on foot 
some months ago to provide a system of inspection for 
hardwoods, looking to some degree of uniformity in 
classification, towards which initial steps were taken, 
has apparently fallen through, owing to the difficulty 
of reconciling conflicting interests and to apathy on 
the part of the trade. The absence of any official 
or generally recognized inspection system or mode of 
grading renders it difficult or misleading to quote 
prices, as practically each mill has its own system of 
grading. 

J. B. Jackson, Canadian commercial agent for Leeds 
and Hull, England, reports to the department of trade 
and commerce under date of May 28 that the British 
demand for furniture is real and increasing, the value 
of furniture imported into Great Britain in April 
having been $263,518. The exhibition of furniture at 
Bradford strongly accentuates the suggestions contained 
in a former report to the effect that anything at all 
florid in manufacture or finishing is entirely tabooed; 
simplicity along’ artistic lines should be the rules of 
the Canadian manufacturer for the British market. The 
report goes on to say: 

I see no greater opening for any class of business from 
Canada than I do in the furniture trade. To the manufac- 
turer who will procure the necessary drawings and get 
acquainted with the requirements of the trade there will be 


a steady and ever increasing demand for the products of his 
factory. 


There is also an increasing demand for flooring squares 


in oak or other suitable woods made in 18-inch, % of an 
inch in thickness; also wood paneling for walls with mold- 
ings to match in different widths from 2 to 4 inches. These 
panels and moldings must be finished along the same lines 
as the house furniture.

John L. Cutler. 


BANGOR, ME., June 20.—John L. Cutler, one of the oldest 
and most famous of Maine lumbermen, died at his home in 
Bangor on June 16, aged 75 years. He was born in Exeter, 
Me., and came to Bangor in the fall of 1859, entering the 
lumber business with D. R, Stockwell and George S. Chal- 
mers, under the firm name of D. R. Stockwell & Co. In 
1870 he formed a partnership with B. B. Thatcher and 
Darius Eddy, amd the three did business for four years 
under the name of Cutler, Thatcher & Co. In 1874 the 
firm became Cutler & Eddy, and so continued until 1885, 
when it was changed to Cutler & Co. In 1888 Mr. Cutler 
entered into partnership with the late Franklin Stetson 
and others under the firm name Stetson, Cutler & Co. This 
firm did an immense business, with mills on the Penobscot 
and at St. John, N. B., and had branches in New York and 
Boston. Some years ago, on account of failing health, Mr. 
Cutler retired from active business, although still retaining 
an interest in the firm. 

Mr. Cutler was a republican and for many years was 
prominent in politics, being elected to various city and 
state offices, In 1878 and 1880 he was a member of the 
Maine house of representatives and in 1883 and 1885 a 
member of the senate, being elected president of that body 
in his first term, with but two opposing votes. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Almira A. Cutler, who was the daughter 
of the late Joshua Chamberlain, of Exeter; a daughter, 
Adelaide Cutler, and three sons—George C. and Frederic 
B. Cutler, of Brookline, Mass., and John L. Cutler, jr., of 
New York city. 








Charles C. Mead. 


3UFFALO, N. Y., June 21.—Charles C. Mead has not been 
a hardwood lumber dealer lately, but his death on June 15 
will recall to many friends that he was for a considerable 
time a member of the firm of Mead & Stewart, I. N. Stewart 
taking the business alone when the partnership was dis- 
solved. Mr. Mead for a while had hardwood interests south 
and then sold them out and went into Buffalo real estate, 
personally overseeing the erection of the Touraine apart- 
ment house, the largest in the city. He was single and 44 
years old at the time of his death. A great traveler, he had 
been twice around the world and on many other long voy- 
ages. He was in easy circumstances and had numerous 
friends.

FOREIGN TRADE NEWS. 


LATE LONDON ADVICES. 
(From our own correspondent.) 

LONDON, ENGLAND, June 11.—The general trade of 
this country is in a very unsatisfactory state and the 
timber trade has ‘‘felt a draft’’ along with others. 
Naturally it depends very largely upon the condition of 
the building trade, which is very flat, the amount of 
speculative building going on in London and suburbs 
being particularly small. Then again merchants have 
recently been so badly bitten by the many builders’ 
failures that they are becoming very careful with whom 
they do business, in order to avoid bad debts. The 
f. o. b. trade is also reported to be dull. The absence 
of money has made buyers disinclined to purchase 
except from hand to mouth, even with the expectation 
that they will have to pay more later on. Altogether 
the prospect is anything but satisfactory.

The above figures show that the stock is almost an 
identical one with that of same date last year. Neither 
is there much difference in the various items. It will be 
noticed, however, that the stocks of Baltic goods show 
an all around reduction, but this shortage is more than 
made up by the increasing holding of Canadian stuff. 
Canadian pine would appear to be in a particularly dis- 
advantageous position, as whereas the stock is larger 
than it has been at this period for at least five years 
the consumption is only about half the average amount. 

The Pitch Pine Market. 

From inquiries made among the agents it is gath- 
ered that a little more business is doing as the result 
of increased confidence in the States. The principal 
stocks of sawn timber have now gotten into good hands, 
and as a result of this market being relieved somewhat 
sellers are not endeavoring to force sales in the way 
that they have previously been doing. There is still, 
however, a very small inquiry from the United King- 
dom market except for special orders, and it is dif- 
ficult to place cargoes now loading or on passage. One 
or two Darien cargoes are said to have recently been 
put upon the market, but not even 50s ($12.50) for 
30-foot average cube can be obtained. This variety has 
of course achieved for itself a somewhat bad reputa- 
tion of late and at the present time it seems to be 
boycotted at nearly all the large importing centers. 
Certainly it is sold at a lower price than what the gulf 
stocks realize, but even a difference of 2s or 3s a load 
does not make it sufficiently tempting for consumers to 
buy Darien in preference to Mobile or Pensacola wood. 
The current price for really fresh gulf timber to the 
United Kingdom is anywhere from 50s ($12.50) to 52s 
Gd ($13) for 30-foot. Large average wood such as 
35-foot to 40-foot was difficult to secure in the first 
few months of the year and prices varying from 55s 
(#14) to 57s 6d ($14.50) were freely paid. This 
class of wood has now fallen in sympathy with the 
smaller sizes and it is doubtful whether anything bet- 
ter than 54s ($13.50) to 55s ($13.75) could now be 
obtained. 

For prime lumber the demand is not great, but as 
buyers are beginning to realize that the visible supply 
is limited the prospect is rather better. Prices have 
fallen as low as £14 ($70) for 11-inch and upwards and 
£13 ($65) for floorings. 

Hewn timber is commanding fair prices but  ship- 
pers are experiencing considerable difficulty in dispos- 
ing of this class of wood, as they are unable to obtain 
steamers willing to take it. Most shipowners now ex- 
clude entirely from their charters the option of carry- 
ing hewn, and operators who have sold hewn timber 
largely are experiencing endless trouble in having to 
pay higher rates to get the stuff consigned. 

From the gulf ports 80s to direct port United King- 
dom is just about current rate of freight today, with 
the option of a second port at 82s 6d. Lower rates are, 
however, being taken and it is said that the John Bright 
has been chartered direct from Pensacola to Avonmouth 
(Bristol) at 78s 9d; also that another fixture of a 
large steamer, 1,200 to 1,300 standards, has been fixed 
at 83s 9d for three ports of discharge. From the Atlan- 
tic range rates are of course lower and 76s 3d from 
Sapelo to West Coast is a typical fixture. 

American Hardwoods. 

The depression in this branch of the trade continues; 
in fact it is perhaps more acute than when last writ- 
ing, and the advent of summer months is not likely to 
bring any relief. In walnut lumber there is not much 
doing, although prices are fairly firm, this being due 
to the fact that this article is not so heavily stocked 
as some others. All consignments, however, should be 
held over for the present. Prices ruling are about as 
follows: First quality inch boards, 5s to 5s 3d a 
cubie foot; 14%, and 1% inches, 5s 114d to 5s 414d; 
2-inch, 5s 3d to 5s 6d; 3-inch to 6-inch (with a fair 
proportion of good sizes), 6s 9d to 7s; medium is sell- 
ing at about 3s 6d and culls at 2s 3d to 2s 6d. 

The whitewood market is very much overstocked and 
exporters are strongly advised to refrain from sending 


wood here except on definite orders. The enormous con- 
signments that have recently come forward have stopped 
all orders for future delivery, and as sellers are pushing 
the wood rather than send it into store, the ruling prices 
are considerably below shippers’ ideas of ¢. i. f. value. 
The current rates are as under, per cubic foot: First 
quality inch wood 2s 6d to 3s; medium, 1s 9d; clear 
saps, ls 10d to 2s; culls, 1s 3d to 1s 4d. 

The oak market is likewise very depressed. Heavy 
consignments of oak have recently been made and as 
the building trade is in a bad way considerable stocks 
have accumulated. Shippers would therefore do well to 
avoid consignments of this class and ship only on firm 
orders. Prices range from 1s 9d to 1s 10d ¢. i. f., while 
in the event of parcels being landed 2s is all that can 
be obtained, and from this must be deducted selling and 
landing charges which amount to 3d a foot cube, so 
that the business is not a very remunerative one. Quar- 
tered oak is slow of sale and prices have a down grade 
tendency owing to the general slackness in the cabinet 
trade. For prime inch stock guaranteed prime 3s 9d up 
to 4s has been paid. There has never been a great trade 
done in the medium grades in London, but just now 
the demand is worse than ever; prices are 2s 3d to 
2s 6d a eubie foot. Sales of plain oak are difficult to 
make even with the present low prices ruling, prime inch 
wood being in greatest request. The highest class wood 
brings only from 2s 3d to 2s 4d a cubic foot. 

Perhaps satin walnut (gum) is the brightest spot in 
the market, although supplies are quite plentiful enough, 
Prices for first quality inch boards range from 1s 10d to 
Is 9d a eubie foot ¢. i. f., with medium at 1s 4d. 

Mahogany. 

There was a decided drop in prices during May con- 
sequent upon slackness in trade, coupled with heavy 
arrivals, During that month no less than 9,000 logs of 
Cuba came to hand, principally from Santa Cruz and 
Manzanillo. Unfortunately most of this consisted of 
small and indifferent wood, which is being cleared with 
difficulty even at the low prices ruling. The minimum 
price in the auction room has reached 244d (5 cents) 
au foot, while lower figures than this have been accepted 
in the case of large sales made by private contract. At 
the end of the month the stock of this variety in bro- 
kers’ hands was nearly 8,000 logs, which will suffice for 
a long time to come. A parcel comprising 1,362 logs 
of Nicaraguan wood is also reported, but this is being 
imported direct by the Segar Emery Company and will 
not therefore come upon the market. A large parcel of 
Honduras has also arrived, and although this is all of 
this favorite variety in first hands the outlook is not 
good owing to the general depression and no improve- 
ment can now be looked for until the autumn. 

Miscellaneous, 

Among American lumbermen now on this side are 
George D. Burgess, of the well known firm of Russe & 
Burgess, Memphis, Tenn,; C. W. Goodyear, hemlock 
manufacturer, of Buffalo, and George E, Merrill, of 
the Paine Lumber Company, Oshkosh, Wis., whose join- 
ery is so favorably known here. A large number of 
British merchants are visiting the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. 

Hardwood exporters in the States will learn with 
much regret of the death of Leonard Marshall, one of 
the oldest and best known hardwood merchants in Lon- 
don. A very familiar figure at the public sales, thie 
deceased gentleman, who was 65 years of age, was a 
splendid judge of mahogany and hardwoods and his 
advice was often sought by others in the trade. 





IN SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO. 


Toronto, ONT., June 20.—The Ontario crown lands 
department in order to protect standing timber from 
the danger from fire incidental to railroad construction 
has adopted regulations by which the following clause 
will be inserted in the agreements of all railway com- 
panies building roads through the newer districts of 
Ontario: 

It is hereby agreed that wherever the line of construc- 
tion of said railway runs through lands of the crown which 
are not covered by timber license and the government dees 
it proper for the protection of the forest wealth adjaceut 
to the line of construction to place on duty a staff of ti'e 
rangers for the protection of timber, it shall be at liberty 
to do so, and all expenses incurred thereby, whether for 0! 
in respect of men’s wages, or any other services, shall be 
borne and paid by said railway company. 

Another clause similarly worded provides for the pro 
tection of the timber in limits under license. 

The local market continues active owing to the extent 
of building operations, in which the present seasox 
promises to be a record year. The tendency of dealers 
to buy cautiously with a view to present requirements 
merely is still, however, very noticeable, the feeling 1 
the trade being that while a further rise in 
prices is unlikely there may perhaps be some redue- 
tion. While the higher and coarser grades are holding 
firm and to all appearance are likely to do so for 
some time there is a slight weakening noticeable in 
medium grades. The extraordinary demand for box 
lumber which has been very urgent for many months 
shows indications of slackening. The impression that 
a ‘presidential year’? means a diminished demand !% 
the United States exercises a strong influence in restraint 
of anything like speculative buying. There have lately 
been increased sales of Georgia pine at prices indicat- 
ing a disposition on the part of American dealers to 
look to Canada as a market for surplus stocks. 

The proposition of the Ontario government to con- 
struct and operate a short canal connecting the head- 
waters of the Sturgeon river with Lake Wahnapitae 
has been the subject of much controversy in the trade. 
The fact has been developed that the canal is already 
constructed and under operation. Lumbermen say the 
present outlet is sufficient and that if it shall be 
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enlarged it will benefit merely the holders of limits in 
the two townships of Mackeleaw and McCarthy at the 
expense of the larger number who also have interests on 
the Sturgeon river. If any further steps shall be taken 
protracted litigation is likely to result. 

During April Canada stood fifth among the coun- 
tries exporting hewn timber to Great Britain; Canada’s 
exports to Great Britain during that month were 
$112,414, as against $34,527 in April, 1903. Canada 
also stands third among the countries exporting sawn, 
dressed or planed timber, with $404,230 to her credit. 
It is also a noticeable fact that the large exporting 
countries in the above class of timber namely, Nor- 
way, Sweden and the United States, have sent to this 
country only about one-half of the exports they sent 
here in April of 1903. The imports of pit props and 
mining timber for April, 1904, are $587,230. 
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FROM THE CAPITAL OF CANADA. 

Orrawa, OnT., June 20.—The logs and pulpwood that 
were freed by the breaking of the big dam on the 
Ottawa river at Des Joachims were nearly all col- 
lected without any great difficulty. Later reports show 
that about 300,000 pieces of stuff were released. The 
logs belonged mostly to the Hawkesbury Lumber Com- 
pany, W. C. Edwards company, J. R, Booth, Fraser & 
Co. and the EK. B. Eddy company. 

In one day this week there were twenty-six Amer- 
ican barges in the canal anc river here, the largest 
number that has been assembled here at one time in 
many years. ‘The United States boats all carried coal 
from New York for local dealers, with the intention 
of securing lumber as return cargoes to their home 
ports. However, owing to the dullness of the lumber 
market visiting captains have been unable to secure 
much business and only a few of the barges loaded with 
lumber on their return trip. The others went down 
the Ottawa river to the St. Lawrence with the hope of 
securing pulpwood for movement to American mills. 

The barges belonging to the fleet of the Ottawa 
Transportation Company are unable as yet to load 
lumber at East Templeton or Calumet on account of the 
high water. 

The Ontario government treasury has just received 
$14,818 in succession duties from the estate of Mary 
Sparks Wright, widow of the late Alonzo Wright, lum- 
berman of Hull and commonly called in his lifetime the 
‘‘King of the Gatineau.’’ The total value of Mrs. 
Wright’s estate in Ontario and Quebee was $350,000. 
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TIMBER GROWTH OF THE HUDSON BAY BASIN. 

Orrawa, OnT., June 20.—J. W. Tyrrell, C. E., the well 
known explorer for the Canadian government in 
the far north, has, owing to the interest now being 
taken in that country, written an article descriptive 
of the Hudson bay district. The expression Hudson 
bay basin he says does not mean merely the bay and 
its coast lines but all the surrounding territory, amount- 
ing to 1,500,000 square miles, about equal to one-half 
the land area of Canada. This land is at present a 
closed book, as outside of the route through Hudson 
strait there is not a single commercial highway into 
it. Canoes and dogsleds remain the means of transpor- 
tation but he thinks the resources of the district are 
worthy of better facilities, The following is his list 
of the forest trees of the Hudson bay district arranged 
in the ascending order of their northern limits: 


White elm—Tound only in the most southern portion of 
the district, its extreme north limit, east of Lake Winnipeg, 
being about latitude 51 degrees; not very abundant. 

White pine—lound only as far north as latitude 52, in 
the neighborhood of Lonely Lake. Common and of fair size, 
about the head waters of the branches of the Moose river. 

Red pine—About same as white. 

Black ash—Found as far north as latitude 53, toward 
Lake Winnipeg, but only 50 degrees toward James bay. 
Common on the various branches of the Moose river but of 
small size. 

_ Cedar—Found as far north as the mouth of the Rupert 
river on James bay, along the Moose and Albany rivers 
around Lake St. Joseph, and Cedar lake, on the Saskatche- 
wan river, being in about latitude 53 deg. 40 min. Many 
trees are of large size, though not very abundant. 

Banksian pine, or jack pine—Extends as far north to the 
east of James bay as latitude 55 degrees, and trees of good 
size are abundant throughout this western part of the 
labrador peninsula. To the west of Hudson bay the range 
of this tree extends much further to the north, having been 
discovered at the north end of Selwyn lake in latitude 60 
deg. 30 min., and at the northeastern extremity of Great 
Slave lake in latitude 62 deg. 45 min. Dr. Bell reports it as 
es abundant and of large size in the valley of the Albany 
river. 

_, Balsam fir—Northern limit on east side of James bay, at 
Great Whale river. To the west it crosses the Nelson river 
at about latitude 55 deg. and then turns in a northwesternly 
direction toward the mouth of the Athabasca river. The 
tree is common below this limit, though not very abundant. 

Canoe birch—One of the most common and valuable for- 

est trees of northern Canada. In the Labrador peninsula 
it extends as far north as Great Whale river; is very com- 
mon south of this, but not of large size, commonly not over 
six inches in diameter. West of the bay the limit extends 
in a northwesterly direction, passing a little north of Sel- 
wyn lake. 
_ Aspen, or common poplar—Has about the same northern 
limit as the birch and is the most widely diffused tree of 
North America. It is very abundant within its range 
throughout the Hudson bay district and is one of the most 
valuable of the forest trees, being commonly as much as 10 
or 12 inches in diameter. 

Balsam poplar, or balm of Gilead—Extends considerably 
further north than the white poplar, but is much less com- 
mon. East of Hudson bay this tree is found as far north 
as Richmond gulf. West of the bay it disappears near Fort 
Churchill, and thence\its limit extends in a northwesterly 
direction, about parallel with those of the other northern 

ees, 

American larch, or tamarac—-This tree is the rival of the 
Spruce in the range to the northward and, as regards 
abundance, it stands second only to the black spruce. It is 
usually the largest tree of its neighborhood. It attains a 
fine growth throughout many parts of the country, south 
and west of James bay. 

Black spruce—Is by far the most abundant tree in the 
Hudson bay district, forming possibly 75 percent of the 
Teeny ferent ; as a rule too small for the manufacture of 











White spruce—Though much less abundant than black, is 
very common everywhere throughout the forests of the 
Hudson bay district. Its northern limit, which is about 
the same as the black spruce, is, on the east side of James 
bay, in about latitude 57 deg., a few miles north of Rich- 
mond gulf. On the west coast of the bay the limit extends 
to latitude 59 deg., at the mouth of the Seal river; thence 
it extends in a northwesterly direction, passing close to the 
mouth of the Copper Mine river, and on to the mouth of the 
Mackenzie river. 


NEWS FROM NEW BRUNSWICK. 

Sr. Joun, N. B., June 20.—Up to the end of May the 
lumber shipments from St. John to transatlantic ports 
were about 9,000,000 superficial feet less than in the 
like period of last year. The following shows the ship- 
pers and the quantities:

For the like period last year the totals were 54,030,377 
feet of spruce, 2,795,766 feet of birch and 3,264 tons of 
birch timber. Of this year’s shipments all went to the 
British Isles except 3,464,981 feet, which went to Aus- 
tralia. ‘The shipments to United States ports have also 
been smaller than usual at this season of the year. 
Several large steamers are now loading deals for British 
ports and several square rigged sailers are in port. 
Charters are not being made very freely, despite the 
fact that the freight from this port to the west coast 
ot England by steamer is only 34s to 35s, a very low 
rate. The markets are extremely dull. 

The British market has suffered from some failures 
in the trade and from a slackening up of business 
activity, without any notable reduction in the availabie 
supply. Baltic whitewood is cheaper than last year, 
and what is called Galatz whitewood, from a newly 
opened lumber region in Austria, is also a keen com- 
petitor this year of Canadian spruce. Some buyers of 
New Brunswick spruce deals are this year handling 
Galatz whitewood. It is clear that this is to be a year 
of moderate or even low prices for spruce deals, with 
reduced shipments, Some operators are considering the 
advisability of storing part of their logs until next 
year. The cut in the last two years has been too large 
for the demand, and there must be a reduction of the 
output to level up the market. It is true that buyers 
have been holding off for lower prices and it is prob- 
able that conditions will improve later in the season, 
but there may be some idle mills during part of the 
summer. 

Bank logs (logs hauled out by small operators to the 
banks of the main St. John river for sale) brought 
$4 or $5 a thousand less this spring than last. In fact, 
there was more than $5 between last spring’s highest 
and this spring’s lowest price. The unmarked logs in 
the booms on the Restigouche river were sold at auction 
last week. The William Richards Company purchased 
them, paying $8.02 a thousand for spruce and pine 
logs, $6.25 for battens and $6 for cedar. 

The logs on the headwaters of the St. John river are 
coming along much better than was expected and it is 
now stated that only a comparatively small quantity 
will fail to reach the corporation limits. But the 
water is falling fast, and some of those which are in 
the corporation limits may be caught by the fall of 
water before they can reach the booms at Fredericton. 

It is stated that the railway now being built along 
the south shore of Nova Scotia will open up some timber 
lands not easily available in the past, and the Smith, 
Ridlon Lumber Company, of Portland, Me., is bonding 
and purchasing some tracts in that region. 
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AN IMPROVED APPARATUS FOR OVERHEAD 
CABLES. 


John F. and David J. MeKay, of Bowie, La., have 
invented a tension regulator for the overhead cables used 
in lumber camps in transporting logs from the place 
where they are felled to the railroad. The invention pos- 
sesses the most important two elements in mechanics— 
utility and simplicity. 

A most important feature of the device is the man- 
ner in which the blocks and cables are secured to the 
tree, whereby the probability of an accident dye to the 
falling of any portion of the overhead structure is 
almost entirely avoided, thus eliminating to a great 
extent the danger which heretofore has been incident 
to working in the vicinity of overhead structures. The 
improved apparatus will safely manipulate the larg- 
est and longest cables in use, and permits of changing 
the cable lines without loss of time. 


PAPAAEOOOO 


A company that has several yards in Oklahoma takes 
the ground that the yard business has been overdone 
in that territory. It says that owing to the rapid devel- 
opment of the country and the remarkable amount of 
building and improvement that has been done within 
a comparatively small space of time, aided by the rail- 
roads that have been built through the territory, the 
tendency has been to overstimulate the process of put- 
ting in lumber yards. Now there are too many. Set- 
tlement and upbuilding having in a measure been accom- 
plished, it is apparent ‘that the amount of business that 
was done during the boom cannot be done with the 
country in a normal condition and a readjustment will 
be necessary before the yard trade can become profit- 
able. There are now too many yards and too much com- 
petition. In the view of our correspondent those who 
wish to go out of the business will have to be absorbed 
by those who wish to stay. Hence the manufacturers 
of lumber cannot expect and will not have as much 
demand for their product from Oklahoma as they have 
had since settlement began.

Communications were read from EF. P. Burton & Co., 
J. S. Newell, A. B. Cramer, Blackstone Manufacturing 
Company, Wilcy, Harker & Camp Company, and Jack- 
son Bros. Company, regretting their inability to attend. 

The minutes of the directors’ meeting held April 28 
were read and approved. 

Reorganization. 

The only unfinished business left from this meeting 
was that of effecting a reorganization and securing a 
new charter for the association, which matter had been 
delegated to President Roper. He explained to the 
meeting that the charter under which the association 
had been operating had been found to be inadequate 
for the purposes cf the association, the most objection- 
able feature of which was the stock feature. He stated 
that a charter had been secured for the North Carolina 
Pine Association, Incorporated, and that it was  pro- 
posed to dissolve the old association and organize the 
new one upon the lines set forth therein. He stated 
further that it would be impracticable to continue the 
present meeting as the old erganization and dissolve at 
its termination, as this would invalidate the action 
taken therein, and he therefore proposed that the mem- 
bers proceed to the dissolution of the old association 
and the organization of the new, and offered toward 
that end the following resolutions: 

Whereas, The stock feature of the association has been 
found to be inconvenient and impracticable and has caused 
more or less confusion ; and 

Whereas, An organization on broader lines to meet the 
changed conditions of trade and to effect a more general 
co-operation is desirable; therefore, be it 

Resolved, ‘That the North Carolina Vine Association be 
dissolved, that a committee of three be appointed to close 
up its affairs, with authority to transfer its effects to the 
North Carolina Pine Association, Incorporated, which is to 
be organized under a charter recently granted by the Cor- 
poration Commission of this state. 

Resolved, Second, That the new association is commended 
to the members and the hope indulged that it may be made 
still more effective than the present organization, which has 
conferred such great benefits to the industry in the past. 

These resolutions were unanimously adopted and the 
North Carolina Pine Association stood dissolved. Those 
present at the meeting then convened as incorporaters 
of the new association; the charter was read, and on 
motion of George W. Jones was unanimously accepted. 


By-Laws Changed and.Adopted. 

The proposed by-laws drawn up by President Roper 
were read. Mr. Blades moved that Article 10, Section 
2, regarding the expenses of inspector while inspecting 
claims made against members of the association, be 
changed to read that all of the expense of the inspection 
should be borne by the member requesting the same, 
but that the association pay the salary of the inspector. 
After some discussion this proposed amendment was 
adopted. A motion that the by-laws as they then stood 
be adopted was unanimously carried. 

Election of Officers, 

The association proceeded to the election of a presi- 
dent, and upon motion of Mr. Jones Capt. John L. 
Roper was unanimously elected. Under the by-laws the 
election of the other officers devolves upon the board of 
directors and such action was deferred until after the 
adjournment of the meeting of the membership. 

Additional Membership. 

The application of the Southern Saw Mills & Lum- 
ber Company, of Kingsdale, N. C., W. J. Edwards, re- 
ceiver, was unanimously approved, and Mr. Edwards 
was cordially invited to take part in the meeting. 

A Report from the Secretary. 

John R. Walker submitted a report which he had 
drawn up as secretary of the North Carolina Pine As- 
sociation, which called for more co-operation on the 
part of the members in submitting their monthly re- 
ports which are used in the making up of statistics for 
information to the manufacturers in the association. 
In his report, further, it developed that the cut of mem- 
bership mills for March of this year was 54% percent 
less than for March of last year; for April, 114 per- 
cent less than last year, and for May also 114 percent 
less. The record of shipments shows that for May, 
1904, they were 17 percent less than last year and 8 
percent less than for the month previous. 

The record of the reports of stocks unsold, submitted 
by twelve association mills, showed that stock unsold 
June 1 of this year was 27 percent less than on June 
1, 1903. Reports for June 1 as compared with May 
_ 1 show an increase of 7 percent. May 1 shows an in- 








crease of 13 percent over April 1. 
port Mr. Walker said: 

We have been making persistent and repeated efforts to 
bring into the association all available manufacturers and 
have a mailing list of nearly 200 names to which we mail 
from time to time communications of a general nature which 
we think will prove interesting to non-members and have a 
tendency to bring them into the fold. We have recently sent 
out 8U0U postals to such concerns, asking for statements of 
their output and the character of the lumber which they 
manufacture, promising in return that they will be placed 
upon our mailing lists for changes in price lists, grading 
rules ete., as we deem it essential that the entire industry, 
whether within or without the association, should be ad- 
vised of association prices and make an effort to obtain 
same, 

Our official inspector has also made efforts along these 
lings and has visited twenty-one non-association mills, ex- 
plaining to them minutely. the character and benefits of our 
work. Ile has from this number received three applications 
for membership, two of which—the Tilghman Lumber Com- 
pany and the Ayden Lumber Company—have become mem 
bers of the association. Three or four more have promised 
that they will apply later, 

The Rate Book. 

The rate book which has recently been issued has 
met with very hearty approval, and 102 copies have 
been distributed to members and 20 to subscribers. The 
association’s inspector has visited 50 association mills 
at which he has made a detailed inspection of plants. 
He has also visited 21 non-association mills and has 
acted in the settlement of two disputes. 


A Report from the National Association Annual. 

President Roper, on behalf of the delegates to the 
meeting of the National Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, made the following report: 

The annual meeting of the National Lumber Manufac- 
turers’ Association was held in St. Louis May 24, 25 and 
=, our association being represented by J. ‘I. Deal, A. B. 
Cramer, John RK. Walker and myself, besides the president, 
Ik. C. Fosburgh. We had an interesting and, I think, protit- 
able session, the good effect of which will be felt hereafter. 
Among the matters of interest transacted were the success- 
ful financiering of the credit rating bureau and the disposi- 
tion of the report of the trade relations bureau. The sum 
of $16,000 was found to be necessary to complete the credit 
rating bureau and the issuance of the complete book. ‘The 
amount was promptly raised by the members present and 
in the near future we may feel confident to see the most

complete credit rating book and collecting agency system 
ever inaugurated so far as the lumber interests are con- 


cerned and which will be available only to the members of 
the atliliated associations of the National Lumber Manutfac- 
turers’ Association and will be furnished at a small cost, 
but each member to secure the privileges of the bureau will 
be required to pay the $40 heretofore asked for as an initia 
tion tee and which, | understand will cover the cost of the 
first year’s complete book. Many have paid this already 
and the amount has been used in carrying on the work thus 
tar, After the first year the idea is to furnish the book 
to members at a very reasonable price; the service will 
belong to the association and the benefits will be given to 


the members. I trust that all of our members may put 
themselves in position to realize the benefits. From the 
position taken by the National association on reciprocal 


trade relations I believe benefits will accrue to the members 
of our association and about which I will not take the tim 
to explain just now, 

At this point Mr. Deal moved that Mr. Babcock, one 
of the commissioners from Virginia to the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, he invited to address the asso- 
ciation at the banquet, which motion was unanimously 
carried. 

Mr. Blades called for a report of the price list com- 
mittee, but owing to the absence of the chairman of this 
committee no report was offered. Mr, Blades furthe: 
moved that the association hereafter meet monthly, 
which motion was seconded and adopted. 

Further New Officers. 

The association then took a recess for the banque! 
which had becn prepared, after which a meeting of the 
board of directors was convened to elect the other oili 
cers of the association. On motion of Mr. Jones, tie 
following officers were unanintously elected for the 
year: E. C. Fosburgh, vice president; R. S. Colin, 
treasurer, and John R. Walker, secretary.

and who at that time was traveling salesman for S. K. 
Martin. Mr. Switzer was a man of means and Mr. 
Barry became his partner by investing $1,000 in the en- 
terprise, the firm name being Switzer & Barry. In 1888 
Mr. Barry built an enclosed shed, 109x142 feet, which 
cost $2,500. This was among the very first of this type 
of shed, was widely talked about and the builder says it 
was an experiment which, with his experience in handling 
lumber, he would not repeat. This partnership was con- 
tinued until 1896, when the junior member retired and 
in 1897 purchased an interest in the Northwestern Lum- 
herman and moved to Chicago, a connection that he held 
until 1900—remaining a year or more with the AMERI- 
CAN LUMBERMAN, the outgrowth of the consolidation of 
the Northwestern Lumberman and the Timberman, In 
July of the same year, associated with W. H. McClintock, 
who for years was a member of the editorial staffs of 
the lumber journals named, he formed the Hawkeye Lum- 
ber & Coal Company, with yard in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
where both are still in business. 

From the start Mr. Barry has been a member of the 
Northwestern Lumbermen’s Association, having attended 
the first meeting of that organization. At the annual 
convention, January 21-24, 1903, he was elected presi- 
dent of the association, and was re-elected in January 
of the present year. No man could be a more enthusias- 
tic association worker. Probably few retail dealers are 
more capable of paddling their own canoes without the 
assistance of organization, but he recognizes that the 
association principle is one that protects the weaker 
members of the trade and does justice to all. Mr. Barry 
was instrumental in organizing the insurance company 
which goes hand in hand with the association and which 
yearly saves a large sum of money to association mem- 
bers. Early in the history of Hoo-Hoo he saw its ad- 
vantages in a social way and stepped into the ranks. 

The origin of Mr. Barry’s ‘‘Lumberman’s Actuary’’ 
has not before been told in print. He was interested in 
two yards of so small caliber that it would hardly pay 
to place in them managers who were good bookkeepers, 
and to lessen their labor and anxiety he made tables 
Which would assist them in computing quantities and 
prices, and these tables proved so welcome that from 
them grew the present Actuary, with its 250 pages, and 
which has proved a boon to thousands of retail dealers. 
In his student days mathematics delighted Mr. Barry, 
and here his love for figures and his ability to marshal 
them into useful form came well in hand. From the 
standpoint of the publishing house the composition of 
this book was a difficult task to undertake, several promi- 
nent houses lacking the facilities for doing the work. 
In the book there are by far more than half a million 
numerals arranged in close tables. Mr. Barry put thou- 
sands of dollars into its publication, the composition 
alone amounting to $5,000. For the first two years the 
work was of slow sale. Lumbermen to whom copies were 
sent as samples returned them, only later on to reverse 
their judgment and order the book. The first copy was 
sold August 13, 1893, to Oswald Oliver, Hastings, Neb. 
For the last eight years the sale has been steady and 
constantly increasing, the book going to every state of 
the Union. Probably not a day passes but that the mail 
and express companies carry copies to purchasers. Mr. 
Barry, assisted by his wife, is- also author of the 
‘*Telecode,’’ which is popular with the shippers of lum- 
ber everywhere. Both books are published by the AMERI- 
CAN LUMBERMAN. 

Thus it will be seen that, beginning life as a poor 
boy, Mr. Barry has climbed the ladder of success. He 
achieved scholarship. As a teacher he won an enviable 
reputation. In his methods as a retail lumberman he 1s 
showing thousands of others the way. In the association 
world no higher honors could be bestowed upon him than 
he has received. As an author he has produced works 
which every day are saving time and money to his 
colaborers. More than all of this, he is one of the best 











and truest of friends, a man who thinks broadly, whose 
highest enjoyment in life is gathered from the social and 
intellectual, and who covers with a mantle of charity the 
shortcomings of his fellow men.

In addition to the foregoing property, the Kirby Lumber 
Company owns 31.645 shares of preferred and 23.880 shares 
of common stock of the Houston Oil Company of par value 
$100 each. 

There is due to the Kirby Lumber Company on account 
of subscription to its capital stock $2,820. 

The unexpired insurance at the time the receivers were 
apnointed amounted to $22.458.08. 

The stumpage contract between the Kirby Lumber Com- 
pany and-the Houston Oil Company is not given as of any 
nresent value. owing to the fact that it is subject to for- 
feiture and the further reason that it has not vet been 
determined whether or not it may become a liability by 
reason of damage for failure to comply with its terms. 

The contract which was held by the Kirbv Lumber Com- 
panv for the purchose of 189,000 acres of timber land known 
as the Kuntze land has been forfeited. 


Tn addition to the foregoing it is stated by the master 
in chaneerv that there are outstanding vendors’ and 
equipment lien notes on some of the lands and equip- 
ment in the list of assets given. Tt also was stated that 
the stock of the Houston Oil Company and a large 
amount of notes and accounts due the Kirby Lumber 
Company are pledged as collateral. 

Tn regard to what has been known as the Kirby-Frisco 
or the Yoakum deal, the following was the substance of 
the master’s report: 


The company on November 23, 19038, borrowed $600,000 
and executed its note to C. W. Hilliard, trustee, of New 


York, for this amount. and entered into a contract with B. 
Kk. Yoakum whereby the company agreed to sell to Mr. Yoa- 
kum or his nominee 140 miles of the company’s railroad, 
with the agreement that a railroad corporation was to be 
formed under the laws of Texas; that the railroad should 
be conveyed to this corporation: that of the stock of the 
corporation the Kirby Lumber Company should have 49 
percent and Mr. Yoakum or his nominee 51 percent; that 
bonds to the amount of $1,000,000 should be issued when 
legally authorized, and from the proceeds of the Londs the 
above loan of $600.000 should be paid and the balance paid 
to the Kirby Lumber Company, and the company was to 
nay $12,000 a year for the use of the road to carry its own 
freight. Pursuant to this contract. the lumber company 
conveyed the railroad to C. W.. Hilliard, trustee. and the 
railroad corporation has been chartered. but nothing fur- 
ther has been done and the receivers of the lumber com- 
pany hold possession of the railroad. It is understood that 
steps will soon be taken to enforce or cancel this contract. 


In regard to the valuations placed on the property 
listed the master in chancery states that the valuations 
given are those compiled by the temporary receivers, 
who were experienced mill and lumbermen, 

It is further stated. however, that the timber and 
timber lands on a stumpage basis do not represent the 
cash market value of the lands and timber for it would 
require several years to realize on their sale as at pres- 
ent cut and measured. ‘The title of the lands, however, 
has been examined. The liabilities of the Kirby Lum- 
her Company are shown in the following schedule, and 
the further report of the master in chancery is sub- 
joined thereto:

DIVIDENDS PAID. 


On January 1, 1902, the amount of preferred stock out- 
standing was $2.500,000, and on that date a dividend of 
$87,000 was paid. On July 1, 1902, a like dividend was 
paid. Nearly all of this stock was then owned by J. H. 
Kirby, the president of the company, and he collected the 
$175,000 dividends except $10,000 paid to the stockholders ; 
but soon after Mr. Kirby on account of the failure of the 
company to obtain money to pay debts then due, returned 
to the company the $165.000 drawn by him, so that the 
sum of $10,000 is all that has in fact been paid on dividends, 


Timber Certificates. 


The Kirby Lumber Company issued no timber certificates. 
The Houston Oil Company issued timber certificates to the 
amount of $6,925,126. of which $100,000 has been paid 
The Kirby Lumber Company agreed to purchase of the 
Hfouston Oil Company timber more than sufficient to pay 
these certificates, and agreed to pay for a minimum quan 
tity each year whether used or not, and under this contract 
the lumber company paid to the oil company $1.610.968 for 
timber not used, and is indebted to it $748,066.34 for tim 
ber cut and used under the contract. 


Suits Pending. 


The company has one suit pending for a small tract of 
land in Hardin county, and one suit on a note. Against 
the company are pending six suits for personal injuries in 
which damages to the amount of $84,925 are claimed; two 
suits for damages aggregating $21,094.12 for breach of 
contract: two suits for insurance; two suits on account for 
about $2.500. There are also about twenty-five suits which 
were brought in justice courts for amounts due laborers for 
wages, but the permanent receivers have settled these 
claims and these cases have been or will be dismissed. 

The company is defendant in nineteen suits for land he 
longing to the Houston Oil Company or other parties, but 
has no interest in the suits, except for portion of timber 
purchased. 

Interventions Allowed. 


The intervention of Lanier & Martin, of Beaumont, which 
was heard a few days ago, was acted upon yesterday morn 
ing by Judge Burnett, special master in the Kirby Lumber 
Company matter. Te allowed this firm fees to the amount 
of $3.612.607 for legal services rendered the Kirby Lumber 
Company; of this amount he allowed $1.875 with a prefer 
ence lien. Both the interveners and the timber certificate 
holders excepted to the ruling. 

The application of the receivers of the Kirby Tumber 
Company for authority to forfeit the McShane timber con 
tract was reported on favorably by Judge Burnett.

Establishing a Precedent for Retailers. 


KANSAS Ciry, Mo., June 21.—Attention has been called to 
the action taken by a prominent retail lumber dealer fn 
Kansas against an express company to recover damage for 
oe of glass, which will be of interest to all retail 
dealers. 

A shipment of glass was broken in transit. The consignee 
presented a claim to the agent of the express company, which 
was sent forward through the regular channels and promptly 
turned down by the express company, which advised the 
consignee to make a claim on the shipper for the damage 
The dealer decided to test the matter in a legal way and 
promptly brought suit for the amount of the claim—$4—iIn 
a justice court. When the knowledge of the suit came to the 
superintendent of the express company he at once directed 
the company’s agent to pay the claim with costs. “to avoid 
a lawsuit over a trivial matter.’”’ The dealer who brought 
the suit realized that the lawyer's fees would be more than 
the amount of the claim, but he has established a precedent. 
and it is thought that if the dealers generally would take 
similar action in cases of this kind the express companies 
would soon see it to their advantage to give them greate! 
consideration, 





Reviving a Farcical Case. 
PORTLAND, Ore., June 18.—-June 6 the United States cir 


euit court of appeals at San Francisco handed down & 
decision in the suit brought by Arthur S. Ellis against 


Inman, Poulsen & Co. and others, doing business in Port 
land under the name of the City Retail Lumber Company, 
which reverses the decision of Judge Bellinger, of the 
United States court of this city. The action was for $27,000 
triple damages for the alleged refusal to sell Elis lumber 
it being claimed that the defendants had formed a combina 
tion to control the output of lumber in Oregon and Wash 
ington and the City Retail Lumber Company was an organ! 
zation maintained in violation of the Sherman anti-trus! 
act. Judge Bellinger held that the scope of operations of 
the defendant was confined solely within the corporate 
limits of the city of Portland and that it was not interstate 
in the conduct and extent of its business. The cireuit court 
of appeals based its opinion on the decision of the suprem 
court in the Northern Securities ease. The case is _an echo 
of the building trades’ strike which occurred in Portland 
iast summer. In this case the United States cirenit court 
of appeals set no sum for damages but ordered a new trial 
in the United States district court. 





A Test Case Over Logs Lost by Freshet. 


BANGOR, ME., June 20.—'The famous case of Marsh & 
Ayer vs. the Great ‘Northern Paper Company, which has for 
two years attracted the attention of lumbermen all ove! 
Maine, was argued before the court that adjourned its ses 
sion here last week. The court may not render a decision 
until a year from now. In this action plaintiffs sue to 
recover $20,000 for logs that were carried to sea in the 
great freshet of 1901 on account, as it is alleged, of negli- 
gence on the part of the defendants, who had the driving 
countract, in not getting them to boom in proper season. 
Upon the outcome of this case depend seven other suits, 
involving in the aggregate about $200,000 for lost logs, 
the complaint and allegations being the same in each case. 
The court is to decide at the January, 1905, term, upon the 
admissibility of much of the evidence in the Marsh & Aye 
case, and if upon so much of it as may be declared admiss!- 
ble a verdict for plaintiffs shall be warranted then the 
court is to render judgment for plaintiffs for the amount 
sued for, this being the agreement of the parties at the 


time the case was taken from nisi prius and referred to tho 
law court.

AT THE GOLDEN GATE. 


San Francisco, Cat., June 18.—Though the ship- 
ments from the mills in Humboldt and Mendocino coun- 
ties have been heavy for June up to date, and though 
this month may come nearly equaling. May in the vol- 
ume of these shipments, still there are some probabilities 
the other way. This is the season when the Alaska 
trade can be carried on and there remain only a few 
weeks for vessels to load up for these northern ports 
at San Francisco and the cities on the sound. The 
result is that the vessels suited for this trade make this 
their harvest season and take charters to Nome, Dutch 
harbor and other ports in preference to carrying lum- 
ber. Several vessels have been taken for this and also 
for the off shore trade, so that the supply of tonnage 
is less than if was in May, and there is, of course, not 
so much available as at the earlier period. Then, too, 
{his is the season for shipping bark from these northern 
counties and many small vessels which should have been 
employed in the lumber trade will be used for this pur- 
pose. The deliveries, therefore, are expected to decline 
during the latter half of this month and in July and 
August. This does not indicate any falling off in the 
demand for redwood Jumber—simply that transporta- 
tion is not equal to its needs. The supplies on hand 
here will therefore have to be drawn on in the event 
that the demand exceed the deliveries, 

This is the log raft season and it is promised that 
three mammoth rafts will be on hand here during the 
next four months. One of the rafts is about completed 
and is said to be the largest of the kind ever constructed 
on this coast. It was put together at Stella, on the 
Columbia river, Washington, which seems to be the 
center of the raft building industry. It is cigar shape, 
about 700 feet long, and has been put together by the 
Robertson Raft Company. It will be brought to this 
city by the Francis H. Leggett, which has recently taken 
a cargo to Midway island, The vessel is owned by the 
Hammond Lumber Company, of this city. The steamer 
is now on the way to Portland, Ore., and the first and 
largest of the rafts will be soon coming down from 
Stella and it will contain about 8,000,000 feet board 
measure. This raft will come to the Hammond Lumber 
Company. 

The movement to bring all the fir mills together on 
the understanding that they were to work only five days 
in the week has not progressed to a conclusion as 
quickly as its ardent advocates in this city could desire. 
Most of the big mills are, however, a unit on this mat- 
ter, and no doubt concerted action of some kind will be 
the result. It may be said here, however, that the 
kind of lumber that is being shipped to California and 
sold at very low figures was not first class, and under 
even the most favorable circumstances no very big 
price could have been had for it. So when manufac- 
turers get a little over the cost of transportation they 
are “in” by that much. But the idea of selling lumber 
at such Jow figures is not favored. by the more impor- 
tant manufacturers. As regards the advance in trans- 
portation rates, despite the averment to the contrary, 
the increase of 50 cents is being paid. 

George Wilcox, of the Albion Lumber Company and 
long connected with the shipment of redwood east, left 
for Chicago yesterday. The Albion reports a very good 
month so far and it is exnected that the output will 
fully equal that of May. The company is getting out 
lots of ties. Its contract with the Tonopah road is 
almost filled, there remaining only about 15,000 more 
ties to be supplied. 

A. B. Hammond. president of the Hammond Lumber 
Company, is now in this city and reports matters very 
active at headquarters in Humboldt county. 

_ L. L. Long, secretary of the Pacific Lumber Company, 
is out of the city. 

The wedding of Miss Josephine K. McEwen, daughter 
of D. N. MeEwen, the well known lumberman, and Por- 
ter Emerson Lamb, of Los Angeles, took place on the 
evening of June 15. 

One of the roads in the southern part_of the state has 
placed an order for 100,000 railroad ties, 8x8, 8 feet 
long, of Oregon pine. 

The associated sugar and white pine mills report all 
mills running and the demand very good. An order for 
Australia is now being filled, the Piteairn Island taking 
considerable. Business in other directions is reported 
quiet. F. F. Sayre, the general agent, looks for a very 
good vear. ; 

D. H. McEwen. agent for the El Dorado Lumber Com- 
pany, says that demand is keeping ahead of production 
and that it will be so during the entire season. He is 
shipping sugar and white pine to Boston. Pittsburg and 
several places in Pennsylvania. He says the sugar pine 
mills have not nearly the amount of lumber to cut that 
they anticipated; that is to say, the tracts on which they 
are working will not turn out as much lumber as 
expected. 

Mr. Montgomery. of Montgomery & Mullen, Los 
Angeles. has been here several days, looking up sugar 
and white pine. It is believed that there is some big 
deal in sugar and white pine on hand, as three or four 
eastern men, whose names are kept quiet, have been in 
this city lately. 

The new steamer Cascade, for Charles R. MeCormick 
& Co., is making good “progress and will he regdy about 
October. The firm has chartered the steam schooner 
Redondo for five trips to San Pedro. 

Hiram C. Smith, president of the Pacific Lumber 
Company, is in the country on a vacation, 


KE. M. Fennick, of the Hammond Lumber Company, 
says that it is not accumulating any stock at Samoa, on 
account of the demand for the production of the mill. 
At present the machinery is being replaced. 

F. M. Davis, a well known Michigan lumberman, is in 
town. 

Captain Krebs, of the Caspar Lumber Company, says 
that business keeps up wonderfully well and that his 
company has had an inquiry for a large number of red- 
wood ties. 

The El Dorado Lumber Company, whose plant is now 
near Placerville, Cal., and whose general office is in the 
Safe Deposit Bank building, this city, has lately been 
making many improvements about its plant, which began 
sawing the first week in June. Among the additional 
machinery put in is an Allis-Chalmers Company 8-foot 
double cutting telescopic band mill, which, with the old 
9-foot single cutting band of the same make and the 
other improvements made, greatly increases the capacity 
of the plant. A 10-foot steam feed, a Hoo-Hoo nigger, 
a 12-foot steam feed for the single cutting band and a 
Stearns 66-inch edger with steam lift are among the 
new machinery installed in this plant. Power is fur- 
nished by a new Reynolds-Corliss 22x42-inch engine. 
The mill is being run quarter overtime and is turning 
out 150,000 feet a day. The company has a circular 
saw mill in addition, which has been remodeled, and a 
72-inch edger and twin engine installed. The two mills 
together are turning out 200,000 feet a day, running 
quarter overtime. The logging equipment has been in- 
creased by four logging wheels and four Dolbeer and 
one bull donkey engine, giving a capacity of 225,000 
feet in ten hours. A 33-ton Shay locomotive has been 
purchased to run between the mill and the yard. A 
broad gage railroad is being built from Placerville to 
the storage yard, a distance of seven miles, and a 65- 
ton Shay broad gage engine is on the way from the east 
to run on this track. <A postoffice will be established at 
the yard soon, to be called Camino. At present the 
company is shipping about 100,000 feet a day, hauling 

from the yard to the railroad with two traction engines. 
Kk. M. Harmon is the president and general manager of 
the company and S. J. Rassette the secretary, in charge 
of the San Francisco office. The sales of the company 
are being handled this year by D. H. McEwen, formerly 
its manager, who is now engaged in the wholesale lumber 
business, with offices in the Crocker building. He states 


that the output of the plant for this year has already 


been contracted for. 

The Clark Lumber Company has completed its new 
mill, eleven miles from Placerville. This plant is 
eauipped with a circular saw and is turning out about 
25,000 feet daily. D. R. Clark is the resident manager. 
The company logs within 1,000 feet of the mill and has 
an excellent opportunity to manufacture cheaply. It is 
likely the company will put on a traction engine to haul 
the lumber to the Southern Pacific at Placerville, or to 
Camino when the railroad shall be completed to the lat- 
ter place. A. P. Parker, of Dempster & Co., this city, 
is interested with Mr. Clark in the company and looks 
after the business at this end. 





IN THE CITRUS FRUIT BELT. 


Los ANGELES, CaL., June 17.—Some dealers complain 
of inereased dullness in the lumber trade within the 
last week while others report no material change, but 
the amount of lumber going out each week is consider- 
ably in excess of the amount going out in the corre- 
sponding weeks of last year. Right in town building 1s 
rather quiet, there being only a moderate number of 
new business blocks started lately, but work is still 
progressing on several large sky-scrapers that were 
started last winter or earlier. Reports from dealers 
outside of the city show little change in the larger 
towns, while there is an actual increase in building all 
along the seashore. Since last report several new 
resorts have been platted and active work begun in 
building and preparing for summer visitors. At many 
of the old resorts work is being pushed on new houses. 
It is hardly expected that work will continue as active 
in the building line the balance of the summer as dur- 
ing this month, but there is reason to believe that build- 
ing will continue all along the coast ata fair rate until 
the beginning of the usual active season next fall. 

Pasadena is showing some striking improvements of 
a solid and permanent character, which will add 
greatly to the metropolitan appearance of this beauti- 
ful resort. These are along the business streets, while 
back in the residence districts is nearly as much build- 
ing of dwellings and apartment houses as during the 
busiest season. There are five lumber yards in Pasa- 
dena and all of them report a fair trade, The old 
vards that have been in business for years report the 
best summer trade for several years. Riverside is 
recovering from the Hayes defaleation and the conse- 
quent bank suspension, and an exposure of serious civic 
rottenness, and is again busy in the building line. 
Redlands had something of a setback in the poor 
returns for the orange crop on which it largely 
depends for business, but as returns have been much 
better of late it has recovered from its rather blue 
state of feeling and building is again active in the city. 
San Bernardino is rather quiet on account of the 
unsuecessful strike of the machinists of the Sante Fe 
road. 

The more southern towns in the valley all show a 
fair degree of activity in the building line at present 
but some of them will undoubtedly fall off in that 
respect later on, as some of the crops will be short and 
there will not be the usual amount of money among the 
ranchmen to spend for improvements. This will cause 
something of a falling off in the wholesale trade here 
and at San Pedro, but it will last only until the next 


rainy season, and no one is particularly discouraged 
over the outlook. 

The report of the city building inspector shows, as 
was anticipated, something of an increase in the num- 
ber of permits issued last week, which was 120, of a 
total value of $220,340. The total number issued for 
the month up to the evening of June 11 was 190, 
aggregating a value of $332,256. This was an increase 
over the permits issued the preceding week in both 
number and value and shows an increase over the cor- 
responding week of last year which is quite satisfac- 
tory. 

Prices are not any more satisfactory than at last 
report, There has been no particular change, but it 
cannot be learned that any one is selling for any less 
than last month. Dealers are not forcing trade at all, 
and as a rule are holding very firmly to prices that 
have been given in previous reports. From $17 to $18 
is the rule for common Oregon pine and $21 is held 
firmly for common redwood. 

There is a good deal of briskness in traction rail- 
road building, which ealls for more or less lumber and 
a large line of railway ties and trolley poles, which in 
its way helps general business. Receipts at San Pedro 
have eontinued to be rather light all the week. The 
only arrivals reported for yesterday were the steamer 
Mandalay, from Eureka, now unloading at the South- 
ern Pacifie wharf for country yards; the steamer Pren- 
tis from Eureka via Redondo, where she unloaded part 
of her cargo. She is also unloading the balance of her 
eargo at the Southern Pacifie wharf for interior points. 
The last to arrive was the steamer Bee from Eureka, 
also via Redondo. She is finishing unloading at the 
Southwestern Lumber Company’s wharf. Altogether 
there are only thirteen cargoes of lumber unloading at 
San Pedro and one each at Redondo and Port Los 
Angeles. The big schooner Zampa came in two days 
ago with another cargo for the Inman-Poulsen Com- 
pany’s new yard. Eighteen eargoes are due at this 
port and are expected to begin arriving tonight. Some 
of them will first stop at Port Los Angeles and 
Redondo to discharge parts of their cargoes. Three ves 
sels sailed yesterday in ballast for northern ports to 
reload with lumber for Los Angeles dealers. A long 
list of vessels is scheduled as loading at northern ports 
with eargoes for Los Angeles and neighboring dealers. 

Work on the new planing mill and factory at San 
Pedro is progressing rapidly. 

Citrus fruit shipping is nearly finished for this sea- 
son and consequently but few shooks are coming in 
in that line, and, in fact, receipts of shooks are light 
in all lines at present, as is usual at this time of the 
year, 

There is a good deal of eastern oak stock offered for 
sale and if anyone eared to buy just at present it 
could be had at something of a discount, especially for 
eask or short time. 

A company of Los Angeles and Ocean Park capital- 
ists has secured options on extensive timber holdings 
in Mexico and is expecting to close a deal at an early 
date. The organization is named the Chamela Lumber 
Company, of which W. A. Nevill, of Ocean Park, is 
secretarv and manager. Mr. Nevill has just returned 
from Old Mexico and thinks the company has options 
of great value and is hoping to take possession at an 
early date. 

Several new manufacturing establishments will be 
started in a short time in the new manufacturing sub- 
urb of Dolgeville. Among others it is expected that 
George P. Bent, the piano manufacturer, of Chicago, 
will build a piano factory. The manufacture of sound- 
ing boards at Dolgeville is progressing and sales are 
made as fast as the boards can be turned out. The 
eempany has one man in the north all the time pur- 
chasing stock suitable for the sounding boards and it is 
understood that the factory will finally be made much 
larger than at first intended on account of the already 
large demand for the boards. 





AMONG THE NORTHERN REDWOODS. 


EvureKA, CaL., June 18.—There is no apparent move- 
ment in timber lands, although a number of inquirers are 
here investigating. Holders are not at all likely to 
sell out at less than present prices, and would-be buyers 
are holding off seemingly with the idea that a probable 
stringency in money may enable them to secure lower 
rates. Unless it be in some isolated case, where a 
holder has overloaded, cannot carry over a depression and 
fears a reaction, there is no possibility of lower figures. 
Especially is this plain in view of the total amount of 
available standing timber and the growing demand and 
widening market which it must supply. 

The Santa Fe is quietly but earnestly pursuing its 
extension work. General Manager B. F. Porter. of the 
Eureka branch of the Santa Fe, returned this week 
from San Francisco, where he had been to confer with 
the head officials. He reports that a bridge is to be 
constructed over the Yager river at Carlotta this sum- 
mer. Protection walls along Eel river will be erected to 
guard against the freshets, and the wharf at South Bay 
will be repaired, improved and extended. 

Chief Engineer Story, of the Santa Fe, arrived in the 
county on June 17, accompanied by H. C. Phillips, of 
the same company. The trip was made for the double 
purpose of inspecting the work now going on and for the 
placing of the construction of the Eureka branch of 
the Santa Fe under the charge and direction of H. C. 
Phillips. Chief Engineer Story has been in charge of 
the survey of three routes for over a year and the 
data is now all in the hands of the head of the Santa 
Fe corporation. A decision as to which route will 
be adopted will soon be made, and the construction 
work will be under Mr. Phillips. Mr. Story will proceed 
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to the east. There are now 230 men employed in day 
and night shifts on the Shively Bluff tunnel. They are 
making good headway. 

The Southern Pacific surveyors are surveying along 
main Eel river, both companies appearing to be still 
at work independent of the reported settlement con- 
cerning trackage. 

The Pacific Lumber Company is discarding the old 
methods of hauling water to its elevated camps that 
are above spring water and will supply the camps by 
means of pipes. This company is also constructing a 
mill pond. Some of the immense redwood stumps that 
are being taken out require ninety pounds of giant 
powder to tear them from place. This will serve as a 
storage pond, covering about twenty-five acres, and will 
he connected with the mill pond by a canal 500 feet 
long. The Pacifie Lumber Company is taking the lead 
in Humboldt county in adopting advanced methods in 
its operations. 

The steam schooner Northland was Jaunched from the 
Humboldt ways June 16. She was built for and is 
owned by E. J. Dodge, of San Francisco. She is to be an 
oil burner and will have a lumber carrying capacity 
of 750,000 feet. Her hull will be loaded with shingles, 
when sbe will be towed to San Francisco, where she will 
receive her machinery, 

The Cottrell molding mill, having moved into its new 
quarters has set up and in operation twenty-three 
machines, and installation of the full equipment is going 
on daily. This mill now has fine, roomy quarters, 
ample light and a thorough systematic arrangement of 


stocks. 


DOORS AND MILLWORK. 


PALL LI LF IFO 





The door trade is by no means in an unhealthy con- 
dition, There is lacking the snap and vigor that was 
witnessed last year and the volume is less, but as com- 
pared with a corresponding date of several of the years 
immediately preceding, the current movement is of favor- 
able dimensions. It is evident that manufacturers and 
jobbers had inereased their facilities for turning out 
regular or special work too greatly within the past year 
or two; and beeause the demand to take away this 
larger supply of goods has not appeared, they are prone 
to feel that their trade falls short of what they had a 
right to expect. There are some features of the demand 
that are plainly susceptible of improvement, but much 
that is lacking in the consumptive requirement is made 
up in the never-before-attained steadiness that has been 
imparted to values since the first of the year and the 
generally fair margin of profit that is to be realized on 
car loads as well as small lots in all parts of the country. 


Manufacturing operations are going forward with 


| reasonable activity, but the capacity of the factories is 


ahead of the current demand for stock goods, as is in- 


, variably the case at this season, so that in view of the 


| their 





backward demand factory men are disposed to keep 
output curtailed as occasion may réquire that 
there be no awkward surplus to burden them during the 
period of dull trade. At most of the factories the prod- 
uct is cut down to a greater or less extent, as the in- 
dividual case seems to necessitate. Some are reported 
to be turning out barely 50 percent of their normal 
capacity but the reduction in most cases is considerably 
less than that. At some of the Wisconsin factories 
stocks are inclined to be unwieldy, but as the whole- 
salers are figuring upon relieving them of from twelve 
to fifteen hundred ears of stock goods, running about 
66 2-3 percent to windows and 331-3 percent to doors, 
within the next six months, there is little likelihood of 
any serious complications arising in putting the balance 
of their stock on the market. At least with that quan- 
tity provided for and out of the way there will be, it is 
generally believed, no trouble in earing for the compara- 
tively small remainder. 

There seems to be enough building going forward in 
the territory tributary to Chicago to furnish sufficient 
orders to keep the wholesalers here tolerably well em- 
ployed. A majority report a fairly good business, or- 
ders for odd work keeping up well. The good supply 
of inquiries at hand indicates a continuation of some 
work through the heated term. Reports at hand here 
lead to the belief that building operations are on the 
increase, due to some extent, no doubt, to the lowered 
cost of material and labor. The impending political 
campaign is not likely to eut much figure in building 
calculations, as from the present indications the pros- 
pective outcome assures a continuation of existing laws 
governing finance and commerce. 

* * * 

Wholesalers infer that from the nature of their in- 

quiries a great many churches, school houses and other 


public buildings are going up over the country. One 
concern reports having received no less than seven 
church bills to figure within the past week or so. Quite 


a number of residence bills are also at hand, though few 
of these involve much stock work, the estimates calling 
almost invariably for odd sizes in all items. In fact the 
demand for stock sizes in the Chicago market as well 
as in most other markets is extraordinarily light, which 
is the principal reason for the recent action of the 
manufacturers in obtaining an assurance from the 
wholesalers which virtually relieves the former of the 
responsibility for a great proportion of their 1904 out- 
put. 


* * * 


The window glass market is in the doldrums and 
neither manufacturers nor jobbers see their way clear 


to any immediate betterment. The glass factories have 
nearly all closed down for the season and while stocks 
of window glass are not heavy as compared with previous 
seasons there is more offered than the market can ab- 
sorb at the moment. However, as consumption is going 
forward steadily a better condition may develop within 
the next four to six. weeks. Prices are weak and unset- 
tled. 


* * * 


It is reported at St. Louis, Mo., that there is a fair 
supply of business of a special character from the 
smaller towns in the territory catered to, but the call 
for stock sizes of sash and doors is much below what 
had been predicted. The warehouses are fairly well filled 
with stock of this sort and it is being held at full list 
prices, although dealers are not satisfied with their busi- 
ness. The territory east of the river is buying more 
freely than the southwestern country, the floods in the 
latter country probably having something to do with this. 
Very few straight car orders are being received, but the 
mills are managing to keep in operation on pretty full 
time. 

* * * 

The Kansas City, Mo., sash and door men report the 
June demand from the country rather quiet, and say 
that because of the bad weather during the first half 
of the month the trade wil] not come up to their former 
expectations. They look for a nice demand in July, 
and were present business more active the situation 
would be satisfactory. Jobbers in that territory are 
firmly maintaining the list, the largest buyers report- 
ing that no concessions are being made to them. The 
demand for mill work at Kansas City continues active 
and the mills are all busy. There is much new business 
in sight locally and the country is furnishing quite a 
nice lot of special work right along. 

* * * 


While there is some indication of improvement in the 
door trade in the east, the mills of Buffalo, N. Y., are 
still mainly dependent on the home demand. The 
building activity at Buffalo is greater than it was and 
promises to make a season after all, especially in the 
line of frame dwellings. On this aceount alone there 
will be plenty for the city mills to do through the sea- 
son. The strike of the stone masons did not set back 
this class of building as much as it did the larger struc- 
tures, while the demand for mill work runs high in 
comparison to their value. Reports from the door 
mills in the interior of the state are that they are feel- 
ing the improved seaboard demand and if the promis: 
of steady improvement in New York city building 
continues there will soon be plenty to do in all the mills. 
especially as the cities of the state are building fairly 


well also. 
* * * 


The door and sash trade in New York city is not alto 
gether satisfactory; at the same time nothing of a 
weakening nature exists. Local mills report a fainly 
geod trade but not as large as was expected for this 
season of the year, and wholesale distributers take an 
encouraging view of fall business. Some large opera- 
tions are under way and numerous inquiries for regular 
stock and special work indicate a well founded belief 
that the aggregate volume: of business will in the end 
compare favorably with last year. 

* * * 

The woodworking establishments at North Tona 
wanda, N. Y., are about as busy as usual at this season 
of the year. Operators report the volume of trade sui 
ficient to keep them going to their full capacity and 
orders continue to come in with a regularity that raises 
the hopes of the mill owners that the season is to he 
a fair one notwithstanding predictions earlier in 1!) 
year to the contrary. Most of the orders being booked 
are for houses, many of which are being built in thy 
Tonawandas and other places in western New York. 

* * * 


At Baltimore, Md., nearly all the sash, door and blind 
factories are running full time and almost to the limi! 
of their capacity. Orders are coming in with compar: 
tive freedom, and the outlook is promising. ‘There is 
every ind.cation that the volume of building will stead 
ily increase from now on until the weather puts a stc)) 
to it, and the demand for the product of sash factoric- 
will be correspondingly augmented. Prices are fairl) 
good, though out-of-town concerns make the competition 
lively. The manufacturers can lock forward at least 
to a moderately prosperous year in that market. 

* * * 


Pacific coast advices tell the story of great crops of 
cereals, Washington will have at least 1,000,000 tons 
of wheat. There is some doubt yet as to what that 0! 
Calif¢rnia and Oregon will be, but both together wil! 
total up at least another million, besides 750,000 tons 
of barley. All this bespeaks an unwonted buildin: 
activity in these three states. The contracts for Cal! 
fornta already mount up into the millions, and thi 
demand for doors will be greater in that state than 
ever before known. During the past week an unusual!) 
large supply of doors came to San Francisco fro 
Eureka. 

* * * 

At Los Angeles, Cal., the sash and door business is 
reported fair, in some respects better than lumber, “5 
there is an active call for windows and doors and int 
rior trim for a large number of buildings that have 
for some time been under way. Prices for doors ant 
windows remain practically unchanged, except that 
stock sizes from the north are perhaps a little weaker. 
There has been no material change in prices for inte 
rior finish and the shops seem to be doing a fair amount 
of business.

REPORT FROM A MANUFACTURING CITY. 


CADILLAC, MICcH., June 15.—Cadillae is in a class by 
itself on account of the large amount of hardwood lum- 
ber manufactured here into flooring, siding and the like. 
Nearly all the logs are railed in and their delivery to the 
mills is a continuous performance throughout the year. 
Our saw mills are now being operated full capacity, two 
saws cutting hardwoods and one saw cutting pine, hem- 
lock ete. Practically all of our maple, beech, birch and 
red oak lumber is manufactured by us into flooring and 
a large part of our basswood goes into beveled siding. 
Consequently our list of hardwood lumber which we sell 
as such is limited to ash, common basswood, cherry, rock 
elm and gray elm. Of these woods gray elm leads in 
quantity. We-have none in shipping condition yet and 
have not sold our winter’s cut, but expect to soon. The 
demand indicates better prices than the high mark 
reached last year. Our rock elm has just been sold at 
last year’s prices. Ash is strong in demand and will 
probably bring more than last year. We get very little 
ash and cherry from our forests. Basswood is said to 
be a little off in price, but we have not noted such indi- 

cations in marketing basswood products. At this writ- 


ing we have no unsold hardwood in shipping condition.

Louis. The lumbermen at Madison had made elaborate 
preparations for the outing this week, but on account 
ot the assembling of the Republican National Conven- 
tion at Chicago, as well as because of some other con- 
flicting events, it was found that the attendance at the 
outing could not be as general as had been hoped for. 
The arrangement to meet on the World’s Fair grounds 
September 7 will, it is believed, be enthusiastically ap- 
proved by all the members of the association. 


Mrs. H. G. Steenberg, widow of the late O. C. Steen- 
berg. the well known sash and door manufacturer of 
Fond du Lac, Wis., who died several years ago, has 
tendered to the trustees of the public library of Fond 
du Lae a handsome colonial clock as a memorial to her 
late husband. The timepiece will be elaborate in pattern 
and will be made of solid mahogany and eight feet high. 
The dial will be of lacquered brass and silver with 
raised figures handsomely engraved. It will be hand 
painted and will show the different phases of the moon. 
It will also have a chime of bells and will be elaborately 
made in every detail]. The clock, which is being made 
in Chicago, will be a handsome gift and will serve to 
long perpetuate the virtues of the man to whose 
memory it is to be dedicated. 


John W. Chapman, a leading business man of War- 
saw, Ind., was in Chicago this week in attendance at 
the Republican National Convention and called at the 
LUMBERMAN Office. While not engaged in the lumber 
business directly Mr. Chapman is the owner of a large 
tract of timber Jand on the Isle of Pines, near the coast 
of Cuba, and recently returned from a visit to his prop- 
erty. He regards the Isle of Pines as having some of 
the greatest natural advantages that can be found any- 
where in the world, possessing an ideal climate, the 
richest of soil and pure water. Mr. Chapman owns 
about 15,000 acres of land which is covered with yellow 





pine timber and will estimate from 50,000,000 to 75,- 
000,000 feet. It is his purpose to not only develop the 
timber tract, but also to dispose of agricultural lands 
which he has under contract to colonists. He says that 
three years ago there were only three or four Americans 
on the island, but this year there are over 700 and 
more are coming in all the time. 


Frank J. Fulton, formerly of this city, where he was 
engaged in the hardwood lumber business, later a resi 
dent of Terre Haute, Ind., and more recently of Padu- 
cah, Ky., where he has been in charge of the extensive 
interests of the Paducah Cooperage Company, has re- 
cently gone into a new enterprise in the shape of a 
large stave factory at Louisville, Ky. Associated with 
him in the project are I’. W. McKee, of Paducah, one 
time purchasing agent for the Paducah Cooperage Com- 
pany, and R. C. Waggener, treasurer of the Kentucky 
Refining Company, of Louisville. The name of the new 
company as incorporated is the Kentucky Stave Com- 
pany and it has a paid up capital stock of $15,000. 
While undertaking to do a general cooperage business, 
it has to start on a large contract with the Kentucky 
Refining Company to furnish upward of 5,000,000 
staves. Mr. Fulton has made a success of every opera- 
tion with which he has been heretofore connected aml 
in this new investment it is believed by his many friends 
that he will prove equally capable and successful. 


During his late visit at the St. Louis exposition D. $ 
Pate, under the effect of a spell of indigestion, suffered 
a fainting spel! and_ received medical attention. 
This happening gave rise to rumors that he had been 
overcome by a paralytic stroke. Now that he has fully 
recovered and feels as well as if nothing had occurred 
out of the ordinary he is annoyed to receive letters 
burdened with expressions of regret and hopes for his 
recovery, and to listen to rumors that he has encoun 
tered a dangerous physical crisis. Though Mr. Pate 
is a man who prizes friendly expressions exceedingly and 
thanks his friends for their interest and sympathy, lhe 
is glad to inform one and all that he is especially ani 
altogether alive and never felt better in his life. He 
hopes that this announcement in the journal that is 
read by about all the lumbermen on the continent wii! 
quiet the unpleasant rumor that has gained some circu 
lation. For one thing Mr. Pate can felicitate himse!! 
on having found out how he will be missed when he 
shal] finally take his exit, as all must sooner or later. 





TWO WELL KNOWN HARDWOOD MEN. 


The hardwood firm of Miller Bros., whose yard and 
office are located at the corner of Twenty-second street 
and Center avenue, this city, is composed of two of 
the best esteemed and most reliable hardwood men of 
the great Chicago market. Both have been connecte«| 
with the Chicago hardwood trade since their earl) 
youth, and while they are still young in years, their 
experience has been practical and thorough and they 
are regarded as among the best posted dealers in the 
market. 

The firm of Miller Bros. is virtually a family affair, 
there being five members of the family connected with 
the concern, although only Charles and Milton Miller 
are interestd in the business as partners, Charles Mil 
ler was born June 11, 1872, and is now 32 years of age.

Milton Miller was born October 29, 1873, and is 31 
years of age. They were educated in "the public 
schools of the city and both attended Bryant & Strat- 
ton’s business college, not only while they were attend- 
ing the public schools, but for some time after they hac 
actively embarked in the lumber business. Milton, 
the younger of the two brothers, was, however, the 
first to start in as a lumberman, having at the pi 
age of twelve years entered the hardwood lumber yard 
business as office boy.

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A NEW YELLOW PINE SAW MILL. 


While the Florala Saw Mill Company is a well known 
institution, the statement made in the above headline 
is by no means misleading, for this is the first news 
announcement made in an American lumber news 
paper of the complete installation of the modern saw 
mill plant owned by that company at Paxton, Fla. 

The Florala Saw Mill Company was organized in 
July, 1902, and purchased at that time a saw mill 
plant belonging to J. T. Hughes, and also acquired 
with this purchase 26,000 acres of "timber land in that 
vicinity. 

Since July, 1902, 24,000 additional acres of timber 
land have heen purchased, so that now the Florala 
Saw Mill Company owns in the neighborhood of 
50,000 aeres of high elass longleaf yellow pine lands. 

The mill site is on Lake Paxton, in Walton county, 
Ila., and the postoffice is Paxton, Fla. : 

The Florala Saw Mill Company has exceptional ship- 
ping facilities, as it is reached by the Central of Geor- 
gia by branch from Rome, Ga.; by the Louisville 
& Nashville branch, which runs southeast from the 
main line of that road at Georgiana, Ala., from which 
branch another branch runs east and south from Opp 
to Paxton, Fla.; and by the Yellow River road, a 
Louisville & Nashville possession, which runs from Crest- 
view north to Paxton. These various railroad lines 
enable the Florala Saw Mill Company to ship the 
product of its mill at Paxton into all portions of the 
United States east of the Mississippi river and fur- 
nish an outlet through Pensacola to all of the foreign 
trade. 

A view is printed herewith of the saw mill por- 
tion of the Florala Saw Mill Company’s plant, which 
was taken by an AMERICAN LUMBERMAN staff artist 
shortly after the mill started to run, in November, 
1903. The company broke ground for the erection 
of this mill in July, 1903, and the mill began run- 
ning November 15, 1903. The mill consists of a cir- 
cular and gang, constructed so that it handles logs 
with great facility for any branch of the lumber trade. 

The logs are brought into Paxton the full length of 
the tree and dumped into the large log pond and are 
eut into required lengths by a marine saw. The char- 
acter of the timber of the Florala Saw Mill Company 
easily enables it to cut and furnish any kind of tim- 
ber up to 75 feet in length. By a very ingenious 
arrangement the timbers produced by this mill are 
handled from the tail of the mill automatically and 
by this machinery are placed directly on ears for ship- 
ment. 

A superior planing mill, consisting of eight ma- 
chines, has been erected and is now in full operation 
for the preparation of general yard stock for interior 
shipment. This planing mill is supplemented by a 
four-room kiln, which will dry 50,000 feet of lumber 
daily. This kiln, which is a brick affair, was built 
by the National Dry Kiln Company, of Indianapolis, 
Ind. There is a shed contiguous to the dry kiln to 
which lumber is moved from the dry kiln automatie- 
ally, which will hold 1,000,000 feet of stock. 

The company is making a specialty of all heart rail- 
road timbers and of the export trade.

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THE MARKETS. 


CURRENT MARKET CONDITIONS. 


There are no salient features in the general lumber 
trade this week that differ essentially from conditions 
in several preceding weeks. The usual midsummer 
quietude is resting on the lumber business and is like- 
ly so to remain until the fall trade shall put in an 
appearance. Yet there seems to be nothing radically 
wrong about business as a whole except that the de- 
mand has shrunken to a percentage below the amount 
of product that is being manufactured and put on the 
market. The purchasing power of the country has not 
been reduced. Prospects for the crops are as good as 
they commonly are at this season. There is nothing 
in this feature that should cause apprehension or dis- 
couragement excent in certain territory where there has 
been a partial failure of the winter wheat crop, as 
in Jndiana, Ohio, Oklahoma and other sections. As 
to the corn crop of course that is yet indeterminate. 
Though backward, and where there has been too much 
rain, weedy, there is yet a fair chance for a large ag- 
gregate yield. The promise of the cotton crop in 
*Texas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory and in the south- 
west generally is bright, and the condition of that crop 
in other parts of the south is such as to _ inspire 
encouragement. It is yet too early to know positively 
what the outturn of the crop is to be, but there is no 
ground in present appearances for distrust. 

* * * 


Wtihout doubt much of the apathy that has come 
upon the western and southwestern retail trade within 
the present month has been caused by a tendency to 
wait for the crops to give a good assurance of fall 
trade or develop the opposite condition. In the mean- 
time many are going to the St. Louis fair, many others 
have visited Chicago during the republican convention, 
and still others will spend the summer in like auests 
after recreation and amusement. All are more likely 
to do this during the present summer than in seasons 
when there is a rush of business. In August we mav 
expect a considerable shaking off of the apathy which 
now prevails, but manufacturers and dealers are settiing 
to the conclusion that trade this vear is to he of a 
moderate character at the best. They do expect to 
handle a fair amount of lumber and other forest pro- 
ducts during the fall to meet the manufacturing and 
building necessities of the times, for both continue 
to require a large aggregate of stock. 

* * * 

The shrinkage in demand for forest products so far 
experienced has mainly resulted from a falling off of 
consumption by the railroads, the car manufacturers, 
‘and the corporations of all sorts that have halted in 
their expansive enterprises. The reauirement that 
comes of general manufacturing and building is nearly 
or quite as much in evidence as last year. The excess 
of product over consumption mainly arises from the 














lack of demand from the special classes of consumers 
named, and especially affects yellow pine, Pacifie coast 
product and some of the hardwoods. In order to restore 
the active conditions that prevailed until the middle 
of last year there will have to be a revival of railroad 
and other corporate demand. A better foreign require- 
ment would help in the return of activity, 
* * * 


The northern pine manufacturers of-the upper Mis- 
sissippi valley have recently canvassed the situation and 
have come to the conelusion that the time is ripe for 
a concerted movement to arrest developing tendencies 
toward demoralization of prices. They are showing to 
the makers and handlers of northern pine that there is 
no more available product this year than an ordinary 
demand will take care of, and they are exhorting each 
other to stand fast for the maintenance of values. 
Prices in the upper river country have been readjusted 
on some items to a new basis, and on that the trade 
will stand for the maintenance of the list. So far this 
season the disposition of northern pine has been but a 
small percentage below that of last year, though it 
has had to contend against a fierce competition from 
southern and western lumber. 

* *# 


The yellow pine business continues hampered by a lack 
of special requirement from the corporations and the 
builders of heavy structures. The demand for ordinary 
structural work in the cities and in the agricultural 
districts does not appear to be sufficient for absorption 
of stock in amount equal to mill capacity. The effect 
of this is a continued softness of prices. In the south 
western states the retail trade is disinclined to stock 
up at present prices. The partial failure of the wheat 
crop in Oklahoma has cut off some demand in that ter 
ritory, but cotton, corn and other crops are promising, 
and a good fall business is expected. In Texas the 
crops are looking well and an abundant yield is expected, 
wheat having turned out sucecssfully as was predicted. 
The acreage of cotton is large, and the outturn will be 
abundant if the boll weevil shall not do too mueh injurv. 
Tn the entire southwest the farming condition mainly 
is favorable to the fall lumber trade. 


* * * 


In the middle gulf states there has been no recent 
change in affairs. The railroads and car builders are 
still calling for a meager amount of product. The local 
demand and that north of the Ohio river and east 
ward are furnishing work for the larger portion of mil! 
capacity, but night running has to a considerable extent 
been abandoned and some of the mills are entirely 
shut down. The condition in the southeast is similar 
to that in the middle gulf country, except that there 
is a special eastern demand, with some foreign require- 
ment, that keeps the mills in operation. All over the 
yellow pine field, however, there is a call for curtail! 
ment of the cut as a means of strengthening prices. 
This is ample evidence that capacity is being run hevon:! 
the requirement and that stumpage values are being 
sacrificed by a too low range of prices for lumber. 

* * * 


In the hardwood business of the Ohio valley states 
and the lower Mississippi valley country it is acknowl 
edged that the supply is generally too large for th 
consumptive capacity. Trade is tending to quieturl 
and prices have a weakening tendency, except in respec! 
to plain oak, good ash, chestnut and stocks eut for 
special demands. In northern hardwoods there is mul) 
activity, especially in Michigan. Much of the product 
of this year has been sold. Birch, elm, maple and bas 
wood are in demand, and sales are fully equal to thos: 
of last year. Poplar in the Ohio river states is weak 
in price, though some manufacturers report a goo! 
demand. 

* * * 

It seems as if the time had come when dealers an‘ 
shippers of all kinds of lumber should take account 0! 
the impending shortage of cars. ‘'he winter whe! 
movement is beginning and it will be acecompanird hy 
that of southern fruit, and followed by the eotton 
traffic and the northwestern spring wheat shipments. 
There will be arother embargo 1n a month, perhaps !ess 
and those lumbermen who have not moved necessi' 
stocks to destination will find themselves in a trouble 
like that which afflicted them last fall and winter 
Knowing this there should he a general effort to g 
such stocks to destination as shall be needed for tlic 
late summer and fall trade. A word to the wise shoul! 
be sufficient. 

* * * 

Manufacturers from all parts of the Pacific coas! 
continue to ship lumber lavishly to San Francisco an’ 
San Pedro, Cal., because there is a large consumptiv’ 
demand in California and a growing one in Arizona. 
Large stocks are being turned out at the north coast 
and California mills, and the eastern and foreig! 
demand being lighter than usual there is nothing bette) 
to do than dump product into the California markets 
At Tacoma, Wash., the market shows no_ materia! 
change, and oceasional offerings are made at sucl! 
concessions as show that bed rock may not yet hav 
heen reached in values. Like conditions prevail at other 
rorth coast points. Some satisfaction is expressed tha! 
the Pacific railroads have made some coneessions i! 
rates into Missouri river territory, and western shi) 
pers hope that what has been granted is but the pre 
cursor of a full concession of the desired 40-cent rate. 
The shingle movement has slightly increased. 

* * 

The North Carolina pine trade continues on a good 
footing, and the like is true of eastern spruce. The 
Pennsylvania hemlock trade, that of West Virginia an 
northern New York are doing as well as the state 
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of building operations will permit. Pennsylvania manu- 
faeturers are keeping an eye on the Michigan output, 
realizing the possibility that it may yet be moved in 
considerable quantity to the foot of Lake Erie this 
season, but professing no fear of the result. Western 
hemlock is moving into distribution in fair volume, 
and prices for that kind of product are steady. 


Northern Pine. 








Chicago. Country demand within recent times has 
shown some improvement. Seasonable weather for the 
crops has stimulated buying on the part of retailers 
to some extent. The farmers are doing a little more 
building than in May, as there has been an interim in 
rush work since corn planting was done. In the cities 
the promise of consumption, by reason of building, which 
was made early in the season is being measurably ful- 
filled. In this city there is a steady issue of permits and 
building contracts are accumulating. A large amount 
of construction is in progress, which has the effect of 
keeping up a steady flow of orders. The dealers still 
seem to be dissatisfied with the volume of city demand, 
but nevertheless the aggregate must be large and increas- 
ing. 

The generally strong condition of the northern pine 
trade is having its influence on the Chicago business, 
where both wholesalers and retailers hold intimate rela- 
tions with the sources of supply. It is noy well under- 
stood that the amount of Iumber to be turned out 
this year will scarcely be equal to the demand and that 
prices are more than likely to advance later in the 
season. There has been no question about the firm hold- 
ing of prices on No, 4 and 5 and other inch stock, as 
such lumber has been largely placed under contract. 
The only question has been in respect to selects, shop 
thicks and better lumber. Recently a stronger tendency 
has been developed in such product, while in the north- 
west prices of stock width common boards have been 
advanced. Norway dimension has a good eall in a 
wholesale way, and the season’s cut of the mills is in 
a position to be disposed of without any appreciable cut 
in prices, 

The state of building in the city is some indication 
of the local demand for lumber. In the matter of per- 
mits it is equalling in number and exceeding in cost 
the structure permits of last year. For the week ended 
June 22 permits for. 125 buildings were issued, the cost 
having been estimated at $1,396.600, against 101 permits 
in the corresponding week of 1903 and a cost of $671,- 
600. For the year up to June 22 permits to the num- 
her of 2,375 had been issued, the cost of the structures 
licensed having been $18,295,740, against permits in 
the like portion of 1903 to the number of 2,374 and a 
cost of $16,601,020. Thus the number of structures 
permitted in the two years was about the same as 
hetween each, while the cost this year exceeds that of 
1903 to the amount of $1,694,720. 

Last week’s receipts of lumber by lake aggregated 
15,664,000 feet, an inerease of ahout 3,000,000 over the 
previous week, and were in the neighborhood of 6.000,000 
feet in exeess of the same week in last year. The re- 
ceipts of shingles by water last week were 3,360,000.

In anticipation of this, 
many are withholding prospective purchases, seemingly 
neglectful of the fact that this fall, when they will 
order lumber, it will be difficult to get it because the 
movement of the crop will be taking all the available 
freight cars. 

Shipments during May by members of the Mississippi 
Valley association and the Wisconsin Valley associa- 
tion were 2.8 percent less than the shipments by the 
same firms during May last year.

Saginaw Valley. The white pine market is steadv, 
with a strong tone to the coarser grades and better quali- 
ties slow. No. 3 and 4 common are particularly firm. 
Receipts are fair and trading in stock from manufactur- 
ers’ hands limitea. In the yards there is just a morerate 
movement with no noteworthy features. 





North Tonawanda, N. Y. The market is assuming a 
more settled state. The disposition to cut prices on the 
part of a few dealers on some of the better grades with 
which these particular parties were slightly overstocked 
is disappearing and a steadier movement of stock pre- 
vails as a result. Consumers who deferred buying when 
the slight reduction in prices tock place, with the ex- 
pectation that a still greater reduction would follow. 
have concluded that they reckoned wrongly and are com- 
ing forward with their orders. No changes in the prices 
of the poorer items have been noted during the past few 
weeks but quotations are decidedly firm. 





Buffalo, N. Y. Dealers are certain that the demand 
is better than it was and prices are acecordingiy more 
firm and there is less talk of slackness in the high 
grades. In fact the most encouraging reports come 
from the sellers of high grade pine, who have become 
used to a rather slow market. The stiffness in the west 
is obliging white pine dealers to hold firm and if the 
eastern buyer is going to hold off he will have to wait. 
When he hears that Minneapolis put the price up $1 
the other day he may agree that we cannot come down 
without making him a present of his purchase. 

Philadelphia, Pa. White pine is not in heavy demand 
and prices on the higher grades are devoid of stiffness. 
In some of the lower grades a better call is being felt 
but it is not sufficiently heavy to be beyond the care 
of the wholesalers. 





Spruce.

New York City. Dealers report a very brisk trade, 
with prices holding decidedly firm. City stocks are low 
and receipts do not equal the demand. although ship- 
ments of New York state spruce are beginning to come 
along nicely. with eastern spruce still a little back- 


ward. West Virginia offers no change, mills being 
taxed to their largest possible capacity. The wide 


schedules sell for $22.50 to $23 and narrow sizes for 
$18 to $19.50. 





Boston, Mass. Frames still are firm on a basis of 
$19.50, but random is a little easier than for the last 
two weeks. The relative difficulty of obtaining sched- 
ule sizes of over 9-ineh continues. There is, however, 
no sign of decline in prices predicted for this month. 


White Cedar. 


Chicago. Nothing beyond a seasonable movement of 
posts and poles is especially noticeable in the market, 
with ties salable about as fast as they are ready for 
the market. No notable change in conditions is expected 
before fall, 











Minneapolis, Minn. Dry stock is about cleaned up 
and dealers are facing a problem of lively demand with 
little or no stuff to supply it. The special feature is 
the scarcity of short poles. Not very heavy new stocks 
of 20 and 25-foot lengths were laid in, as the demand 
last year was not very heavy and the operators ran 
more to posts. This season there is an unusual amount 
of telephone construction calling for the short lengths 
and the orders are hard to fill. There is a very good 
belated demand for posts. 





North Tonawanda, N. Y. The tone of the market is 
not as strong as it was a few weeks ago. In fact, some 
dealers consider the demand exceptionally quiet, even” 
more so than at the same period last season. Shingles 
are about the only item showing a disposition to move to 


any great extent. Carload lots are selling at $2.60 for

Hardwoods. 


Chicago. Trade is variously reported by leeal 
dealers. Some say they can find no market for the 
stock they have on stick and per contra that they 
can find little or no lumber of the variety for which 













they have a demand. As a rule the movement is unsat- 
isfactory, but it is relieved by occasional reports of 
good business on the part of dealers or manufacturers 
who have complete stocks and who cater to both domestic 
and foreign customers. Owing largely to a threatened 
strike in the furniture factories, city consumption is 
not heavy, and other hardwood consuming factories are 
buying only such stock as they must have to fill their 
current orders for interior trim or manufactured prod- 
ucts of various kinds. Few are buying anything ahead 
simply because they have grown to look on a presiden- 
tial year with disfavor, regarding it as a season when 
people must be cautious in every move of a commercial 
character they undertake. The idea is fallacious, of 
course. but it will be probably always followed by the 
majority of buyers because it is an old fashioned cus- 
tom, if for no other reason. 

Some peculiar features are observable in the oak mar- 
ket. Nobody has any surplus and yet there are many 
who are willing to take a few dollars less on quartered 
white or red and a dollar or two less on plain than 
they would have considered sixty days ago. Oak is 
still bringing figures that are profitable to the producer, 
though the margin is narrow. It would seem as if 
moderate purchases for future use of not only oak but 
of other weeds might be likely to prove a satisfactory 
investment at some of the prices that are occasionally 
reported. Cull plain oak is in good demand. 

Basswood is much more plentiful than was regarded 
as probable last winter. On account of its scarcity last 


fall and winter consumers have been using other and 
cheaper varieties of lumber and. as with poplar, are 
mere or less weaned away from basswood. Firsts and 


seconds are in fair request, culls are in good demand and 
common is in a sort of non-committal position, showing 
some weakness. 

Cottonwood is steady as to the best grades and culls. 
Ash, especially thick, is in goed condition and dry stocks 
are generally light. Birch is quieter. owing to the 
dullness in the furniture line. Elm finds a ready market 
at only slightly reduced prices. Gum is dull and prices

St. Louis, Mo. Trade is a little more quiet than at 
last report and it is generally believed that there will 
be a dull spell at least until fall. Since the latter 
part of May local receipts have been very light, 
especially of dry stock, and buyers representing St. 
Louis houses report no great amount of dry lumber to 
be found at southern points of supply. Despite the 
quietude in the north an air of rush among the south- 
ern mills shows that the wholesalers themselves are 
still anxious to buy in rather large quantities; a large 
number of buyers are absorbing all the stock avail- 
able at initial points, paying an excellent range of 
prices. Low grades are in fair demand at the mills, 
hut there seems to be no special call for good stock. 

Trade with local factories has also dropped off to 
some extent but demand is still considered normal for 
the season. 

Demand for every oak item, with the exception of 
quartered white, is strong. Quartered white, how- 
ever, has shown weakness for at least sixty days or 
more and local wholesalers are willing to put in very 
heavy stocks at present prices through fear of a further 
decline, Plain oak, in inch or thick, is strong in both 
red and white, the latter preferred in the heavier 
thicknesses. Upper grades of ash, especially thick 
stock, are strong and there is also an unsatisfied call 
for hickory in all grades, 

While sales of cottonwood and gum are rather heavy 
prices are not considered satisfactory. The production 
of both seems to be more on a parity with the con- 
sumption than during the early spring. 





Chattanooga, Tenn. Lumber makers show a disposi- 
tion to curtail manufacture. Not all the mills here 
are running and fewer still will be running in six or 
eight weeks. There is a good trade at stiff prices in 
plain oak, and Chattanooga lumbermen have some of 
that wood. There is also a sharp, active. demand for 
the thicker grades of ash here. Chestnut—good wormy— 
suitable for the coffin factories, is in good demand. 
Quartered oak has some sale but is very much over- 
shadowed by plain oak. Altogether there is a feeling 
of quietness in this market. The export business is 
very slow and indifferent. There is some trading abroad 
in walnut but that sells readily any time. Poplar 
demand abroad and at home is light. Nevertheless with 
the small amount of dry stock in this market and opera- 
tions at the mills on a limited scale a feeling of con- 
fidence pervades the market. 





Memphis, Tenn. Demand for both export and domes- 
tie purposes is rather light and the trade still complains 
of extremely quiet conditions. There is a good demand 
for plain oak, both white and red, in firsts and seconds. 
Stocks continue light, especially in dry stuff, and the 
amount in prospect does not appear to be large, with 
the result that those who hold any quantity of this 
wood are able to secure good prices therefor. ‘There 
is a good demand for the higher grades of quarter 
sawed red and the offerings do not appear to be large. 
Quarter sawed white is a shade slower than the remain- 
ing oaks but there is still some business doing in this 
direction. 

The remainder of the list, with the exception of ash, 
which is firm and in good demand, and hickory, in 
which the offerings are very scarce, is very quiet. How- 
ever, there is not any pressure locally to sell, though 
there is some effort on the part of manufacturers, 
especially the smaller ones in this territory, to dis- 
pose of their holdings. 

The trade here holds to the belief that the bottom 
in prices has been about reached and that the next 
change will be in the direction of an inerease. ‘This 
view is particularly strong with reference to the export 
trade.

New Orleans, La. Fine weather has made it pos- 
sible for the output of the mills to be inereased and 
prices have become a little easier. Plain oak is still 
strong, but for quarter sawed there is little demanu. 
Demand for poplar is also light, but exporters here do 
not worry much about poplar, Ash is moving tc a 
very limited extent in the export trade, while ecotton- 
wood and gum have been selling as no other hardwoods 
have. Agents on the other side are writing exporters 
that a great deal of lumber is going over unsold 
and they are advising shippers not to send anything 
on consignment,

Minneapolis, Minn. There is a fair demand, with 
prices good—better than a month ago, but not yet 
equal to the very satisfactory conditions which pre- 
vailed at this time last year. 
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Saginaw Valley. The hardwood market is rather quiet 
aud there is no change in quotations. Some business is 
being done and maple flooring appears to be doing a lit- 
tle better, but business on the whole is not what it should 
be. Stocks are ample, as the mills are all in operation.

New York City. This market is rather quiet but the 
outlook is particularly encouraging. As previously re- 
ported. holders of hardwoods have reason to expect a 
good fall business and conditions now are not far from 
satisfactory. A great amount of building is under 


way and furniture factories and other manufacturing 
interests are busy. Quartered oak is a little easy, but 
plain oak holds well up to the mark; white ash, birch 
and maple are steady.

North Tonawanda, N. Y. Dealers are not enthusiastic 
over the volume of trade being transacted, especially in 
the east. The disposition of consumers to buy from 
hand to mouth is becoming more pronounced as the 
midsummer period approaches. Some dealers believe 
that were a general movement inaugurated to bolster up 
weakening prices a better demand would result, those 
who are holding cff for a cut in prices being convinced 
that now is the time to secure stock before another 
advance may take place.

Buffalo, N. Y. Sales are all along fairly good and 
they are expected to continue right through the season, 
though nobody looks for anything more than a fairly 
good business. The strong feeling in plain oak aids in 
the movement of woods that are not naturally so active, 
while there is nothing that really drags. It is so hard 
to get a full stock of anything that there is no need of 
selling at anything but fair profits, especially as prices 
have changed so little of late. 

Boston, Mass. Brown ash continues firm at $45 to 
$47 for inch ones and twos, with thicker stoek $5 
higher. White ash is now at the same level. Quar 
tered oak prices have dropped and it is impossible to 
quote market prices, as figures vary so much; prices 
are from $1 to $3 lower than those of last week. Plain 
white oak, on the other hand, is firmer at $46 for inch 
ones and twos, There are some inquiries for basswood 
finish, unusual in this market, Inch ones and twos 
rough maple sells for $34, with only green stock in the 
thicker to be had, 


Baltimore, Md. Hardwood men are fairly unanimous 
in saying that business is very quiet and that competi- 
tion to sell is keen among holders of stocks. Values are 
as a rule off, good plain sawed oak and some standard 
articles being the only excepticns. Lumbermen agree, 
however, that the indications are rather favorable and 
the expectation is for better things to come. It is 
realized that the approaching presidential campaign 
tends to unsettle the ordinary activities and that the 
prevailing inertia is not to be regarded as a manifesta- 
tion of inherent industrial weakness. The inquiry for 
geod plain sawed oak continues fairly good; in fact, 
mills ean dispose readily of all such stocks which they 
are able to turn out. The export situation is not as 
strong as shippers would like to see it, business abroad 
being dull and the demand for woods limited. 
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Cincinnati, O. A few manufacturers and dealers 
report a slight increase in business but it is only 
momentary and the general opinion is that trade will 
not improve materially until after the national election 
in November. Poplar if anything is in a worse condition 
than last week and there seems no prospect for any 
immediate improvement. One prominent dealer sai‘ 
today that consumers would continue to use substitutes 
for poplar until the prices came down materially. Oak 
continues in fair demand for both domestie and export 
trade and is the most satisfactory thing on the market. 
Ash and birch are also in fair demand. 





Hemlock. 





Chicago. The demand in this state, Wisconsin anid 
in the city has lately improved. In Indiana there has 
been less increase because the farmers in that state 
were somewhat discouraged in the spring on account 
of failure of the winter wheat crop. The corn and 
other crops that were put in on the wheat land were 
seeded so late in the season, germinated and grew so 
slowly that the prospect in many cases is not good. In 
the fruit belt of western Michigan the outlook for pre«- 
uet is rot bright. That part of the state depends almosi 
wholly on hemlock for common building purposes, anil 
this vear it is probable that the deman? will he unusu- 
ally light. In this city hemlock is getting the usual 
call for building purposes. But whatever may be the 
sporadic and temporary condition of trade, it is well 
known that hemlock cannot be in such oversupply 4s 
greatly to affect prices. Hemlock cut at lake points has 
a wide range of markets by both water and rail, ani 
enters into yard stock in Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Ohio. The outlets are so many and large 
that manufacturers are never at a loss as to how to 
dispose of their product. Interior Wisconsin mills are 
somewhat differently situated. Their distributive terri- 
tory is mainly limited to Wisconsin and Illinois, witl 
considerable demand from Towa and the border counties 
of southern Minnesota. The mills of the interior are 
somewhat isolated and independent of centralized market 
influence. Hence it is not surprising that there should 
be some discrepancy in prices as between the mills, or 
that more complaint of price divergence is heard from 
the interior than from the lakeside mills. Taking the 
field as a whole, the variations in price are not great, 
and the general market condition, when compared to 
that of other woods, is satisfactory. 





New York City. Buying continues on a most con 
servative basis and is not altogether satisfactory. Prices 
are fairly well maintained, especially on mixed car lots 
with a trifle of shading on some special orders. Tlic 
general yard trade in this city and neighboring towns 
is good when the aggregate volume of business is con: 
sidered, but there is a general tendency to buy only 
current needs and await developments.

Buffalo, N. Y. Trade is improving in activity ani 

prices are steady, with all promise of remaining 
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unchanged through the season. The supply from Penn- 
sylvania is not large, but there is Michigan competition 
always in sight, which must be staved off if that stock 
is to be kept at arm’s length, which seems to be the 
policy of those in control of the business. There are 
now so few producers that this is quite easy. 

Boston, Mass. Hemlock shows a rising tendency at 
$14.50 to $15.50 for eastern stock. Pennsylvania No. 1 
boards are « drug on the market at $19.50 to $20.50, 
while No. 2 boards are in good request at $15.50 to 
$16.50, 
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Philadelphia, Pa. Pennsylvania manufacturers have 
been successful in holding their stocks up to the basis 
of the season and it is only in odd stocks that any cut- 
ting is being done. The demand is about seasonable, 
though not as heavy as that of a year ago. Consid- 
erable West Virginia stock is being offered freely, though 
with no bad effects so far, the operative jobs absorbing 
much of this stock. 





Poplar. 





Chicago. Good poplar is selling somewhat more 
actively, stocks being more plentiful and prices on a 
good buying basis. Common is quiet, but cull is in 
uctive request. The strike and generally listless feel- 
ing prevailing in the furniture industry here as well 
as elsewhere over the country is having a perceptibly 
bad effect on poplar distribution here and until these 
troubles are surmounted little strength can be expected 
in values. Stocks at the mills are low for this time of 
year. 

New York City. Further reports reach this city to 
the effect that logs and stocks of gcod quality are 
scarce in some quarters, and it is claimed that while 
the market is not in the best condition there is no 
reason to take other than a hopeful view of the situa- 
tion. The inereased price has caused considerable sub- 
stitution, but the outlock as a rule is not disquieting 
and an encouraging amount of inquiries indicates a 
fairly brisk fall trade.

Buffalo, N. Y. All that jobbers are trying to do is 
to keep a light stock, which they buy as carefully as 
they ean, and wait for the demand to spring up, which 
it will do as soon as the prices shall become steady. 
Sales agents are selling considerable stock and say that 
the supply is decidedly light, so that they do not feel 
easy over the continued failure of the lumber to come 
down to a firm basis. Consumers are getting the best 
end of the trade now, yet they are so generally engaged 
in bearing the lumber market that they are paying the 
going price, $48 here, for inch firsts and seconds, with 
about as much reluctance as though the price were much 
more than it is.

Baltimore,Md. The urgency of the demand for poplar 
which prevailed last year seems to have been succeeded 
by a corresponding degree of disinclination to buy and 
as a consequence values are rather low. Quiet prevails 
at home as well as abroad. Nominally an attempt is 
made to maintain price lists, but cutting below them 
is said to be no novelty. 


Pacific Coast Woods. 


San Francisco, Cal. There has been some diminution 
in the deliveries of lumber at San Francisco and San 
Pedro during the past week as compared with the pre- 
ceding one, but the falling off has been but light. Man- 
ufacturers from all parts of the coast continue to ship 
lumber to these two points as heavily as they can, and 
it does not seem as if there will be any letup to this 
for some time. Reasons for this are the great demand 
that exists for lumber all over the state and in Arizona 
for building and railroad work, and the existence of 
large stocks at most of the coast mills which the manu- 
facturers cannot find anything better to do with than 
to send them to California markets. Between the 
demand for new roads in Nevada and California and Cen- 
tral and South America the consumption of railroad ties 
is likely to be very large this year. Certainly not less 
than 300 miles of line will need to be supplied from 
the tie camps of California and her sister states. 

The deliveries of California ties, though large this 
year, will be much smaller than those from Oregon and 
Washington, inasmuch as redwood is so much dearer 
than fir, but about one-third of the destinations referred 
to will be supplied with California redwood ties, one 
mill having now a contract for the new Tonopah rail- 
road. Shipments of ties from this port to the Spanish- 
American countries will consist almost if not altogether 
of redwood. Deliveries of redwood lumber for the week 
have been large and big suppues will be coming to 
hand until the close of June. Stocks at mill ports are 
therefore running very low, but as all the mills are 
actively at work a sufficient supply is on hand all the 
time to fill new orders. In many cases these orders are 








made ahead, but not to the extent they were a year ago. 
Demand continues very good here and in all parts of 
the state, so the heavy shipments do not at all press the 
market and prices are very firm. There has been no 
departure from list 15. 

Deliveries of fir for the past week, though not as 
large as those for the preceding one, were still in them- 
selves of pretty good value. No more came forward, 
however, than was called for by the demands of the 
market, which turns to fir as the cheaper material for 
use in building as well as in railroad construction. 
There is therefore no accumulation of stock at this 
point, and it is not anticipated that there will be. It 
is the stock at the mills and the necessity of getting rid 
of it in some way that makes trouble for this market. 
There continue to be large sales, and prices may still 
Le quoted at $9 at the mill for off shore and $10.50 
to $12 at San Francisco. Receipts for the week ending 
June 15 were: Fir, 6,745,000 feet; redwood—Del Norte, 
522,000 feet; Humboldt bay, 2,254,569 feet; Mendocino 
ports, 2,767,000 feet; grand total, 12,288,569 feet.

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Tacoma, Wash. The market is about the same, or 
if anything a little quieter than last week. Prices con- 
tinue weak, but some buyers seem to think bed rock 
has not yet been reached and occasional orders are offer- 
ing at a figure lower than has yet prevailed and not 
infrequently the order is placed. There is about the 
same volume of yard stock trade, but only an occasional 
car of timber to be had. All of the mills will shut down 
for the Fourth as usual. 





Kansas City, Mo. Demand is light and there is a 
strong effort to sell fir, spruce and cedar in the south- 
west. The California manufacturers on the other hand 
are making no effort for business in this territory and 
are only accepting orders at list and when the business 
is especially desirable or fits their stocks nicely.

New York City. Western lumber is slowly but surely 
winning favor with eastern buyers. Demand for Wash- 
ington cedar is satisfactory and prices firm. California 
sugar and white pine are becoming better known and 
although a marked hesitancy exists trial orders are 
duplicated with encouraging rapidity. Prices remain 
steady, good grades of sugar pine bringing $70 and 
firsts and seconds in white pine averaging from $58 
to $60. 





Southern Pine. 


St. Louis, Mo. Sales are still considerably below the 
mill capacity, but mill stocks on an average are not 
increasing as rapidly as was reported a few weeks ago, 
because many of the mills are voluntarily decreasing 
their output. It is reported from Mississippi that a 
number of mills have shut down because of poor trade 
and that the average stocks in that state are not 
greatly above the normal for the season, Texas trade 
has also been so light than many of the mills have 
found it advisable to close down but these mill stocks 
are rather large in comparison with those in Missis- 
sippi. Arkansas and Louisiana mills are in the main 
still running on full time, but complain that Texas 
mills have, during the past eight months, encroached 
more upon the eastern territory than formerly and that 
this condition has been injurious. Texas freight rates 
through the St. Louis gateway to the east are now 
very favorable compared with former years and advan- 
tage is being taken of the situation to build up a trade 
in that territory. 
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Chicago, The local trade is running along about 
evenly from week to week. There is enough building in 
progress to call for a fair amount of stock, so that 
distribution from the yards and by the ecarload is in 
considerable volume. The trade lacks spirit and urgency 
and dealers are less than usually inclined to stock up. 
Prices are weak, which causes hesitancy in buying. 
Probably dealers are at fault in losing the present 
opportunity of easy prices and prompt shipments to 
stock up, for there soon will be another freight embargo, 
delay in getting forward lumber and a consequent stif- 
fening in prices on the part of those who can ship the 
lumber as wanted. Dealers should keep such things in 
mind and make hay when the sun shines.

Kansas City, Mo. There is a diversity of opinion 
among the yellow pine manufacturers here as_ to 
whether or not the recommendations of the Southern 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association with reference to 
the curtailment of the output will be carried out. Some 
believe that a large majority of the manufacturers 
will reduce their running time in accordance with the 
recommendation, and with what mills have already 
shut down all or part time and those that will do so 
within the next two weeks the reduction in output 
will be great enough to strengthen the market. Some 
of the best posted lumbermen here say that the deal- 
ers are only waiting for prices to become steady, with 
some assurance that the market will gain strength, 
and that as soon as this shall become a fact they will 
increase their stocks on the prospects of a good late 
summer and early fall demand. 





New York City. As a rule present business is slow, 
but an encouraging prospective demand is in sight. 
Gogd inquiries are being made and a slight improve- 
ment is noticeable in some quarters, although buying 
is decidedly close with the exception of piling. Prices 
are not as firm as sixty or ninety days, ago.

Buffalo, N. Y. Jobbers report the stock of red cedars 
about gone, some yards that carry them in quantity hav-

While there is some trading the vol 
ume of business is very disappointing amd prices also 
are considerably below expectations. The slack coop 
erage trade, at least so far ag produce barrels are con 
cerned, has not yet set in very heavily, although a 
good volume of business is expected within anothe: 
thirty days. Lime and cement barrels are much harder 
sale than at this time last year because of the comple 
tion of the World’s Fair work, so that in connection 
with a poor demand from the packers general trade 
conditions are far from satisfactory.

CHAPTER
